Whitley are planning to leave Win- 
chester early in January for an ex- 
tended trip to Europe where they 
have arranged to visit England. 
France. Holland and Italy. It had 
been their hope to visit the Ho!y 
Land and travel over the country re- 
nowned in biblical history, hut be- 
cause of unrest among the Arabs, the 
British Government is advising no 
trips to that section at present. 

Mir. Whitley, who has loyally served 
as pastor in the Second Congrega- 
tional Church in Winchester High- 
lands for the past 15 years, is to close 
his pastorate in this community on 
New Year's eve. His resignation was 
tendered some weeks ago, but the 
members of his church refused to 
accept it. However, Mr. Whitley had 
given the matter most earnest con- 
sideration, and felt his decision must 
stano. 

These 16 years have been marked 
by great progress materially and 
spiritually. The fine stone church 
now standing at the corner of Ken- 
win road and Washington street is an 
example of this material progress. 
The idea was conceived V Whit- 
ley, and it was due t< - interest 
and enthusiasm that the plan was put 
into action and carried to a success- 
ful conclusion. It has been lar ely 
through his efforts that the necessary 
money has been raised, making pos- 
sible the burning of the mortgage on 
Nov. 16, 1»:'<). This act. signifying 
the comph ti- n of payment of the cost 
of the building brought great rejoic- 
ing to pastor and people. 

Highest admiration and tribute are 
due Mr. Whitley for the outstanding- 
ly high standards and qualities of 
character upon which his life and 
preaching have always been based. 
A graduate of Yale and of Harvard 
Theological School, he has been able 
to bring to his congregation the bene- 
fit of his splendid education but quite 
beyond this, he has given to those 
with whom he came in contact a con- 
stant example of excellent moral 
strength, undaunted courage, far-see- 
ing business ability. Christian for- 
bearance and self-sacrificing generosi- 
ty. From the pulpit his preaching 
has always been based on the great 
truths to be found in the Bible and 
on the example and leadership of that 
lowly One who walked the earth so 
long ago bringing the message of 
love and peace and self-denial. The 
welfare of humanity has always been 
a matter of paramount interest in 
Mr. Whitley's life, and he has sought 
in every way to contribute to the up- 
lift of his community. He has ever 
fearlessly upheld whatever of good is 
to be found in the world, whether it 
be in other religions, in other ways 
of reasoning, or in other modes of 
life. 

In this lung period of years this 
pastor's band and heart have many 
times reached out in comfort to the 
sorrowing, relief to the needy, and in 
friendly interest for the plans and 
problems of those about him. Mr. 
Whitley's ministiy here has been 
marked by unfailing interest in every 
department of the church life, with a 
most gratifying willingness to share 
in the aspirations and duties of each 
organization. 

In all his work he has had a stead- 
fast and loyal helpmate in Mrs. Whit- 
ley. Quietly and unostentatiously, 
she has helped shoulder the burden of 
making community life more worth 
while. Always ready to deny herself 
to bring peace and happiness to those 
about her, she has won the respect and 
affection of her many fellow workers. 
Her departure from Winchester will 
be keenly felt by these friends to 
whom her gentle character has SO en- 
deared her. 

Greatly will this sterling Christian 
cc'tple be missed, hut loyalty to the 
cause which their lives have served 

demands that those for whom they 
have labored so faithfully, and with 
whom is left this beautiful place of 
worship, the meter ii ! esult of these 
years of faithful service, carry on the 
good work to which so many years of 
their lives have been dedicated.

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OLD STAR LISTS TAX RATE 
AS IIS 

An old copy of the Star found this 
week in the press room and dated 
July 10, 1896, contains an editorial 
in which a tax rate of $17 is pre- 
dicted for the coming year instead of 
the current rate of $15; heavy ap- 
propriations at the March town 
meeting and a falling off of $150,000 
in petsonal property being mentioned 
as reasons for the increase. 

The old sheet, yellow and ragged 
on the edges proved very interesting. 
Among the items were those record- 
I ing the moving of of the Bacon build- 
ing through the center with the ne- 
| cessity of cutting the trolley wires, 
eight alarms of fire on the fourth, 
; the loss of a finger by a resident of 
Wild wood street who was repairing 
| his bicycle and caught his hand in 
i the whirling sprocket, and a fishing 
! trip off N'ahant sponsored by the late 

! "Charlie" Lane. 

Another interesting anecdote was 
, the report of a group of youths driv- 
i ing through the center on the 
Fourth, grotesquely costumed and 
riding in a dump cart to which was 
attached a handsome white horse, 
owned by the late Frank A. Cutting. 
Still another told of an Armenian be- 
ing arrested for setting off a fire- 
cracker in the Fells, and announce- 
ment is made in the paper of the 
erection of a house on Hillside ave- 
nue to be occupied by the "well 
known attorney" Charles N. Harris 
of Cambridge, later Judge Harris of 
the Piobate Court, now deceased, and 
father of the present Selectman, 
Arthur S. Harris. 

In another column the progress of 
the present Mystic Valley Parkway 
is reported along Mystic Lake or 
"the lower pond,' and a query is in- 
serted to learn what has become of 
the proposed banking house for Win- 
chester discussed "during the past 
winter." A new phaeton, purchased 
by Dr. Church is described as the 
"nattiest" in town and constituting 
a line team behind the medico's "high 
stepping horse." A lament that the 
weather of the past few days has 
not been "suitable for trolley par- 
ties" recalls this form of amusement.

McLaughlin's Shoe Store, then 
called the Corner Shoe Store and lo- 
cated in Lyceum Building, is now- 
owned and conducted by Mr. Morris 
Snyder, and the plumbing business , 
of George E. Pratt & Co., is carried 
on by William H. Mobbs. Ernest But- . 
terworth now conducts the jeweler's 
establishment advertised in '96 by- 
Fred S. Scales. The location of this 
business was then at 196 Main street, i 

The business now conducted by G. 
Raymond Bancroft was then con- 
ducted by Miss F. J. Bowser and was 1 
situated "in the Y. M. C. A. Building, 
now Randall's block. B. F. Mathews 
in the '96 issue was announcing the I 
opening of a new barber shop, now , 
operated by Fred S. Mitchell. An- 
Other old timer, in business now as | 
then, is Edward J. Maguire. auction- 
eer whose establishment was at that 
time on Swanton street. 

The Star was published on Pleas- | 
ant street in Lyceum Building, the 
office and store occupying the quar- I 
ters now housing the Betty Ann ' 
Shop with press room above. The 
paper, an eight column sheet, ap- 
proximately 20 by 26 inches, was is- 
BUed Friday in the old days as now, 
and contained two pages. Box sta- \ 
tionery sold in the store for 15c to j 
50c per box. j

see an advertisement inserted by one I 
Aaron C. Bell, dealer in real estate, 
including the lines, so often referred 
to by Mr. Patrick Craughwell in 
Town Meeting; namely. "Winchester 
the Beautiful Healthful Suburb of 
THE ATHENS OF AMERICA— the 
sphere of refinement and perfect 
bliss.

Stephen S. Langley, an old and re- 
spected resident of Winchester, died 
Thursday, Dec. 24, at his home, 5 
Cambridge street, in his 90th year. 

Mr. Langley's family on both sides 
was well known in this vicinity, his 
father being James T. I^angley and 
his mother. Mary (Swan) Langley. 
He was born May 16, 1847, in Arling- 
ton, but spent nearly his entire life 
in this town, receiving his education 
in the Winchester public schools and 
at Andover Academy.

He was 81 years old hut his health 
had been good and up to the time of 
j his unfortunate accident he was en- 
joying life. 

In his youth Mr. Little lived in 
New York, coming to Boston in 1X82. 
A year later he married Miss Georgia 
Russell Fowler. He moved to Win- 
chester in 1887 and purchased a house 
on Everett avenue. From then until 
1925 he was a familiar figure on the 
daily trains going to and from Boa 
t. n. 

For over 50 years Mr. Little was 
engaged in the printing business, re- 
tiring in 1925. He was a member of 
William Parkman Lof*2c of Masons 
in Winchester, the Royal Arch Chap- 
ter in Woburn, Hugh de Paynes Com- 
mandery in Melrose and Alejppq Tem- 
ple of the Mystic Shrine in Boston.

"Shooting at the Arlington Club in 
the outdoor individual championships, 
Edward S. Winn of Winchester, sent 
85 bullets into the 10 ring. 14 into the 
nine, and one in the 7 for a total of 
48.3 — a new national record. 

"Winn then proceeded to capture 
the international free pistol match. 
His score at' 50 meters consisted of 
one 95, two 94s and three 90s for a 
total of 553. This score boosted the 
American record by 20 points and is 
just six points below the present 
world's record." 

On pages 14 and 15 occur the fol- 
lowing paragraphs: 

"The battle in the outdoor champi- 
onships began right off at the top of 
the list when 'Winn of Winchester, 
wins' the army revolver with a new 
record of 483 and Chupman of Phila- 
delphia was second. 

"The next senior match was the 
pistol championship and Chapman re- 
versed places by defeating Winn by 
two points. 

Then Winn, using his same old pis- 
tol placed the American free pistol 
mark up close to the Olympic and 
world's record by shooting a 553, 21 
points above the American scores in 
this mafch. 

"In the slow-fire grand aggregate 
Winn's two record-breaking scores 
plus a 93.4 per cent total with the 
pistol made a new mark in that class 
with a total of 1503 points."

American votaries of delicious 
toasted chese sandwiches, mouth- 
watering souffles, or golden squares 
of cheese with apple pie, are indebted 
for the beginning of their domestic 
supply to Rome. New York, where 
in 1851 the first cheese factory of 
consequence in America was estab- 
lished. 

A bronze memorial marking the 
site of Rome's fiist cheese factory 
and commemorating its dairy-farmer 
founder. Jesse Williams, was dedi- 
cated there on November 8th, says a 
bulletin fort) the Washington, D. C, 
headquarters of the National Geo- 
graphic Society. The ceremony is 
one of the many being held through- 
out the country during National 
Cheese week. 

Cheese of Kings and King of Cheeses 

There are more than 200 differ- 
ent varieties of cheese, but when 
the food is mentioned most Ameri- 
cans are likely to think of an orange 
colored nutty tasting wedge known 
variously as American, Cheddar or 
Store cheese. This is not surprising 
when one remembers that United 
States factories produce about three 
times as much of this variety of 
cheese as of all others combined. 

Cheddar derives its name from a 
distinctive process in its manufacture 
cheddaring. a method of developing: 
texture, which originated in the quaint 
old village of Cheddar, England. 

Little Miss Muffet may have eaten 
both curds and whey, but in cheese 
making, after the milk has been coag- 
ulated by rennet, the curd is separ- 
ated from the whey, and pressed in- 
to shape. 

Like caviar and truffles, cheese 
serves often as a delicacy for epi- 
cureans, creating appetite. Since it 
is a concentrated form of milk, it is 
also a staple food. Enterprising house 
wives may discover many types of 
hard, semi-hard or sott cheese with 
delicate, odd, and teasing flavors as 
varied as. the countries which pro- 
duced them. Although the United 
States still imports large quantities 
of foreign cheeses, it manufactures 
successfully many of the foreign vari- 
eties. 

French Roquefort has been called 
the "Cheese of Kings and King of 
Cheeses." Made of sheep's milk, it 
owes its savory, sweet flaver anil 
marbled appearance to a bluish-green 
mold which forms inside it. This 
is fostered by the humidity and low- 
temperature of caves near Roquefort, 
southern France, in which the cheeses 
are cured. 

Cheese Has "Eyes" 

Roquefort-type cheese, made in the 
United States of cow's milk instead 
of sheep's milk, but treated with a 
similar mold, develops a flavor rival- 
ing that of French Roquefort, when 
ripened in refrigerated rooms or in 
caves hollowed out of sandstone bluffs 
along the Mississippi. 

A popular hard variety is Swiss 
cheese, which is pale yellow and has 
a shiny, rather elastic texture. The 
best has "eyes" of gas holes about 
the size of a twenty-five cent piece. 
"Switzerland cheese" differentiates 
Swiss cheese made in that country 
from the same type made elsewhere. 
There, it is generally marketed in 
large bulging wheels of from 100 to 
\200 pounds. In the United States 
much Swiss cheese is marketed in 
tinfoil-wrapped rectangular blocks of 
from 25 to 30 pounds. 

The world's largest Swiss cheese 
factory is located, rot in Switzerland, 
but in Antigo, Wisconsin. It is one 
of 2400 cheese factories in that great 
dairy State which produces more than 
150 per cent of all cheese made in the 
United States. This industry was in 
part built up through the efforts of 
Swiss imigrants. During National 
Cheese Week, their descendents take 
time from conducting visitors through 
cheese factories, and distributing free 
cheese sandwiches, to give exhibi- 
tions of Swiss wrestling and yodelingr. 

Wisconsin is the home of the Na- 
tional Cheese Institute, as well as of 
the first dairy school in America. The 
latter is now on the campus of the 
University of Wisconsin which annu- 
ally trains hundreds of cheese makers. 

Edam cheeses, adding note3 of gay- 
ety to delicatessen showcases, derive 
their appearance of small red can- 
nonballs from a red wax coating. In- 
side they are pale orange, elastic, 
and have a rather flat taste. Manu- 
factured in the northern part of the 
Netherlands, they are marketed prin- 
cipally in Alkmaar. On market days 
the town's square is covered with 
them piled up in rows like ammuni- 
tion, among which buyers move about 
sniffing and sampling-, At home, 
Edam cheeses are light yellow in 
color; red coloring is applied only to 
those shipped outside the Netherlands. 
Gouda, a similar cheese made in the 
southern part of the country, is shaped 
into disks. 

The odorous Limburg. first mark- 
eted in Limbourg, Belgium, is also 
made in America. So is the Munster 
variety, which originated in Munster, 
Germany. Only a relatively small 
ouantity of Italian cheese is made by 
American manufacturers. Most of it 
is imported. The tasty white crumbs 
of cheese sprinkled like salt on one's 
spaghetti or soup in Italian restau- 
rants are usually of Parmesan, which 
is best made near Parma, Italy. It 
is an extremely hard cheese, becoming 
so rock-like that it has to be broken 
with a hammer, and grated. 

Other interesting Italian varieties 
include Pecorino, a sheep's milk 
cheese whose grey rind is covered 
with mold; Caciocavallo, shaped like 
an Indian club; and Provolona. a roun- 
dish cheese suspended in shops in a 
net of cords. Pineapple cheeses have 
been hung up in close-meshed nets 
while soft. The cords indent them 
with diamond-shaped corrugations. 

A Sky Hooker 

A sky hooker is defined as a top 
loader, or, in logging, a man who 
places the logs on the top of a load.

He ordered its erection to celebrate 
the victories of his troops in 1805 
and 1808, especially their triumphs 
in the Austerlitz campaign, when they 
defeated the combined Austrian and 
i Russian armies. 

Most of the colossal sculptured 
! groups on the Arc de Triomphe com- 
, memorate Napoleon's victories. Un- 
der the cornice runs a frieze of fig- 
i ures, six feet high, depicting the de- 
! parture and return of the French ar- 
] mies. On the Arc are inscribed the 
names of 172 of his battles and 386 
of his generals. The names of those 
who fell in battle are underscored. 

In building the Arc, Emperor Napo- 
leon outdid the old Roman emperors. 
The Arc de Triomphe is the largest 
triumphal arch ever built, even larger 
' than the immense ones of ancient 
Rome, through which rolled chariots 
■ of conquerors. From its top, 160 
feet above the ground, one may look 
I out over much of Paris. The monu- 
ment is about 146 feet wide. The main 
' archway is so broad that shortly 
• after the World War a small air- 
I plane swooped down and passed 
! through it at 140 miles an hour, with- 
j out damage. The craft had only six 
feet clearance between each wingtip 
| and the walls of the archway. The 
; pillars of the Arc are 72 feet deep 
I and are cut by smaller archways, 
: giving the monumont four openings, 
j The structure stands at the north- 
west end of the celebrated Avenue 
des Champs Elysees. in the center of 
. the Place de l'Etoile. This open cir- 
i cle derives its name, "place of the 
star" from the 12 wide avenues 
radiating from it like rays of a star. 

Because of its hublike location, the 
Arc de Triomphe occupies a strate- 
gic position. Guns placed around it 
could mow down trops approaching 
it by any one of the 12 avenues. In 
May 1871, when bloody battles waged 
throughout Paris insurrectionists 
took advantag of this. They were 
I driven from the Arc only after a 
severe struggle, in which nearly 2000 
shells, fired at them, fell on or near 
the Arc.

\RC DE TRIOMPHE HAS 
SPANNED A CENTURY 



For 100 years the famous Arc de 
Triomphe. in the heart of Paris, has 
embraced France's victorious legions. 
The Arc was begun in 1806, says 
bulletin from the Washington, D. 
C. headquarters of the National Geo- 
graphic Society. It completion was 
held up for three decades, however, 
by dissension among architects and 
politicians. 

Tomb of France's Unknown Soldier 

To the students of geography who 
have not visited Paris, two structures 
9tand out as famous landmarks of 
the French capital, the Arc and the 
Eiffel Tower. The veteran Tower 
always has been awe-inspiring, but 
since' the World War, the Arc has 
absorbed new interest. Here is the 
tomb of Fiance's unknown soldier, a 
national shrine that is to France what 
the white marble tomb in Arlington 
National Cemetery, overlooking he 
Potomac, is to Americans.

Fire turned the famous Crystal Pal- 
ace in London to molten glass and 
twisted steel, but failed to destroy the 
memories of millions of Britons and 
foreign visitors from every continent 
who "took in" a Crystal Palace show 
while in the British Capital. 

The Crystal Palace was one of the 
most imposing and romantic exhibi- 
tion halls in London, says a bulletin 
from the Washington. D. C, head- 
quarters of the National Geographic 
Society. It was a mammoth, drafty 
edifice of glass and steel, 1608 feet 
long, consisting of a great central 
hall with aisles and two transcepts. 

Two Hundred Acres of Crounds 
i Originally built in Hyde Park for 
the Great Exhibition of 1851, three 
years later it was moved to its pres- 
ent site at Upper Norwood, domi- 
nating southeast London. No one can 
estimate its value to the British peo- 
rle for since it was opened it has 
blended education with the amuse- 
ment of sideshows, exhibitions, con- 
certs, organ recitals and fireworks 
ilisplays. During the World War it 
was used for training the Royal Na- 
val division and was nicknamed "H. 
M. S. Crystal Palace." From 1020 to 
1923, it housed the Imperial War Mu- 
seum. 

Recently the Palace was used for 
flower, dog and poultry shows. As 
side attractions it had a movie house 
and thrilling motor cycle races on its 
dirt track. Radio research was car- 
ried on in one of its flanking towers. 
The two hundred acres of grounds 
are a quaint mixture of ancient and 
modern, with tennis courts, walks, 
old classical statuary, row boats, and 
I life-size models of prehistoric ani- 
mals in their geological formations. 
The triennial Handel festivals, re- 
j mindlni? American visitors of the fa- 
mous Bach festival* at Bethlehem, 
Pennsylvania, were held in the Han- 
del orchestra auditorium, which could 
accomodate 4000 persons. 

British Enjoy Exhibitions 
Exhibitions fascinate the British. 
Thev find them in gay sp"ctacles and 
disnlays nortrayine their manners, 
modes, customs and habits. The com- 
mercial London, which few tourists 
see has manv fine exhibition halls The 
best known is Oylmnia, while a short

Post offiices throughout the coun- 
try are preparing for their annual 
Christmas rush — the rush of people 
buying stamps for Christmas cards, 
and mailing packages varying in size 
from pillboxes to cases for violon- 
cellos. If they ignore warnings to 
"mail early," post office shoppers 
may find their faces drawn in lines 
of weariness from waiting in lines. 

They invariably rejoice, however, 
with a relieved "That's that!" when 
each Christmas card is safely dropped 
through the letter slot or into a mail 
box, says a bulletin from the Wash- 
ington.' D. C, headquarters of the 
National Geographic Society. But 
that isn't that; the real job of hand- 
ling the Christmas mail is barely be- 
gun. 

Sorted and Resorted 

Each card must lie postmarked, 
sorted according to the direction it 
is to travel, possibly resorted accord- 
ing to destination, tied with twine in- 
to a neat package with its fellow trav- 
elers, lacked in a mail pouch, carried 
to a train or plant', possibly re-sorted 
in a mail car while speeding over the 
rails, tossed from train or plane to 
mail truck and carried to another 
post office, where it is sorted again 
and again until it reaches the proper 
carrier and the proper place in his 
packet of mail for the next delivery. 

The Christmas job of our postal 
system involves almost unimaginable 
figures. Even in normal times "the 
biggest business in the world." with 
more than 45,000 offices, handles a 
billion letters and parcels each hour. 
But Christmas multiplies mailing by 
two or three. The post office of 
Washington, D. C, typical of most 
of the larger cities, reports that let- 
ters alone show a Christmas boom of 
135 per cent, despite a decrease of 
official mail. 

Machines Speed Mail 

To speed the departing mail, large 
city post offices can call on the super- 
human speed of four types of mechan- 
ical devices: the electric cancellation 
machine, the mechanical "facing" ta- 
ble, systems of overhead conveyors, 
and pneumatic tubes. To respond to 
the annual deluge of Christmas cheer, 
however, no additional machinery is 
installed. Instead, all available hands 
and reinforcements are called toman 
xisting equipment, and buckle down 
to a steady 24-hour grind. 

With the electric cancellation mach- 
ine, the machine age made its debut 
into the post office almost a half cen- 
tury ago. When fed a handful of 
letters at a time, all face forward, it

postmarks them at the lively clip of 
20,000 an hour. New models, chic 
in grey paint and dazzling chromium, 
are streamlined, with clockwork of 
rollers housed in protective metal 
covers to that it cannot possibly bite 
the hand thats feeding it. 

The "business" end of a cancella- 
tion machine is a sloping top some- 
what larger than the average school 
desk, mounted on a waist-high ped- 
estal with a small electric motor 
protruding from the rear. The chan- 
nel at the top llios envelopes through 
from left to right by means of re- 
volving wheels and stamps them with 
the familiar black banner showing 
place and time. A dial on the front 
half-brother to an auto speedometer, 
records the number of cancellations 
up to 999,999 then patiently starts 
all over again. 

The time shown on the postmark, 
which settles so many arguments 
about when absent-minded persons 
mailed their letters, is set by linn-'. 

Every half-hour, an attentive clerk 
moves the time stamn a half hour for- 
ward according to the clock on the 
wall: at 5 o'clock, for instance, the 
machine begins stamping 5:30 and 
continues until 5:29. 

In some post offices a mechani'a' 
"facing" table turn< all mail front 
forward and routes it toward the can- 
cellation machine. With its aid. a 
very few men can plow through huge 
niles of envelopes. Without leavin r I 
his Dlace a clerk can pick up bushels ! 
of letters, face them toward him- 
self, and drop them into a narrow 
trough at the tab!*-'* "dge. Here a 
moving belt rakes the mail for a 
ride to the end of the long table and 
straight to the cancellation machine. 
There are two trougns. one for nt r- 
mal letter-size envelopes, and ar.oth'-r 
for the longer legal size, since they 
must be cancelled in different mach- 
ines. 

At the facing table, too. clerks lay 
aside first-class mail which l can- 
cellation machine would be unable to 
digest, packages of envelope* which 
are extra large, extra small, or extra 
'hick. Petite Christmas cards, half- 
obliterated by a single stamp and 
hailed as "cute" by the public, are 
just gnats in the eyes of the postal 
system; they have to be postmarked 
by hand.

Parsnip Used by Romans 

Botanically the parsnip is known 
as Pastinacea sativa and the carrot, 
celery and parsley are some of 
its closest relatives.

Although the parsnip grows 
wild in certain sections of North 
America it is, nevertheless, a trav- 
eler in this sphere, having been in- 
troduced to Virginia in 1609 by the 
colonists.

Growth of Trees 

A tree grows only at its surface, 
with the inner bark viepositing the 
lifeless woody matter beneath it. 
During the spring and early sum- 
mer this process takes place much 
more rapidly than in the late sum- 
mer and autumn, when the wood 
is deposited in a relatively thin, 
compact layer. There is, of course, 
no growth during the winter. The 
result is that the wood is deposited 
in the concentric rings that no one 
can help noticing. The growth of 
a tree in a particular year depends 
on a number of things, such as soil, 
temperature, and rainfall. Of these 
the amount of rain is the greatest 
variable. 



Landslides are not new to Juneau, 
Capital city of the territory of Alaska. 
The city, however, is accustomed to 
such avalanches of mud and rocks as 
recently caused several deaths and 
scores of injuries to its citizens. In 
recent years landslides of minor pro- 
portions frequently have damaged the 
city. 

Normally Juneau appears to be nest- 
ling in a protected >pot, says a bul- 
letin from the Washington. I). (/., 
headquarters of the National Geo- 
graphic Society. Snug and beautiful, 
are the adjectives used by the ap- 
proaching visitor from the steamer 
rail, in describing the city; but the 
lofty forested mountains at its back 
door, that call forth such descriptive 
words, are at the same time, a men- 
ace that keens Juneau citizens appre- 
hensive, especially during a rainy sea- 
son. 

.Mountains Scarred by Gold Diggers 

Situated on the mainland of Alas- 
ka's pan handle, facing a deep well- 
protected harbor. Juneau is built on 
terraces from the water's edge to the 
base of the mountain which, in many 
places, are pock-marked with holes 
bored by optimistic seekers for gold, 
continues the bulletin. Some of these 
holes yielded metal and diggers he- 
came rich; others were abandoned 
when pay dirt failed to appear. 

The city's first terrace is the dock- 
area. Here is the district where is 
heard the yarn-spinning of fisher- 
men of a small fishing fleet that makes 
Juneau its home port, and the babble 
of citizens who greet the thousands 
of tourists who visit this port annual- 
ly. Within earshot of the docks where 
the large Seattle-Alaska ships berth, 
one hears the whir of saw mills pre- 
paring lumber for local use and for 
export, and the din of sheet metal 
works and machine shops that large- 
ly make up Juneau's world of heavy- 
industry. Smaller indurtries are 
spread throughout the city. 

Built on Rocks 

The second terrace is occupied 
largely by business and government 
buildings and some residences that 
flank streets crossing at right angles. 
This terrace slopes rather gently to 
the third which, with the exception of 
a shop here and there, is entirely res- 
idential. It is this latter part of 
the city that is nearly overhung by 
the mountains and is in the way of 
slides from the slopes above. 

Juneau itself is built on rock and 
yards and gardens are almost un- 
known. A natural grass-covered plot 
much larger than a hall bedroom is a 
luxury. Most garden soil is hauled 
to the home sites. But once planted, 
these little plots produce ample crops 
of amazingly huge vegetables and 
flowers. 

Juneau owed its early growth to 
gold discovered on and near the site 
it occupies. Then business men vis- 
ioned profits from the vast nearby 
forests. Before the World War. cen- 
sus takers counted more than 8000 
people within the city's boundaries. 
The World War took most of its men, 
some of whom never returned. Others 
left when some gold mines petered 
out and there was little possibility 
of the return of the boom days that 
brought them. By 1930 the popula- 
tion had dwindled to about 4000. but 
recently the city has taken a new lease 
on life with renewed activities in min- 
ing, lumbering, and shipping. Again 
the streets are abustle with lumber- 
jacks, miners, and business men in- 
spired by an upturn in trade and in- 
dustry. 

Despite Juneau's economic ups and 
downs, the visitor who saw the city 
some 20 years ago and who returns 
today discovers many improvements. 
Not many years hack all the build- 
ings of Juneau were of frame con- 
struction and flanked plank roadways. 
Today the government buildings and 
many of the larger business buildings 
and anartment houses are of concrete 
or stone. The planking has been re- 
moved from the streets and replaced 
with concrete and macadam. Auto- 
mobiles are increasing in numbers and 
horse-drawn vehicles are more of a 
traffic nroblem than a necessity among 
the city's transportation facilities. 
New department stores and recondi- 
tioned old ones, hotels, daily news- 
papers, increasing bank accounts, and 
some 2000 additional people, since 
1930, indicate that Juneau faces the 
future with an even greater prom- 
ise of progress. 

Although the city is rather far 
north, its thermometers seldom reg- 
ister below zero. One feature of 
Juneau that may not be appreciated 
by visitors in midwinter, is that the 
days are short and the nights long. 
Electric lights must be turned on be- 
fore three in the afternoon, and dawn 
does not break until about 8 a. m. In 
midsummer, however, darkness does 
not come until 10 p. m. and dawn 
breaks abut 2 a. m. 



EXTINCTION OF JOSHUA TREE 
CURBED 



The rare Joshua tree, a lily that 
grows to a height of 60 feet, will be 
saved from extinction by the estab- 
lishment of the newly created Joshua 
Tree National Monument in Cali- 
frnia. 

In San Bernardino and Riverside 
Counties, south of the Mojave Desert. 
825,430 acres of primitive desert has 
been set aside for conservation and 
named in honor of these shaggy green 
plants, says a bulletin from the Wash- 
ington, D. C, heatiquarters of the Na- 
tional Geographic Society. 

The barren Little San Bernardino 
Mountains and the Colorado River 
acqueduot just above the popular re- 
sort, Palm Springs, in Conchella Val- 
ley, bound the area to the south 
Rocky mesas in the mountains are 
favorite stands for the Joshua tree, 
which refuses to thrive in the bak- 
ing Pinto Mesa below. 

Mormons Named It 
Rising from the low fuzz of sage- 
green mesquite, Joshua trees are the 
tallest growth to be seen on the des- 
ert. A single tree is equivalent to 
a whole colony of porcupines, for it 
bears clusters of long bladelike leaves 
ending in sharp rigid points. 

Mormons gave the tree its Bib- 
lical name because it pointed the 
way to their promised land. I/ess 
wander-weary travelers of today, 
however, have observed that it also 
points in every other direction, in- 
cluding up and down. The pictur- 
esque folk name has survived, nev- 
ertheless, since this grotesque growth 
almost requires a stranger label than 
"tree yucca.' or yucca brevifolia. 
"Praying tree" is another nickname 
for this devout shrub, because its 
many forked branches weirdly arms 
flung heavenward in prayer. 

The Joshua tree s trunk, a foot 
or two in diameter, is a single col- 
! umn as far as, or slightly above, the 
i normal height of a man. Then it 
i bursts suddenly into clusters of 
branches, each branch dividing and 
each division subdividing, expanding 
into a globular tangle of forks from 
10 to 40 feet high.

I Flower Fragrance Recalls Toadstool 
Like other species of the yucca, it 
is a desert-blooming lily, as its spring 
■ flower betrays. No doubt doing the 
! best it can under the circumstances, 
| the Joshua tree blossom still has no 
; lilylike charm. It is whitish, but not 
| white. Its fragrance recalls that of 
| the toadstool rather than that of its 
' elegant Easter sister, 
j Dead leaves, like broken bayonets, 
i form a protective thatch clinging to 
| trunk and branches. The little wood 
i rat is said to tug these discarded 
I weapons to the mouth of his hole to 
I build a spiked barricade against in- 
i truders. 

| The Joshua tree's formidable arse- 
I nal does not frighten off the sly little 

wild things with which the "lifeless" 

desert teems. Humming birds, so 
i populous in the southwestern desert 
| areas, flutter over its blossoms. Scott's 
' oriole accounts for many a dash of 
, yellow on the gray-green Joshua, 
i where the cup-shaped fiber nest is 

hung among the tree's protective 

spikes. 

Resourceful Indians formerly turned 
the Joshua to serve domestic purposes. 
Its seeds were pounded to meal for 
: Indian mush. Fibers from leaves 
I were woven into baskets, ropes, hats, 
and even horse blankets. Pulp from 
the stem was converted into a kind 
of soap. 

j Later attempts to use the tree were 
j less successful. Desert homesteaders 
who tried to build Joshua log cabins 
I found themselves provided with all 
i too collapsible homes. The pulp, how- 
' ever, made paper. Several issues of 
; newspapers in the United States and 
; England were even printed on it, but 
finally the project was abandoned as j 
unprofitable. 

The lightweight layers of wood 
| which can be sawed from the tree 
make excellent protective tubes ar- 
ound the bases of young fruit tres. 
Because the wooden sheets are pli- 
able in one direction and rigid in the i 
! other, they h ave value as surgical j 
splints to protect broken bones. Rari- 1 
ty of the Joshua tree, however, pre- 
! vents extensive industrial uses.

"Self announcing" "lighthouses and 
lightships that tell the mariner just 
how close he is approaching them, 
tven when a pea-soup fog shuts them 
irom view, mane up the latest equip- 
ment of the United States Lighthouse 
Service in its l.ght for greater afety 
at sea. 

The vital element of this recent 
contribution to safer navigation now 
coming inu wide use, is a combina- 
tion of signals which tells the navi- 
gator his distance from dangerous 
reefs or shoals, says a bulletin from 
the Washington, D. C, headquarters 
of the National Geographic Society. 
To ts Held on At antic Coast 

Twenty-nine stations sending such 
si-nais. scattered along the Atlantic 
and Gulf Coasts from West Quoddy 
Head, near hastport. Maine, to the 
Southwest Pass of the Missisippi Riv- 
er, recently participated in the most 
e.aborate demonstration of their use 
ever arranged. They operated con- 
tinuously during daylight hours to 
give all passing ships the opportunity 
to test out the new method, an.i judge 
of its accuracy. 

In the stress of making harbor in 
a fog, shipmasters are too concerned 
to rely on an unfamiliar method. The 
tests by distance-finding observations 
were made in good weather and in 
daylight because it was realized that, 
when the accuracy of the new method 
was immediately revealed by bearings 
taken from visible landmarks, mari- 
ners would gain enough confidence in 
the signals to rely on them later when 
fog would obscure the station send- 
ing them. 

When approaching land in a fog. 
it is often possible to hear sound fog 
signals from a lighthouse or light- 
ship; yet, because of the vagaries 
of sound traveling through fog, the 
hearer may be unable to determine 
with any accuracy his distance from 
the sending station. This difficulty, 
which has caused many sea disasters, 
is greatly reduced by the new "dis- 
tance-finding" signals, which are re- 
ally "distance-telling" signals. 

Two signals are sent simultaneous- 
ly — a radio beacon signal and another 
by sound. The mariner notes the time 
that elapses between arrival of the 
radio signal, which comes in first, 
and reception of the sound signal. 
By calculations based on this lapse 
of time, he can determine how many 
miles he is from the sending station. 
The signals can be picked up by all 
all ships feted with radio direction 
finders or even simple broadcast re- 
ceivers, if they can be tuned to the 
proper wave length. Sound signals 
are sent, of course, by the usual fog 
horn or siren. 

First Use of the Signals 

This method of distance-telling was 
first tried out by the United States 
Lighthouse Service in 1929, at Cape 
Henry Lighthouse. Virginia, and Poo 
Reef Lighthouse in the upper end of 
Lake Huron. 

The following year seven additional 
stations were placed in operation on 
the Great Lakes, where mariners al- 
ready were making frequent use of 
radiobeacon signals for calc'ilat intr 
their positions. The use of distance- 
telling facilities was but another step. 
In 19:11 ten more stations were given 
the new equinment. including two on 
the Pacific Coast: the Blunts Reel 
Lightship. California, and Grays Har- 
bor Lighthouse, Washington.

staff, and Roy Jtnier and Malcolm' 
Davis of the Zoo staff. The party- 
will sail from Seattle, and after brief* 
pauses in Japan, the Philippines, aii(t> 
Singapore, will establish headquarters 
at some place on the Netherlands is- 
land of Sumatra, near the sea and. 
in easy reach of "wild country." Irr 
the expedition's baggage will \te at 
number of special "mercy traps" ands 
a few special cases in which to carry 
small, delicate creatures. The heavy- 
traps and cages needed for the larg- 
er jungle beasts will be built in the 
field. 

The region to b? visited is at pres- 
ent only poorly represented by ani- 
mals in the National Zoological Park, 
Dr. Mann feels, He has not mapped 
out a definite list of specimens that 
must be brought back, however. In- 
stead he will confer with ^ame offi- 
cials and naturalists in the countries 
to be visited, and will collect what- 
evei he can of the mi.s<ing speci- 
mens. Mammals reptiles, birds. an >.

The "Town Meeting Committee," 
of which James C. McCormick is 
chairman, has filed with the Select- 
men and Town Clerk it« fin lines, 
among which is the unanimous rec- 
ommendation that the term of the 
Selectmen be extended from one yiar 
to three years. 

The "Town Meeting Committee" 
was established by vote of the town 
at a representative meeting held 
March 23, 1986, Seven voters, one 
at least from each precinct, were by 
its provisions appointed by the 
Moderator, to investigate the ad- 
visability of increasing the length of 
terms served by Selectmen or other 
officers and to decide whether the 
town meetings should be held before 
the annual election of town officers 
or whether further change may be 
advisable in the by-laws under which 
the community functions. Besides 
Mr. McCormick, the committee in- 
cludes Henry K. Spencer, secretary; 
Robert F. Whitney, Herbert B. Sell- 
er, Daniel C. Linscott, Frederick 
Manley Ives and James A. Cullen. 

After five meetings of its mem- 
bership and one public meeting the 
committee voted to recommend unan- 
imously that the term of Selectmen 
be increased to three years. The 
committee, in arriving at this con- 
clusion, felt that much of a Select- 
man's first year is spent in gaming 
the experience necessary to make his 
service valuable to the town. The 
usual term of Selectmen has been 
three years and the committee is of 
the opinion that it is neither ad- 
visabe nor consistent to have incum- 
bents stand for re-election twice in 
the usual three year term, 
dates naturally do not like to 
feated, when standing for re 
and the committee believes 
undesirable to put them in a posi 
tion where their official acts may 
even unconsciously influenced 
natural desire to be returned 
fice. ... . 

The committee believes it unlikely 
that a person may be elected Select- 
men so undesirable as to make an an- 
nual election necessary to retire him 
after one year. 

Three year terms, In the commit- 
tee's opinion will eliminate the dan- 
ger >f an entirely new and inexperi- 
enced Board being placed in charge 
of the town's affairs. 

If the term of office of Selectmen 
is extended to three years, there 
will be no need, the committee be- 
lieves, to extend the terms of Se- 
lectmen and other town officers until 
after the adjournment of 
town meeting; for three 
the Board that prepared 
would be yearly r 
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men and most other boards are now 
on a three year basis, so that a ma- 
jority of their membership is yearly 
available to explain or champion rec- 
ommendations during such meetings. 

The committee believes that the 
number of Selectmen should be kept 
at five and does not favor holding 
town meeting before election or hold- 
ing either election or meeting at any 
other date than that obtaining at 
present. Advancing the meeting 
date would give less time for careful 
study of budgets by the Finance 
Committee, the members of which un- 
der the present system are often un- 
able to make specific recommenda- 
tions because budgets or specific 
articles do not come to them in time 
for detailed study. 

In this connection the committee 
recommends that the town account- 
ant send notices to departmental 
heads about Nov. 15 calling atten- 
tion to the law providing that esti- 
mates be furnished for study not 
later than Dec. 21. 

In the event the town votes to ac- 
cept the recommendations of the 
committee extending the term of Se- 
lectman to three years, the new sys- 
tem would become operative in l»88. 
At that time five Selectmen would 
be elected, one for a single year, two 
for two years and two for three 
years. Thereafter all Selectmen 
should be elected for three years.

The report of Police Chief William 
H. Rogers, filed with the Selectmen, 
shows an approximate 20 per cent 
increase in arrests for the town dur- 
ing 1936 when 399 arrests were made 
as opposed to 338 in 1933. Three 
hundred and eighty-eight of those 
taken into custody were males and 
207 of those arrested came from out 
of town. 

Arrests for drunkenness showed an 
inciease of from US in 1935 to 170 
last year, there were four arrests for 
armed robbery and nine for assault 
and battery. Tipsy drivers were on 
the increase, with 24 arrested in 1936 
against 15 the year previous. One 
hundred and sixteen arrests were 
made for violations of the motor vehi- \ 
elo laws, with 61 in 1935. j 
A record of the court disposition j 
of Winchester cases shows 92 fined 
and paid, an increase of 42 over last 
year. More cases were placed on 
file in 1936 than in 1935, the figures | 
being 102 and 73. Eleven of those 
taken to court were found not guilty 
and discharged, four more than the I 
year previous. 

Fines of $885 were imposed by the j 
court with additional suspended fines | 
of $220. In 1935 these figures were j 
$400 and $130. Total sentences of j 
those committed to prison were three 
years and seven months, approxi- | 
mately a year less than in 1935. j 
Total sentences suspended increased j 
in 1936 over 1935 more than two years 
to four years and seven months. 

The total amount of property re- 
ported* stolen increased about $500 , 
to $6,895.50. Of this property total- 
ing $4,963.50 was recovered, an in- : 
crease of nearly $1800 over the pre-! 
vious year. Four automobiles were 
stolen and recovered in the town and | 
eight autos, stolen out of town, were \ 
recovered here. Four bicycles were | 
stolen in Winchester. 

Accidents in town showed an in- 
crease from 199 in 1935 to 214, but 
ambulance trips fell off from 46 to , 
34. Only two deaths from motor ac- I 
cidents occurred this year, one less I 
than the year previous. 

Police officers delivered 23,100 re- I 
ports and warrants, and drove a

The first 
annual convention of Lions Clubs was 
I held in Dallas, Tex., Oct. 9-11, 1917. 
j Since then the expansion of Lionism

out the world, with a membership of 
more than 85,000 of the business and 
professional men. The 20th annual 
convention was held in Providence, R. 
I., July, 1936, and Chicago, III., was 
selected as the site for the 1937 con- 
vention. 

Lions Clubs are non-political and 
non-sectarian civic organizations com- 
posed of representative business and 
professional men interested in the de- 
velopment of their community. 

The purpose of a Lions Club is more 
than godfellowship and club social 
life, important as these are.

As a sym- 
bol of this spread of light that comes 
of God, each worshiper at the Service 
of Lights receives a candle that has 
been lighted at the Altar and that 
each carries out to his everyday du- 
ties, as the Magi returned to their 
own land with what they had learned 
from their pilgrimage.

To the Editor of the Star: 

Few residents of Winchester, I im- 
agine, who have had the privilege of 
traveling in England, have failed on 
occasion to be impressed by the cour- 
tesy of police officers with whom they 
have come in contact. This favorable 
impression has to a large degree been 
heightened by contrast to the treat- 
ment which the poor citizen in this I 
country frequently receives when he , 
falls into the power of a law-enforc- 
ing officer whom it is his misfortune 
not to know personally. Now the 
function of a policeman is to enforce 
the law. to arrest or to cause to ap- j 
pear in court offenders whom he 
judges to be guilty, and in those cases I 
where the matter is trivial, to release 
the offender after admonishing him. 
This is the officer's duty. But j know 
of no right in law which entitles the I 
officers in the performance of his duty 
to use abusive language, to behave in 
an arrogant and domineering manner, 
to bully or bedevil the unfortunate 
citizen. Such conduct is commonly 
associated with those states living un- 
der a tyranny: it is by no means un- 
common in Massachusetts, where, to 
single out a recent and most shocking 
instance, the affair of the two taxi 
drivers arrested for the Mill-ns' mur- 
der has become notorious. There are 
those places in the C immonwealth 
w here a resident of Winchester would 
not he surprised to be handled rough- 
ly. However, we all. I think, take a 
great civic pride in our town, regard- 
ing our local government as a model 
of honesty, decency, and true public 

service, and ouite justly, too. We 
feel that our narks, our roads, our 
public schools, our homes, and our 
civic spirit have no equal. 

Therefore, it is to me particularly 
revolting that it is too often the habit 
of some of our local police officers, 
when stopping a traffic violator, to 
talK in a loud voice, abusing the un- 
fortunate man. Main street in front 
of the Junior High School has long 
b;>en a favorite spot for such displays, 
and on occasions, through closed doors 
and windows, an angry voice has con- 
veyed the warning that some poor 
devil is out of luck. Residents of 
Winchester invariably receive cour- 
teous treatment, — why not? — and the 
circumstance that we all like to be 
on good terms with our police has re- 
strained me in the past from pro- 
testing. 

This morning, however, when the 
streets were a glare of ice and as yet 
unsanded. the driver 0* a small truck, 
who was "not" driving fast, in an 
effort to pass another truck which 
was parked in the road, went into a 
skid which coulc not have been pre- 
vented, and struck an oncoming car. 
Fifteen minutes later, an officer ap- 
peared on the scene. 

Now. 1 do not wish to argue who 
was to blame. My point is this: The 
offic r did not witness the accident. 
He knew nothing about it. But be- 
fore b« bad e' en so much as inquired 
inta which direction the truck was 
traveling, or how fast it was going,

The rangy visitors have been fre- 
quently mentioned as league cham- 
pionship possibilities, and they will 
cause plenty of trouble around the 
circuit before the final whistle blows. 

They were, however, rather more 
outplayed Wednesday than the score 
would indicate, the locals failing to 
convert several easy shots that would 
have made their total more impres- 
sive. Lexington made about all its 
sure shots good, but Winchester's de- 
fence was good enough to give the 
visitors relatively few set-ups so that 
the losers had to resort largely to 
shots that needed' plenty of luck to 
find the strings. 

Lexington's zone defense bothered 
Winchester a lot, particularly during 
the first half, which ended 7 — 3 in 
favor of the Minuteboys. 

As play resumed Hakanson and 
Gaudioso sank goals from scrim- 
mage to knot the count, and two foul 
conversions by Gaudioso gave the lo- 
cals a two point lead. 

Manley counted for Lexington 
from scrimmage to even things, but 
"ifusty" Donaghev's foul basket kept 
Winchester in front, and another 
Hakanson floor goal added to the 
lead. Wakefield hit the strings to 
make it 12 to 11. but another Hakan- 
son goal gave Winchester a three 
point advantage in the final minute I 
or so of play. 

With both teams going at a fast 
pitch. Manley scored again, but 
though the Minuteboys put on plen- 
ty of steam in the closing seconds, 
Winchester's defense wa* good enough 
to hold its single point advantage. 

Hakanson was the game's sharp- 
shooter, with 9 points on four floor 
goals and one from a free try. "Lib- 
by" Gaudioso's work in getting the 
ball off the backboards counted heav- 
ily for Winchester. Manley was Lex- 
ington's high man. 

Between the halves of the first 
team game the Winchester seconds 
defeated the Lexington seconds, 30 
to 21, with Graham and Grosvenor 
Showing to advantage.

Burgos, capital of rebel Spain, 
while new to the ears of present-day 
observers, has played an important 
part in the Spain of the past, says a 
bulletin from the Washington, D. C, 
headquarters of the National Geo- 
graphic Society. 

Burgos, with only 32.000 inhabit- 
ants, rises from the heart of a roll- 
ing plateau about 1-jO miles due 
north of Madrid, continues the bulle- 
tin. 

As capital of the province of Bur- 
gos, it was normally a quiet city 
which the hard-working farmers, 
shepherds and foresters in the prov- 
ince used as their market place. Ir- 
rigated field* form green patchwork 
along the valley of the Arlanzon 
River, but much of the district sur- 
rounding the city is arid and barren 
like parts of the tableland of Mexico. 
Where water is available, however, 
good crops thrive — chiefly grains ar.d 
chick peas. 

Once Capital of Old Castile 

While Burgos may have no boast 
as to high rank among urban center; 
on the Iberian peninsula, it is rich 
in history and in architectural treas- 
ures. Until 1087, when the royal re^- 
ide-nce was moved to Toledo, it wa; 
the capital of Old Castile. It is hinted 
that the crumbling castle above the 
city is one of the main reasons for 
the name of Castile. 

Columbus Welcomed Here 

Even a,fter the transfer of the rov- 
al residence. Burgos was still the 
-cene of much royal pomp, splendor, 
and treachery. Several kings were

BOSTON ORGANIST WILL GIVE 
RECITAL IN WINCHESTER 



Tuesday evening, Feb. 2. at 8 
o'clock, a distinguished Boston musi- 
cian will be heard in Winchester. Dr. 
Francis W. Snow, organist and choir- 
master at Trinity Church, Boston, 
will give an organ recital at the 
Church of the Epiphany. 

On Jan. 11. Dr. Snow pave a con- 
cert at Wellesley College, for the 
New England Chapter of the Guild 
of Organists. Other Massachusetts 
communities that have heard Dr. 
Snow durng ths present season are 
Beverly, Watertown and Groton. Dr. 
Snow will later give a second con- 
cert in Groton, sponsored by the well 
known preparatory school for boys 
there. This season, Dr. Snow has 
given organ recitals also in Buffalo 
and in Montreal. 

In the summer of 1936 he received 
a distinguished honor from national 
colleagues in the field of organ mu- 
sic. At each national convention of 
the American Guild of Organists, an 
outstanding artist is chosen to give 
the featured concert of the conven- 
tion, using an instrument that the 
city visited considers most capable 
of showing the possibilities of organ 
music. At the convention of the 
Guild in Pittsburgh. Pa., in 1936 Dr. 
Snow was selected as the concert or- 
ganist for the meeting. The same 
honor was paid him in 1934. when 
the Guild held its convention in 
Rochester. N. Y. This Boston artist 
was then chosen from among the na- 
tion's skilled musicians to be the ex- 
ponent of their art at the special 
convention concert. 

Dr. Snow's recital at the Church 
of the Epiphany will afford the first 
opportunity of hearing the concert 
quality of newly rebuilt swell organ.

Go — and keep on going! Early in 
the morning before the stars have 
faded; late at night when the temper- 
ature is below zero and dropping every 
hour; defy the whip of the wind, the 
sting of the blizzard, the swirling wa- 
ters of flooded streams, the snowdrifts 
that no car can possibly crawl through 
— all the tempestuous forces of na- 
ture! But get there! 

This is the cry that urges you on 
relentlessly if you're a country doc- 
tor. Pneumonia stalks abroad — that 
dread and fearsome disease. Its dra- 
ma, its pathos, its tragedy are, alas, 
too well known. 

But when you're miles out in the 
country in a farmhouse with the wind 
whistling through the broken win- 
dows, your car two miles down the 
road hopelessly stalled in a snowdrift, 
the temperature 35 degrees below ze- 
ro outside and not much warmer in- 
side, the patient with a temperature 
of 104.6 degrees Fahrenheit when it 
should be 98.(5; pulse rate of 140 a 
minute when it should be about 72, 
and respiration 50 a minute when it 
should be 20; when the blood pres- 
sure reading is bad and the heart 
sounds worse, you don't think about 
drama or pathos. You roll up vour 
sleeves and begin to battle with stark 
reality! 

The low grunting noise made by the 
patient, and her embarrassed breath- 
ing, occupy your mind completely. Is 
there anything in a medicine case 
that will miraculosly and permanent- 
ly break up the congestion in both 
lungs, relieve the distressed breath- 
ing, slow down the overburdened 
heart, and reduce the temperature? 
No! But you do have 10 fingers, and 
these now, thank heaven, by dint of 
much rubbing and holding close to 
the stove, are beginning to thaw out. 

Down on your knees, you go. Care- 
fully you slide those not yet warm 
hands under the patient and gentlv 
raise the ribs, the patient not know- 
ing or caring what you do. Then 
over to the other side of the bed, to 
continue your work until your hands 
ache. You rest a *ew minutes. The 
door opens and the worried husband 
looks in. 

"Doctor, will she — will she— -my 
(iod. Doctor, I can't lose her. She's 
the best woman in the world." 

"Now don't worry, Mr. Henderson. 
Ill stay right here with her." and 
then you add with a confidence you 
are far from feeling. "I think every- 
thing will be all right." 

Down on your knees once more be- 
side the bed. Does the breathing 
seem easier? Does the heart seem 
slower and stronger? 

"How is she. Doctor?" 

"She seems a little better." you re- 
ply with more assurance. 

"Me and the bovs'll go down and 
haul your car up." 

When you ask him how they can 
do it, the" reply is, "We've got two 
'hay-motors' out in the barn that'll 
do it, and they'll haul you out to the 
'black road,' too. You ain't gonna 
walk. — Ruth, make some coffee for 
the doctor, and some toast, and bring 
in some of that ham. Come on, boys." 

After an hour or two, you check 
the patient's condition again, and 
find a temperature of 103 F., pulse 
130 respiration 40. blood pressure un- 
changed. It's very dangerous still. 
A cold wet towel on the hot forehead 
and hot towels on the chest while you 
continue the manipulative treatment. 

Then the coffee, toast and ham are 
ready, and very welcome. Soon the 
lights of the car appear, showing a 
pair of sturdy oxen floundering 
through the snowdrifts, straining on 
the draw ropes. 

It is now 1 a. m.. an 1 the patient 
is sleeping easily. You would like to 
stay longer, but there are other calls 
still to he made — the next, a little 
boy with an earache of several days' 
duration. You can almost see the 
bulging ear drum and you wonder 
whether the mastoid will be involved. 

After leavine orders with the far- 
mer to keep hot towels on his wife's 
chest until you return, you go out 
into the night again and the two 
"hay-motors" haul you over to the 
"black road." You have a drive of 
eight miles, and after that a short 
struggle on foot. You find the little 
boy listless with nain. You lance the 
ear drum, order cold packs over the 
mastoid process and go on to the next 
case, which is not quite so serious. 

At 5 a. m. you return to the pneu- 
monia patient. She is breathing quite 
easily and has raised large amounts 
of mucus. Her temperature, you find, 
is dropping steadily, the pulse is slow- 
er, and the heart action less disturbed. 

After this, there is only the neces- 
sity for a daily call to administer 
treatment to maintain the improve- 
ment, give instructions as to hygiene 
and diet, and to watch for complica- 
tions. Before long the patient is up 
and around, feeling better than before 
she was stricken, bcause the osteo- 
pathic treatment she received has re- 
moved conditions which had lowered 
her vitality and had been in some de- 
gree responsible for permitting pneu- 
in.mia to get a foothold. 

This is only one case out of many 
I have taken care of since coming to 
this little town in Maine, with its 
large adjacent territory which I am 
also called upon to serve. Sometimes 
during the winter months I have used 
a horse and sleigh, and my two feet, 
for making calls in the more remote 
sections, and in several instances the 
town's tractor snowplow has had to 
break the road ahead of me and tow 
me along. 

The people in my locality were not 
familiar with osteopathy. It was 
pretty uphill work sometimes to over- 
come their skepticism, and their be- 
lief in the infallibility of drugs. It 
is not an easy thing to substitute a 
new and revolutionary concept of the 
treatment of disease by manipulative 
therapy for an old one of many years' 
stand 'ner which «aid you could be 
cured by swallowing something taken 



out of a bottle— especially when it 
comes to a matter of life and death. 
Yet osteopathy is gradually winning 
its way. The news of Mrs. Hender- 
, son's recovery from pneumonia spread 
fast. 

There was also the case of little 
Jimmy L., an eight-year-old boy, 
whom I was called out into the coun- 
try at 3 a. m. to see. He was com- 
plaining of severe abdominal pain 
and had chills. I, therefore, exam- 
ined the abdomen first, but found 
nothing to account for the pain. 

The temperature was 106 F.. the 
pulse so rapid that I estimated it at 
170 a minute; respirations, 60 a mi- 
nute. On examining the chest I dis- 
covered certain ominous sounds in 
scattered areas of the lungs. My di- 
agnosis was acute bronchopneumonia. 
I then began treatment, working with 
little Jim for an hour at 10 minute 
intervals, after which I left to make 
other calls, promising, however, to re- 
turn at 6 a. m. At this time Jim was 
apparently worse, and the parents 
wanted some medicine given him be- 
cause he was delirious and seemed to 
be burning up with fever. I told them 
I did not want to reduce the fever 
just yet. that it was nature's attempt 
to kill the germs in the body— all of 
which sounded very strange to them, 
but after I assured them that I could 
reduce the temperature when neces- 
sary, they felt better about it, and al- 
lowed me to proceed with my treat- 
ment. 

Whereas the child had been restless 
and in obvious discomfort before 
treatment, he now became quieter. ' 
His mother and I gave him a warm 
tub bath and kept cool packs on his 
head. He was given milk and orange 
juice as often as he could be persuad- 
ed to take it. Warm enemas were 
used every other day to empty the 
bowel. Jimmy made an uneventful 
recovery. 

"And the funr.y part at;out It," his 
mother said to a neighbor, "is that 
the doctor didn't give him any medi- 
cine." 

With the coming of spring, the 
heavy rains and the melting snows 
overburdened the drainage facilities 
in our locality, and we had a flood. 
Fully one-half the town was under 
water; hundreds were driven from 
their homes due to the water rising 
to the second floor, and many cattle 
and horses were drowned. In one in- 
stance. I assisted in saving a cow by 
building a raft and floating it up to 



the hayloft door, leading the cow onto 
it and towing her to safety. 

I wore hip boots all during these 
troublous days and went about in a 
canoe paddled by two Maine guides 
to make my visits. For weeks on end 
I didn't average more than three hours 
of sleep each night. 

As usually happens, babies seem to 
choose this particular time to be born, 
i delivered two of them during the 
height of the flood — rowed up to the 
door in a boat and waded across the 
kitchen floor in hip boots to get up- 
stpirs and deliver the patient. 

Do I like country practice? I cer- 
tainly do! I never know when the 
telephone rings, whether I am to go 
out and sew up a woodsman's leg that 
has been cut with an ax. deliver a 
baby in some remote district, or care 
for a child bitten by black flies. Thrill- 
ing? Yes, it certainly is. Collect 
much money? Well. I manage to get 
along. There is always plenty of busi- 
ness and plenty of thankful" patient<- 
ard that is remuneration.

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that the English "Bobbies" are more 
considerate and polite than our own 
"cops." is there any reason why this 
should be the case? Without per- 
sonal experience, it is our opinion 
that the average English citizen has 
an inherent respect for the law of 
his land almost entirely lacking in 
this country. Your English citizen 
does not tamper with the law. He 
knows better! Those charged with 
law enforcement in England do not 
have their efforts trammelled by in- 
fluential citizens and those with po- 
litical influence. We read a London 
press report not long ago telling of 
a stiff sentence imposed by a mag- 
istrate upon a prominent individual 
for attempting to "fix" a friend who 
had been booked for a traffic viola- 
tion. Can any one imagine a simi- 
lar happening in this country? In- 
stead of being imbued with respect 
for the law and its enforcement of- 
ficers, citizens of this country, many 
at entirely too early an age, are led 
to believe that the law need only be 
feared by those without friends or 
influence.* Such a belief is bound to 
show in the attitude of the public 
toward police officers, who receive 
scant courtesy and little or no re- 
spect. It is futile to expect the same 
reaction from men flouted by the pub- 
lic they serve as that eminating from 
a force backed by the weight of pub- 
lic opinion in their unrestricted ef- 
forts to enforce the law! Our po- 
lice, like our other public servants 
are after all about what we make 
them!

REMINISCENT OF THE 
ARMISTICE 



WAKEFIELD HIGH TRIPPED 
WINCHESTER

Record floods, causing enormous 
property damage in western Penn- 
sylvania and western Maryland call 
attention to the peculiar topography 
of these regions where the industrial 
and commercial sections of the largest 
cities are crowded along steep rivet 
batiks in narrow valleys, says a bul- 
letin from the Washington, D. C, 
headquarters of the National Geogra- 
phic Society. 

When excessive rainfall and melt- 
ing snow raise the headwaters of the 
principal streams, floods follow with 
terrifying suddenness in such closely 
walled rivers as the Monongahela. 
Youghiogheny, Allegheny, Beaver. 
Conemaugh. the upper Ohio, and the 
upper Potamac. 

Important Services Close to River 

With no lowlands anil almost no 
islands to spread upon and lose force, 
flood waters quickly attain destruc- 
tive velocities that sweep everything 
before them. Bridges, houses, and 
even fair-sized buildings become 
water-borne battering rams to knock 
down other bridges, houses, and build- 
ings. 

In the Pittsburgh district, in par- 
ticular, floods are dreaded because of 
the important electric-light, water- 
purifying, and gas plants are crowd- 
ed close to the rivers, and essential 
I services often break down when ris- 
ing waters flood basements, exting- 
uishing boilers or crippling machi- 
nery. 

Industries Perilously Near Rivers' 
Hanks 

Nearly al! the largest industries, 
including steel, tin plate, and alumin- 
um mills, glass works, packing, fuel 
oil, and coal storage plants, have 
their properties on the river banks or 
very close to them. Shutdowns mean 
loss of employment and of income to 
thousands of workers. 

Experience has taught the rail- 
roads to raise their rights-of-way 
higher than valley floors, but in a 
few places they are low enough to be 
reached by such record floods as that 
of the past week. In pioneer days 
the chief turnpikes of western Penn- 
sylvania were built along crests of 
ridges that mark the level of the or- 
iginal plateau, but recently many 
important roads have been built in the 
valleys, sandwiched into a narrow 
ledge between railroads and steel 
i plants, or on slag hills at the edge 
j of the streams. These fills have fur- 
i ther narrowed the rivers, and inereas- 
j ed flood hazards. 

While the newer residential districts 
1 of such cities as Pittsburgh, Johns- 
i town. McKeesport. Homestead, East 
i Pittsburgh, Braddock, Morgantown, 
; and Cumberland are in the hills, the 
; business districts, and the crowded 
■ older residential districts, are all 
j within the reach of flood waters. 
! About once a decade basements are 
' flooded and river shipping endangered, 
i The principal menace, even in times of 
minor floods, however, is to health, 
j because rising river waters back up 
i the sewers and sometimes contamin- 
I ate drinking water. 

During a flood about ten years ago 
a newspaper in McKeesport. Penn- 
sylvania, had to put reporters, lino- 
type operators, and other employees 
to work hurriedly removing huge 
rolls of newsprint stored in the base- 
ment. If the rising water had 
reached this papper. the rolls would 
have swelled and wrecked the build- 
ing. 

One of the contributing factors to 
floods in western Pennsylvania is the 
growth of towns and cities, thus di- 
minishing the number of trees and 
shrubs that help the soil to retain 
moisture. Whole hillsides along the 
Monongahela, also, have been nearly 
denuded of verdure by over cutting 
and by constant clouds of acrid 
fumes ami smoke from industries in 
the valley. The valleys are thickly 
settled, and rainwater flow* rapidly 
and paved streets into 
rivers.

ATLANTIC TWO, HATTER \S 
NOTHING AS CENTURY OLD 
CONTEST CONTINUES 

King Neptune and Mother Nature' 
won l.y a washout! 

Thus might read the terse descrip- 
tion by a modern sports writer who 
witnessed the recent abandonment of 
the famous black and white striped 
Cape Hatteras lighthouse. 

To keep a light burning on Cape j 
Bfttterafl has been a struggle, says a 
bulletin from the Washington, D*. C, | 
headquarters of the National Geo- ' 
graphic Society. In 1798 the first 
tower was erected. It was two miles 
from the coast but it took only 72 
years of relentless pounding of the 
Atlantic to reach the base of that 
sandstone, pile. 

Man's Devices Only Delay Ihefeat 

The recently abandoned "light", a 
brick structure^ succeeded the old 
tower. It was built only slightly 
more than a mile inland, but the sea 
has taken 66 years to come danger- 
ously near it. One reason for the 
slower progress of the waves to the 
second structure was the repeated 
attempts of the government to fight 
back. One device to prevent erosion 
'jf the coasts was interlocking sheet 
steel piling driven into the coastal 
sands. A new steel tower has been 
built another mile inland and the 
oattle is on again. 

The whole contour of the eastern 
coast of the United States is con- 
stantly being changed by the sea 
which cuts away some beaches and 
builds up others. The average force 
of the Atlantic waves in winter is 
estimated at from one to three tons 
per square foot. 

Cape Charles. Va., is one of Na- 
ture's most active sea coast battle 
grounds. In 1827 a lighthouse was 
built 700 feet from the shore. It was 
deserted in 186.'{ because the site 
was undermined by erosion. A sec- 
ond tower, built the following year 
farther inland, was also undermined 
and abandoned. In 189") a third tow- 
■r was built nearly a mile from shore. 
This tower, a skeleton iron structure 
is still in use. 

Neptune has been no respecter of 
geography in wielding his chief wea- 
pon against lighthouses — erosion. 
The Cape Canaveral light on the east 
coast of Florida; the Hunting Island 
iight. South Carolina; and the lights 
at ("ape May. New Jersey, and Sand 
island, Alabama, are among those 
that have succumbed to the sea's in- 
vasion. 

New York Harbor Has Most Power- 
full Light 

The abandoned tower on low-lying 
Cape Hatteras was the tallest in the 
United States, being 193 feet from 
its base to the top of its lantern, but 
it was not the country's highest light. 
That honor goes to the light at Cape 
Mendocino on the coast of California. 
The squat tower is itself only 4.'} feet 
high, but it is on a cliff about 379 
feet above high water. This light, 
of 130.000 candle power, is visible 28 
miles. 

The coun/'y's most powerful coast 
light i.i located at Navesink on the 
highlands south of New York Har- 
bor. This is a huge electric light 
of 9.000,000 candle power. Since it 
is only 246 feet above sea level, it 
can be seen only 22 miles out to sea, 
however. The proper elevation of 
ighthouses is a problem. Lights must 
have a reasonable elevation above sea 
level to overcome the curvature of 
the earth; yet if built too high, they 
may be obscured by fog. 

Most of the major seacoast lights 
today use electricity, although in- 
candescent oil vapor, and oil wick 
lamps are still used extensively in 
harbor and river lights. The lights

are intensified by large lenses. Both 
lights and lenses are protected by 
outer lanterns of glass. The earliest 
lighthouses burned wood, after which 
coal, candles, whale oil. kerosene, ace- 
tylene gas, and electricity were suc- 
cessively introduced. 

The oldest existing lighthouse in 
this country is at Sandy Hook, X. J. 
It had been in operation 12 years 
when the Declaration of Independence 
was signed. Its stone and brick walls 
are seven feet thick at the base. W : hile 
lighthouses have been built of stone, 
brick, wood, and iron, most of the 
modern structures are of steel or 
concrete. 

The first United States lighthouse 
exposed to the open sea was that on 
Minot's Ledge, a reef off Boston 
which had long terrified mariners. An 
iron-frame lighthouse, built there in 
1848, was lost in a gale one year later 
and was replaced by a stone struc- 
ture which was completed in 18<>0 
and is still in use. Surf breaks 
against its base, and in stormy weath- 
er, the waves dash almost to the lan- 
tern. 

At the more prominent and dan- 
gerous points :U' ng the seaboard, 
rivers, and lakes of the United States 
and its possessions, are located 525 
lighthouses with resident keepers. 
The United States Lighthouse em- 



ploys 1100 lighthouse keepers, only 
one of whom is a woman. 



Stage Coach Once Speediest 

The pony express, an authority 
writes, carried a letter from St. 
Joseph to Sacramento in ten days 
for $5. It was the fastest service 
tlien available, and cut down by two- 
thirds the time, required to cover 
the distance by the fastest stage- 
coach service. The railroaa dis- 
placed the pony express after it had 
operated eighteen months. 

Dog, Fox Baik; Wolf Howls 

We are told that our domestic 
dog has descended from the woll 
and not from the fox. Wolf and fox 
have many characteristics in com- 
mon, but there is a very marked 
difference in the structure of their 
bodies, observes a writer in Tit-Bits 
Magazine.

REV. ALLEN EVANS, JR. 

FORMER EPIPHANY RECTOR 
NEW DEAN OF DIVINITY 
SCHOOL 



From Philadelphia comes the an- 
nouncement that Rev. Allen Evans, 
Jr., rector of the century old Trinity 
Episcopal Church at Hewlett, Long 
Island, N. Y., has accepted a call to 
become dean of the Divinity School 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
in that city. 

This Announcement has much in- 
terest for many residents of Win- 
chester who recall Rev. Mr. Evans as 
rector of the Church of the Epiphany 
from 1923 to 1927. In assuming his 
new duties on Feb. 1 he will succeed 
Rev. Dr. George G. Bartlett, who re- 
cently retired as dean of the Divinity 
School after a service extending over 
22 years. 

Rev. Mr. Evans is 45 and a grad- 
uate of Yale in the class of 1914. He 
studied for the Episcopal priesthood 
at the Divinity School, to which he 
now returns as dean, and during the 
World War saw overseas service as 
a chaplain with the American Ex- 
peditionary Force*. 

It is of interest that the Divinity 
School in Philadelphia will reorgan- 
ize its course of study to introduce 
and give special emphasis to the clin- 
ical training of its student body. 
Each student, henceforth, will be re- 
quired to pass at least three months 
in each year in practical work in hos- 
pitals, prisons, and with social serv- 
ice agencies and other institutions. 

During the years Rev. Mr. Evans 
served as rector of the Epiphany he 
attained a widespread popularity 
among residents of all creeds and 
condition. In addition to his duties 
at the Epiphany he served as chap- 
lain of Winchester Post, 97, Ameri- 
can legion, and in other ways inter- 
ested himself in civic matters. It 
was during his rectorship and 
through his leadership that the fine 
parish-house was erected at the 
Epiphany. 

He went from Winchester to the 
old parish of Trinity at Hewlett, L. 
I., which he has since served as rec- 
tor. Parishioners will hold a recep- 
tion in his honor in the church pa- 
rish house on Jan. 31, and during the 
evening of that day members and ex- 
members of the vestry will honor him 
with a dinner at the Rockaway Hunt- 
ing Club in Cedarhurst.

1 SEWAGE IN ABERJONA RIVER 

Accidental collapse of the Metro- 
politan sewer line from Stoneham 
and Reading it is reported has caused 
j the sewage from these towns to emp- 
I ty directly into the Aberjona River. 
; running through Winchester, and has 
j developed a serious situation. 

Collapse of the sewer line was 
1 caused by a cave-in of a large ex- 
' cavation, about 100 feet long, 30 feet 
i wide and 17 feet deep, which was in- 
I tended to become a sludge basin for 
the new $3,200,000 auxiliary trunk 
| line sewer running through the Mvs- 
, tic Valley. 

I The basin was constructed within 
a few feet of the Reading-Stoneham 
1 branch line, which runs easterly past 
| the plant of the Atlantic Gelatin 
■ Company in East Woburn, and was 
• designed to provide a sort of safety 
I valve during the hours of peak 
I loads. It had hardly been excavated 
when the embankment of one side 
of the pit caved in and undermined 
, the sewer line, causing it to collapse. 
Immediately thousands of gallons 
of sewerage flowed into the big pit, 
filled it, and then started down the 
Aberjona River, which flows through 
the heart of Winchester and within 
a few feet of the Town Hall. It was 
impossible to open the new auxiliary 
line during repairs to the broken 
section because the contractors have 
not finished all sections. 

Engineers of the Metropolitan Dis- 
trict Commission are trying to 
evolve some repair plan that will not 
require a complete closing of the 
Reading-Stoneham sewer outlet, but 
it seems to be impossible. 

Contractors attempted to repair 
the collapsed section last week while 
the flow from Reading and Stoneham 
was at a low point, but were only 
partly successful. It may become 
necessary to build a dike around the 
1 extensive meadow which extends to 
! Washington street and divert the 
I sewage into this area from a point 
j north of the break until repairs are 
| effected. 

In the meantime the sewage is 
flowing into the Aberjona River, with 
consequent annoyance to Winchester 
residents. 

The damaged line, which joins the 
Woburn-Wilmington line only a 
short distance beyond, has been send- 
ing capacity loads into the Abejona 
Valley trunk line which cause man- 
hole covers to lift all along the line, 
and which caused so much difficulty 
that the Legislature authorized the 
construction of the $3,200,000 auxili- 
ary, which is now nearing comple- 
tion.

CLEARED UP 1932 LARCENY 
CASE 

The final chapter of a larceny case, 
in which a Winchester automobile 
repair man lost the money he paid 
for a "hot" wrecker in 1932, was 
written yesterday in the District 
Court at Woburn where a man who 
the Police say is Hayes E. Gorton of 
Somerville was found guilty of lar- 
ceny and ordered to make restitu- 
tion of the money obtained five years 
ago under alleged false pretenses.

His case was 
placed on file with the understand- 
ing that he make restitution to Mr. 
Haggerty, who seemed very pleased 
to get back his money after a five 
year wait.

In connection with the matter of 
the pollution of the Aberjona River, 
( hairman Wilkins. Senator Richard- 
son and Representative Ramsdell 
have talked with engineers of the 
State Department of Public Health 
and from this conference and others 
being held to abate this nuisance, it 
appears that the backing up of the 
sewage on Manchester road and Cut- 
ting street is due to a plug below 
Grove street. Mr. Weston, one of the 
engineers, wrote to Mr. Hultman in 
Dec. 1936 suggesting that he ask for 
enough additional in his budget to 
provide for equipment to clean out 
the sewer, but Mr. Hultman did not do 
this and did not even answer Mr. Wes- 
ton's letter. Near the Gelatine Fac- 
tory the two sewers are too close to- 
gether, and a man working on the 
new sewer drove his pick through the 
old one and caused a leak which the 
contractor was never made to repair. 
The covers on the manholes are not 
of sufficiently high elevation and have 
to be cemented down to withstand the 
tremendous pressure. The Aberjona 
Valley sewer in Woburn leaks along 
the line. The State Department of 
Health wrote to them last August to 
remedy the trouble but nothing was 
ever done and the department will now 
take it up with Woburn.

Interest 
in this Day of Prayer increased, and 
soon the thoughts of American Wom- 
en were going beyond national 
boundaries, and the object of their 
petition was the coming of this 
spiritual kingdom in all lands. 

In 1920 women of Canada joined 
with women of the United States, 
and they chose the first Friday in 
Lent as the "Day of Prayer for Mis- 
sions." 

Ten years ago the observance be- 
came truly world-wide, and so it will 
be in 1937. 

Long before Winchester women 
gather here, the Day will have be- 
»un in New Zealand and the Fiji Is- 
lands. As the hours pass, new 
groups in more than 50 countries 
will have united to pray "Thy king- 
dom come." The Day will end at 
Cambell on St. Lawrence Island off 
the coast of Alaska 30 miles from 
the date lines and about the same 
distance from the Arctic Circle. 
Those who kneel in this New Eng- 
land church will know themselves to 
be part of a far-flung line that ad- 
ances against all barriers that defeat 
God's will and man's will for peace, 
righteousness, and spiritual riches.

Associate Chairmen of Local Comma- > 
nity Fund Drive Startled by 
Chamberlin Announcement 

Associate chairmen of Winchester's 
part of the Greater Boston 1937 Com- 
munity Fund Campaign were amazed 
at an announcement made to them by 
Winchester Chairman Lafayette R. 
Chamberlin when he entertained them 
at dinner at his home, 51 Wedgemere 
avenue, on Tuesday evening last. 

Mr. Chamberlin was discussing the 
problems confronting the Community 
Fund Campaign in Winchester. He 
had pointed out that it was all too 
easy in a town like Winchester to re- 
gard the Greater Boston Community 
Pond as something beyond local re- 
sponsibility. Local residents were so 
happy and so prosperous, took care of 
their own needy so well, had such ex- 
cellent facilities in the way of hospi- 
tals and the like that they were likely 
to fall into the error of thinking that 
the social needs of the Greater Boston 
area were of no prime significance to 
residents of our town. 

"This is, of course, far from fact," 
continued Chamberlin, "Most of us 
earn our living in Boston and condi- 
tions in that city affect us deeply. On 
healthy, safe and decent living condi- 
tions in the city depend the prosperity 
of our firms and ourselves. Nor can 
I we be indifferent to the social provi- 
! sions made for the welfare of our em- 
ployees and their families. Many of 
these provisions stem from the Com- 
munity Fund. 

"Again, many local people have 
' personal close interest in various so- 
cial agencies with local branches, 
whoso headquarters are located in 
Boston primarily as a matter of con- 
venience. Offhand, I might mention 
such activities as those of the Mor- 
gan Memorial, the Florence Critten- 
ton League, the Y. M. C. A., the 
Y. W. C. A., Councils of the Boy and 
j Girl Scouts, the Children's Art Cen- 
; ters and finally the Children's Mu- 
seum which many of us use with such 
! pleasure. All these activities and 
many others participate in the fruits 
of the Community Fund." 

At this point Chamberlin paused 
and delivered the statement which 
I startled his listeners. 

"To be still more practical, it is not 
probable that many Winchester resi- 
dents realize how much we owe to 
! Ronton hospitals despite our own ex- 
j cellent unit. On Oct. 21 last the Bos- 
[ ton hospitals which participate in the 
: Community Fund made a survey. 

They analyzed the amount that was 
I being spent on that day in excess of 
I receipts for the residents of each 
; community in the hospitals of this 
group. Winchester's deficit was 
; $15.22. Projected through the year, 
' the annual deficit for our town in 
: 1936 was $n,o55.00. Against this string 
, of 5's the Community Fund asks our 
j community to furnish only the first 5, 
or $5,000. 

! "How are the deficits such as Win- 
' Chester's made up? Evidently since 
! aft the other towns too have deficits 
j the money must come from the towns 
themselves. We in Winchester have 
] been nroud of our local solvency and 
| financial integrity. Blessed as we are 
i with the good things of life, we can- 
j not escape the obligation to meet our 
own bill at least. As a matter of fact, 
we could stretch a point and try to 
add something to the coffers of the 
I less blessed. It looks as though our 
: quota for the Community Fund had 
I been set too low. 

"Finally, and again to be practical, 
: we must face the grim fact that crime 
j and criminals unfortunately do not 
. stay on the streets where they are 
1 born. A prosperous community has 
! the most to lose when crime spreads, 
i The children's organizations which 
i share in the Community Fund are 
J probably doine more through educa- 
I tional and environmental improvement 
i to stop crime at its fountainhead than 
j any ether organizations. Winchester's 
I entire quota in this campaign would be 
' small insurance premium to pay. 
George Bernard Shaw put this point 
better than I can when he said: 

" 'Whatever degrades a neighbor- 
hood can degrade a county. When 
poverty produces outbreaks of viru- 
lent infectious disease, as it always 
does sooner or later, the rich catch 
| the disease and see their children die 
! of it. When it produces crime and 
! violence the rich go in fear of both. 
! When it produces bad manners and 
| bad language the children of the rich 

I pick them up Th? aid notion 

I that people can keep to themselves 
I and not be touched by what is hap- 
I pening to their neighbors or even to 
I the people who live a hundred miles 
off is a most dangerous mistake. The 
saying that we are members one of 
another is not a mere pious formula 
to be repeated in church without any 
meaning: it is a literal truth; for 
though the rich end of the town can 
avoid living with the poor end, it can- 
not avoid dying with it when the 
plague comes.' "

The edifice, 
Milt with the funds of contributors 1 
from England, Australia, the United j 
States and Japan, was under con- ! 
struction for 2(i years. Its founda- | 
tion stone was laid by the late King 
George V in 1911. 

New C ity Bears Only Traces of the 
East 

New Delhi, situated southwest of 
the "Old" 'Delhi, like Canberra, Aus- j 
tralia is a made-to-order capital, says j 
a bulletin from the Washington, D. C. 
headquarters of the National Geo- i 
graphic Society. The old walled city j 
overlooking the murky Jumna River j 
retains its oriental atmosphere with j 
i its mosques and its quota of typi- 
catty Eastern shops of jewelers, sil- 
versmiths and embroiderers, flanking 
narrow, congested streets; but the ' 
I new portion of the city forms a Eu- 
ropean "island" with only here and 
there domed buildings and interior 
embellishments that remind one of j 
Delhi's geographical situation. 

The Viceroy's House, a magniti- 1 
cent structure topped by a copper ; 
dome 177 feet above the roadway, is 
the fountainhead of British adminis- { 
tration in India. Its walls enclose 
spacious halls, ballrooms, a throne 
room and 54 bedrooms. Here the 1 
"white potentate" of Great Britain's I 
teeming peninsular possession jeal- 
OUsly guards British interests. 
Race Track and Golf Course Stir 
British Sporting Blood 
In front of the House is the Vic- 
eroy's garden and then the govern- 
ment square, flanked with two huge 
government buildings. For a mile 
and a half or more eastward from 
the square runs the King's Way, a ! 
[ arkway more than 1000 feet wide. 
It, too. is flanked with government 
buildings far enough apart so that 
spacious lawns and well-kept gardens , 
give them a striking setting. North 
and east of the King's Way, wide | 
boulevards radiate from 'circuses" 
like spokes of a wheel. At the boutn 
end of the city is a race tracK am; 
golf course where Brfitish residents 
of the Indian capital may enjoy two 
of their favored sports. 

Without historical records it would 
be difficult to guess how long "old" 
Delhi has been r. -posing on the banks 
of the Jumna River. While the site 
has been occupied for a dozen centu- 
ries, the present city did not come 
into existence until 30 years after 
the Mayflower deposited her famous 
human cargo on the snore of Massa- 
chusetts. 

Before and since the old city was 
built, Delhi wielded a strong influ- 
ence over India. It was the seat of 
the Great Moguls whose powerful 
empire flourished in the 10th and 17th 
The splendor of the Em- 
peror's courts was unsurpassed by 
any other court in magnificence, in 
that day. The Moguls sat on the I 
famous Peacock Throne, in a throne j 
room of marble, exquisitely adorjie<J j 
' with sumptuous brocades. Precious 
stones worth hundreds of millions of 
dollar* studded the '"chair" and em- 
bellished the eohes of the sovereigns.

"Tin Trays and Tole Ware' 



Mr. Arthur H. Hayward, of Wey- 
mouth, a recognized authority on the 
many branches of Colonial furnishings 
and author of note, who spoke to a 
large and very interested audience in 
.Fortnightly Hall on Jan. 8 is no 
stranger to local antiquarians, having 
entertained a group in his lovely home 
on one of the Antiques pilgrimages 
last .summer. It was indeed a happy 
event to renew our acquaintance with 
Jbim, and with Mrs. Hayward, and to 
see the nteresting old trays we had 
admired in their home, which they had 
brought with them to illustrate differ- 
ent eras in the evolution of the tea 
trays. 

Mr. Hayward chose as the topic of 
his informal talk, the title of an arti- 
'■lc he wrote some few years ago, the 
amu.-inKly alliterative "Ten Tempting 
Tin Tole Tea Trays," but informed us 
.\hat, in the face of the splendid ex- 
'nihit of beautiful trays arranged by 
gbe Antiques Group and their friends 
his topic title was far too small. He 
•complimented the committee highly on 
r'heir exhibit saying that nowhere 
in all his travels for lectures, had he 
seen such a worth while collection of 
really valuable tole ware trays as 

The story of the tea tray, is closely 
associated with that of tea, so had its 
origin in China and Japan, when the 
need of something on which to serve 
tea urged them to invent the tea serv- 
ice tray. The first trays were carved 
out of wood, or ivory, scooped out in 
Ske middle to form a protective edge, 
then decorated around the edges with 
™<re carving, for decoration. Later 
they discovered the art of making pa- 
igfin mache trays, coated with the gum 
■of n "Chinese tree which, when baked, 
"becomes almost as hard as stone. 
"These trays are painted with gay 
scenes and then coated with several 
■more protective layers of the lacquer- 
jlfce gum. 

In the 18th century the officers of 
trading vessels began bringing back 
frtwes t>T tea as gifts and, after a great 
ileal of experimenting the English 
'finally learned how to really drink 
this famous oriental beverage, and 
^thited serving it to their friends. But 
the prohibitive price of tea, which 
oTten amounted to $50 or $W1 a pound, 
was nothing compared to the cost of 
the dainty ivory or wooden trays 
•which were very rare indeed in those 
»teys. So the need arose for a less 
■*rperrsive tray for the formal service 
of tea, and both tin and iron were 
"tried with little success, for the iron 
was too heavy and rusted easily, and 
the tin not firm enough. However, 
in the 16th century, a man in Wales 
invented the process of coating iron j 
•with tin, and the success of the tea 
party was practically assured from 
then on. The only improvements in 
tin trays from that time on have been 
in their decoration, and the means to 
preserve them. 

"Mr. Hayward illustrated his lecture 
-with many of his own lovely trays 
and concluded with individual com- 
ments on some of the more represen- 
tative trays exhibited by thf> mem- 
bers. During tea time both Mr. and 
Mrs. Hayward graciously consented 
to discuss the various trays with de- 
lighted owners, and answered Ques- 
tions on this very interesting subject 
■vf "Tin Trays and To 1 .- War«?."

With local plans laid for Winches- 
ter's participation in the Greater Bos- 
ton 1937 Community Fund Campaign, 
the local effort will commence simul- 
taneously with the general campaign 
on Jan. 25 and will extend through 
Feb. f>. Lafayette R. Chamberlin, lo- 
cal chairman, has assembled a com- 
mittee consisting of the following 
residents as associate chairmen: John 
Ely Burchard, James C. McCormick. 
John B. Kenerson, Harry A. McGrath 
and William B. Speers, Jr. 

Headquarters have been established 
at 542 Main street in the Locatelli 
Building, space having been donated 
to the Community Fund Campaign 
through the courtesy of Mr. Locatelli. 
Those interested in the campaign in 
any form are invited to visit. The 
telephone number is 1935. As is usual 
in these campaigns, all services are 
voluntary and uncompensated. 

The Greater Boston Community 
Fund solicits but once a year and by 
its blanket coverage avoids the con- 
stant solicitation that used to exist. 
By this mechanism the agencies are 
permitted to devote full time to con- 
structive community work instead of 
trying to raise funds; get a larger 
percentage of the money subscribed, 
the cost of raising funds being low- 
ered; and are able to operate on a 
sounder basis. The individual can 
support a total community social pro- 
gram with a single pledge; is assured 
that he will get his money's worth in 
planned community service but if he 
has particular interest in individual 
agencies belonging to the Community 
Federation he may designate the 
agencies he wishes to have receive his 
contribution; may moreover budget his 
subscription throughout the year; and 
of course can deduct his contribution 
from income tax. 

The Community Federation which 
is served by the Community Fund is 
now made up of 104 hospitals, health 
and social agencies. It covers service 
to distressed families, health and hos- 
pital services, care of children, settle- 
ment and neighborhood-house serv- 
ices, youth services and protective 
services. These latter are perhaps as 
little known as any, and may be en- 
larged upon. 

More than 0000 children who were 
victims of abuse or neglect were given 
protection last year; '532 unmarried 
mothers and their babies were given 
39,213 days of care in maternity 
homes; help in securing justice 
through legal advice rendered to 10,- 
205 men and women; 13,043 bewil- 
dered travelers and runaway young- 
sters were aided on their way into 
and out of Boston; aids, tests and in- 
struction to help the deaf and hard of 
hearing and to safeguard the hearing 
of children were given to 13,176; and 
transient young people a major social 
problem, now fall on Community Fed- 
eration agencies since the Federal 
government has relinquished this ac- 
tivty. All this is in addition to the 
more obvious social services sugge- f - 
ed by the other headings. 

People living outside of Boston I 
proper receive Community Fund agen- 
cy services to the extent of 35 per 
cent of hospital care, 37 per cent of 
the institutional (are of the aged. 28 
per cent of the services to youth, 25 
per cent of the care of children, 27 
per cent of the care in maternity and 
convalescent homes, 70 per cent of the 
services to the handicapped. In all 
of these services Winchester partici- 
pates. More than 230 of our residents 
wore served by agencies of the Com- 
munity Federation other than the hos- 
pitals last year, while the cost of 
Winchester hospitalization has been 
dramatically pointed out by Mr. 
Chamberlin elsewhere in this issue of 
the Star. 

The citizens of this town will be 
moved to give largely to the Com- 
munity Fund through their sympathy 
for the needy and unfortunate; a plain 
sense of the duty to practise human 
brotherhood: enlit'htened self-interest 
which makes us all know the need for 
as wholesome a community as we can 
obtain (Boston is our community); 
civic pride in sharing the building of 
such a community and the satisfaction 
of participating in an enterprise which 
unites alf people of the community. 

In announcing the appointment of 
Mr. Chamberlin to the chairmanship 
of the Winchester group. Robert W. 
Holt chairman of the Metropolitan 
Division, said: "No resident of any- 
city or town in the Metropolitan area 
is 'turned away by a Boston private 
social agency because he cannot pay. 
The cost of this free service can be 
met only through contributions to the 
Community Fund." Winchester has 
enjoyed the benefices of the Communi- 
ty Fund in the past; it will enjoy them 
in future. As a strong and healthy- 
community it cannot escape its coun- 
ter obligation.

GEORGE ADAMS WOODS 



V-'ce President of Nev Karen Firm 
Former Winchester Resident 



George Adams Woods, former 
widely known Winchester resident 
and chairman of the Boar 1 of Se- 
lectmen, died Monday, Jan. 18, at his 
home, 286 Livingston street. New- 
Haven, Conn., following an attack 
of heart disease with which he was 
stricken Christmas night 

Mr. Woods, who was in his OSth 
year, was vice president and mana- 
ger of sales for the Gilbert Manu- 
facturing Company of New Haven, 
well known creators and manufactur- 
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ers of toys. He 
take up residence in 
years ago, and was a 
New Haven Lawn 
Quinnipack Club. 

Born Nov. 2, 1869, in Boston, Mi 
Woods was the son of George Bry- 
ant, and Emma L. M. (Adams) 
Woods. He was educated in the pub- 
lic schools of Medford, at Chauneey 
Hall School and Noble's Preparatory 
School, entering the employ of Hark 
& Carruth, Boston book sellers, at 
the age of 17. 

Two years later he accepted a po- 
sition as salesman at the Old Corner 
Bookstore in Boston, remaining there 
until 1890, with the exception of a 
period of six months when he was 
with the Glasgow Steamship Com- 
pany in Chicago. 

In 1890 he accepted a position with 
the Suffolk Savings Bank in Boston, 
where he remained until September, 
1900, when he resigned to devote his 
entire time to the real estate and in- 
surance business in Winchester and 
Boston. His activities in Boston in- 
cluded building the Wilbur Theatre 
ami the west wing of the State House. 
He was a member of the Boston Reai 
Estate Exchange the Puritan Club 
and the Sons of the American Revo.- 
ution. 

During the year- of his residence 
in Winchester Mr. Woods was widely 
known and popular with people of all 
walks in life. He was actively Iden- 
tified with the civic and social life of 
the community', serving the town as 
Selectman in 1905 and 1906. and act- 
ing as chairman of the Board the lat- 
ter year.

Don't Put Pussy Out in the Cold. Is 
Plea of Anjrell Veterinarian 

Omit putting the cat out during 
severe weather, is the advice of Dr. 
Hugh Dailey, chief veterinarian at 
the Angell Animal Hospital of the 
Massachusetts S. P. C. A.. 180 Long- 
wood avenue. Pussy should be kept 
indoors at night, if you value her 
comfort and l ealth. 

"Many peoplj think because a cat 
is well-funvd, 't needs no particular 
protection," said Dr. Dailey. "It is 
astonishing how many kind-hearted 
persons hold that view. They woul 
not dream of turning their dog out 
into bitter weather, because they 
know he is not capable of looking 
after himself like a cat. A dog will 
lie on a cold doorstep for hours, with 
an occasional whine, hut a cat, once 
she made up her mind she was locked 
out, would seek shelter elsewhere, 
perhaps under the veranda, or in a 
shed.

ACXILI- ber is that the average petted house 
cat has not lost a lot of its resist- 
ence to cold. An alley cat can take 
! care of herself. She has some nest 
somewhere and can keep fairly com- 
fortable. It is her regular mode of 
! life. But the cat reared in a warm 
home has lost not only resistance to 
! cold, but something of a self-pro- 
1 teetive instinct as well. Such cats 
: are apt to have their pads frozen as 
the least of their troubles, with pneu- 
monia as a major danger. 

"The trouble comes with the sud- 
den drops in temperature to which 
this section is subject. Twenty to 30 
degrees is not unusual, and that 
spells danger to the cat. So the safe 
plan is to see to it that she is snug- 
ly inside at night during the winter, 
regardless of what the temperature 
may be at bedtime. It is the humane 
thing to do. and the sensible thing if 
you value your cat."

Mealy bugs, white sticky cottony 
masses which appear on house plants 
are best removed by a tooth pick as 
many sprays will not bother them. 

Glass covered terrariums should 
have the moisture wiped off the cover 
if it collects. 

Frames and sashes should be re- 
painted now. 

If you are forcing bulbs yourself 
you can start bringing in the double, 
single and double early varieties 
now. Better wait a while for the 
Darwins.

Michel Ney was born in Ssarloute, 
France, in 1769, the son of a coop- 
er. Entering the army in 1788 as 
a private hussar, he beceme a 
general of brigade in 1796 and dis- 
tinguished himself by bravery in 
the wars of the revolution and of 
the empire. He earned for himself 
from Napoleon's army and from Na- 
poleon himself the title of the brav- 
est of the brave. When Napoleon 
abdicated in 1814, Ney attached 
himself to Louis XVIII. but on the 
former's return from Elba he joined 
his old master and commanded the 
Old Guard at Waterloo. On the sec- 
ond return of the Royalists to pow- 
er, he was arrested, tried by his 
peers and shot on December 7, 
iblo.

John Lynch, veteran provision deal- 
er and Winchester's oldest merchant 
in years and point of service, died 
Monday morning. Jan. 25, at his home, 
132 Swanton street, following a two 
days' illness with pneumonia. He was 
in his 92nd year, but was hale and 
hearty, despite his advanced age, and 
had been at his market adjacent to his 
home on the Friday preceding this 
death. 

During the summer of 1935 he un- 
derwent an operation for the amputa- 
tion of a leg, amazing physicians and 
surgeons with his vitality and recu- 
perative powers. He returned from 
the hospital in time to observe his 
90th birthday and continued to im- 
prove until he was again attending to 
his business duties. He cast his bal- 
lot in the Presidential election of last 
November as usual. 

Mr. Lynch was the son of Thomas 
and Katherine (Garvey) Lynch. He 
was a native of Ireland, but as an in- 
fant came to this country with his 
parents, who settled at Manassa Junc- 
tion in Virginia. 

At the age of 12 years he came 
with his family to Winchester and 
lived for a time on Myrtle street, re- 
ceiving his education in the public 
schools of the town. 

As a young man he removed to 
Swanton street where 62 years ago he 
founded the provision business which 
continued under his management from 
that time until his death, and which 
his ability and integrity caused to 
prosper. He was widely known and 
universally respected by people of all 
classes, creeds and condition. 

Mr. Lynch was a member of the Fire 
Department for more than 20 years, 
first joining the old Excelsior hand 
tub company in 1S70. In 1873 when 
horse drawn apparatus replaced the 
hand tubs he was a member of the 
Waldmyer Hose 1 Company, serving 
with that company until 1885. 

In that year he was appointed on 
April 6 to the Board of Fire Engi- 
neers, continuing in that capacity and 
serving as assistant chief of the de- 
partment until his retirement May I, 
1891. 

Mr. Lynch was an expert checker 
player and a member of the Boston 
Checker Club, having met and defeat- 
ed some of the leading checker play- 
ers of the state. He was one of the 
organizers of the Winchester Co-op- 
erative Bank, a charter member of 
Winchester Council, 210, Knights of 
Columbus; a member of Bishop Chev- 
erus Council, Fourth Degree Knights 
of Columbus; and of Winchester 
Lodge. 1445, B. P. O. E. He was also 
a charter member of both St. Mary's 
Holy Xame Society and of the Cath- 
olic Temperance Society of Woburn. 
He was formerly for 26 years sex- 
ton of St. Mary's Church. 

Mr. Lynch leaves a daughter, Miss 
Gertrude Lynch, with whom he made 
his home; four sons, Thomas Lynch 
of Montvale and John. Daniel and 
George Lynch, all of Winchester; 16 
grandchildren and two great grand- 
children. His wife, the former Eliza- 
beth Kennedy, died 35 years ago.

WINCHESTER RED CROSS FLOOD 
RELIEF FIND 



American Red Cross has again a 
major disaster to cope with, this one 
the worst in the history of Red Cross 
since the great war. More lives lost 
—more property damage and more 
disease and suffering. On Saturday 
Winchester was assigned a quota of 
$180 which was doubled on Monday. 
On the arrival of the first telegram 
the amount of $480 was sent from 
Chapter funds. Due to newspaper 
and radio publicity, funds came in 
to Mr. Priest at the Savings Bank. 
Our Roll Call workers covered their 
districts and on Tuesday we had our 
second quota to wire to Washington. 

All reports of actual conditions 
in the flooded areas seem to grow 
worse — so when a wire came on 
Tuesday night asking us to increase 
our quota to five times the original 
amount we felt we must start in all 
over again. 

Instead of $480 or $960, we in 
Winchester are asked for $2400. 

At this writing Mr. Priest reports 
$1200 has been received at the bank 
of which $960 has been sent. Some 
very generous donations have been 
sent and we are grateful for them. 
We ask for a small contribution 
from everyone in Winchester, in or- 
der that our full quota can be sent 
on to Washington. There is not one 
cent of overhead expense taken from 
contributions made here in Winches- 
ter. Mr. Priest has given his time 
and effort for many years and all 
other work is done by volunteers. 

After the emergency job is done 
in the flooded districts — then comes 
the many weeks of rehabilitation — 
getting families together and back 
into some kind of a home. This is 
the unspectacular side of the pic- 
ture — but necessary and expensive. 

The Winchester Red Cross asks 
your support in raising its quota for 
the relief of our people in distress.

Miss Avery in her lecture on Jan. 
20, took up the subject of soil and 
water conservation. She began by 
reminding us that the fitting of the 
government to things is the system 
used today instead of fitting things 
to the government. And this espe- 
cially applies to the situation in the 
question of water and soil conserva- 
tion the importance of which is .just 
beginning to dawn on the American 
pe op le. 

We have produced the highest 
standard of living known today and 
we want it to endure so we must 
learn how to withstand drought and 
flood, prosperous and unprosperous 
times. We have a high standard of 
living but we also have a general in- 
security, tax delinquency and "the 
problem of the rapid increase of the 
tenant-farmer. And the droughts, 
pests and floods are worse than ever 
before. 

What we need more than prosperi- 
ty is permanence and if we are to 
have prosperity we must -learn how 
to make it permanent. We are an 
emotional people and in our haste to 
correct abuses are apt to create other 
abuses, as witness our treatment of 
swamps. Having discovered that 
swamps breed mosquitoes we at- 
tempted to eradicate them complete- 
ly regardless of the fact that they 
play an important part in our water 
conservation. 

Now we realize that we have lost 
one-sixth of our top soil in 1% cen- 
turies and that land is more neces- 
sary than we thought. We are also 
beginning to ask ourselves if we 

have enough water to supply our de- j instrument as a boy of 14.

AS GREAT ARTIST 

On next Tuesday evening, Feb. 2, j 
Winchester will have an opportunity i 
of hearing a recital organist who has 
received high praise in a land fa- 
mous for ocgan music.

To the Editor of the Star: 

The undersigned ministers of Win- 
chester, deeply concerned over the in- 
crease of hard drinking, feel that the 
following facts contained in a recent 
article by Margaret C. Munns should 
be made known, and ask for space in 
your paper for its presentation. 

When a New Yorker visited the 
Bowery Mission the othc/ day he was 
told that since repeal the institution 
was again finding among its derelicts 
the fallen lawyer, the lallen doctor, 
the fallen businessman. Pursuing his 
investigation further, the same New- 
Yorker questioned a great life insur- 
ance company about intemperance 
among young people and was given j 
its report for last year. The opening 
paragraph ran thus: 

"Excessive use of alcohol shows 
an increase of 13 per cent since a 
year ago as a cause of uninsura- 
bility among people under 30, and 
an increase of 183 per cent for the 
same age group since 1932." 
Interested especially in intemper- 
ance among women, the New Yorker 
obtained a list of sanitoria that treat 
alcoholism, wrote to them, and got re- 
plies from several. Dr. H. W. Boyd, 
medical director of the Samaritan 
Treatment, Los Angeles, stated "Al- 
coholism among women is on the in- 
crease owing to the ease with which 
liquor can be obtained and the changed 
attitude of society toward those who 
I drink. Housewives predominate — ra- 
tio, 10 to 1." Dr. W. R. Wallace, of 
the Wallace Sanitarium, Memphis, 
I Tenn., reported: "Housewives pre- 
; dominate among our patients, and I 
am impressed with the number of 
young married women who drink, 
j Drinking women deteriorate more 
rapidly than men and are far more 
hopeless and helpless." Martin Nel- 
i son, secretary of the Keeley Institute, 
i Dwight, 111., wrote: 

"Our observation leads us to be- 
lieve that drinking among women 
is more prevalent than ever before. 
In a recent check-up we found that 
90 per cent of the women taking 
treatment were married, and that 
77 per cent were housewives. The 
remaining 23 per cent were divided 
' among school teachers, nurses, sales 
women, bookkeepers, office workers 
and restaurant keepers." 
When a girl "sallies forth" in her 
"cocktail suit," is she aware that girls 
like herself have played lightly with 
drink, become drunken wives or 
drunken business or professional 
women, and are today under treat- 
ment for alcoholism in sanitoria? She 
hardly realizes that sanitoria for al- 
coholics exist. If she was ever told, 
she forgets, for such institutions rare- 
ly announce themselves as such. To 
i trace them, one must apply to a phy- 
i sician or go sleuthing iii the back 
j pages of a medical journal. Even had 
, the girl full knowledge of them, she 
; would say, "Some people don't khow 
| where to stop; I do," as if the women 
j now under treatment had not said it 
j over and over again, before her! 
! •» She thinks alcohol a stimulant, 
j Without a single dissenting voice the 
entire scientific world declares it a 
| narcotic, and it has been known to 
I be a narcotic for onwards of half a 
Despite appearances, it be- 
haves as a narcotic. Instead of brac- 
ing one up, it lets one down. Instead 
of "pepping" one up it pulls one 
down. Instead of speeding one up it 
slows one down. Universally, medi- 
cal textbooks class it with ether, 
chloroform and the opiates. Given a 
little of it, important parts of the 
brain go to sleep, leaving less impor- 
tant narts free to make a fool of one. 
Given a heavy dose, the entire brain 
goos to sleep — and the drinker along 
with it. 

Our young lady knows, of course, 
that too much alcohol will damage 
health — for tho time being. But in 
moderation, what more harmless? 
Whereas the pharmacologists of all 
countries class alcohol with the poi- 
sons. That is the fact. Shp will 
hardly reply that the pharmacoloeists 
of all countries can be wrong. If she 
asks what mischief the poison does, 
tell her that. Never mind about de- 
scribing the gorgeous inside of a 
drunkard's stomach. Tell her that 
steady, though moderate, drinking de- 
creases her resistance to germ dis- 
pones nnd decreases her ability to 
throw them off when once she con- 
tracts them. Also that her children, 
h'- and by, will be less vigorous than 
if she had retained. You will have 
started her tb'n 1 -'* 1 "-. cv >" wiF h°nriri 
to question whether donin" herself 
With i prisonous, habit-fnrming nar- 
cotic is altogether romantic.

To the Editor of the Star: 

I cannot resist the opportunity af- 
forded by the 1937 Greater Boston 
Community Fund Campaign to urge 
upon the citizens of Winchester then- 
whole-hearted support for the local 
effort which is being so ably con- 
ducted under the direction of Mr. 
Lafayette R. Chamberlin. 

Those of us who have contacts in 
town frequently have brought strik- 
ingly to our attention the relation of 
the Greater Boston agencies to our 
local needs. They are more far- 
reaching than most of us would 
realize. Some 227 of our citizens 
participated in the benefits of the 
many organizations, which were part 
of the Community Federation, last 
year, and this figure is quite exclu- 
sive of hospital services. 

This campaign, moreover, has the 
virtue of materially reducing the cost 
of charity. The cost of raising funds 
in the past by individual organiza- 
tions has been about 12 per cent of 
the gross amount raised. The Com- 
munity Fund method cuts this cost 
about in half. 

In a period when governmental ex- 
penditures for relief are at a maxi- 
mum, there is a tendency among our 
citizens to feel that the private, 
charitable organizations have been 
superseded by governmental charity. 
This is, of course, far from fact. 

Few, if any, of the organizations 
belonging to the Community Federa- 
tion parallel the work of government 
agencies. The government, in gen- 
eral, seeks to extend work and wage 
relief, while the Federation extends 
social relief. It deals with environ- 
mental improvement of ch. dren s 
lives, with hapless mothers with dis- 
tressed travelers with under-privil- 
eged youth and with the sick. In 
most cases the aid extended is given 
not to the unemployed, who under 
the present system might be the 
proper care of the government, but 
to those employed persons whose 
regular employment does not yield 
enough income to cope with emei 



A FAIR QUESTION ANSWERED 

To the Editor of the Star: 

It is a fair question, why should 
we in Winchester aid a Community 
Fund campaign in Boston when we 
have our own needy and our own 
welfare duties at home in our own 
town. It is an equally fair answer 
that we should aid both. Winchester 
would not be what it now is if re- 
moved from the vicinity of Boston, 
whose great hospitals are available 
and are used by us, and whose social 
welfare in all its aspects is impor- 
tant to us. Many of us get our liv- 
ing in Boston.

Belgium's recent decision to shake 
off entangling military alliances with 
other European nations and return 
to its prewar status of neutrality fol- 
lowed closely on the dedication of the 
country's latest war memorial. Rear- 
ing the significant inscription: "Our 
Spirit Shudders at the Memory," the 
memorial was unveiled at Malines, 
near Brussels. 

To the discerning visitor, Brussels 
and its vicinity seem overhung by the 
shadow of war, says a bulletin from 
the Washington, D. C, headquarters 
of the National Geographic Society. 

There, one's memory is constantly- 
assailed hy grim war mementos. 

Stone Slab Marks Spot of Edith 
Ca veil's Execution 

Men doff their black 'ierbies as they 
pass the tomb of tbj unknown sol- 
dier. Flanked on each side by bronze 
lions, and at the head by a perpetual 
flame, the tomb lies at the foot of 
the tall Congress Column overlooking 
the city. 

In the courtyard of the N'ationa 
Rirle Range a stone slab, set in the 
grass, marks the actual execution 
place of Edith Cavell and Belgian and 
Fiench heroes implicated with her in 
aiding more than a hundred Allied 
soldiers escape across the Belgian bor- 
der to safety. The low wall that 
partially shielded the firing squad now 
is painted sky blue. In summer, be- 
gonias bloom in boxes along its top. 
Neither these, nor the pink rambler 
roses brightening the courtyard can 
destroy the atmosphere of tragedy 
overhanging the place. Rifle shots of 
soldiers practicing in the range recall, 
more vividly, the episode that made 
the British nurse the outstanding he- 
roine of the Warld War. In Brus- 
sels' Parliament House is the Senate 
Chamber in which Edith Cavell was 
condemned by a German court-mar- 
tial. 

Belgian Dogs Pulled Machine Guns 

One war memorial, depicting Brit- 
ish and Belgian soldiers as comrades, 
was erected in Brussels by the British. 
It symbolizes Belgian kindness to 
British wounded and prisoners. An- 
other monument commemorates fallen 
war aviators, while still another "Au 
Pigeon Soldat." recalls the part played 
in the war by carrier pigeons and 
those who raised them. 

During the German occupation of 
Belgium, pigeon breeders were warned 
to keep their birds confined. Three 
months in prison was the punishment 
for lettinp; pigeons loose, and a year's 
imprisonment faced anyone seen car- 
rying a live pigeon outside a pigeon 
cote. In the war. the birds earned 
their title of "Soldier Pigeons*' as 
often with an eye or leg shot away, 
they flew dozens of mile-: carrying 
vital information. 

Belgians put their dogs to work in 
the war. Shepherd dogs, with first- 
aid kits strapped to their bodies, aid- 
ed wounded soldier in No Man's Land 
ferreting them out in dangerous plac- 
es where men dared not go. On Brus- 
sels' monument to the Belgian infan- 
try, a machine gun mounted on wheels 
is being pulled by a dog wearing a 
leather and chain harness. The stat- 
ue's prototype may frequently be seen 
in the marketplace seated panting 
under his upturned vegetable cart, 
or trotting along beneath it, pulling 
his share while his master or mis- 
tress pulls the shafts. 

In the cobbled Grand' Place, sur- 
rounded by ancient buildings, Ger- 
man infantry drilled during the Ger- 
man occupation of Brussels. After 
the German evacuation. Grand' Place 
swarmed with cheering Bruxellois 
greeting the Belgian King and Queen 
who. returning from exile, appeared 
on the Town Hal! balcony overlook- 
ing the square. 

Brussels has felt the far-reaching 
effects of battles other than those 
at Ypres. From the tower of the 
Town Hall one may see the gigantic- 
Lion Mound marking the world-fa- 
mous battlefield of Waterloo, about 
12 miles away, where Napoleon met 
defeat on June 18, 1815. Byron's 
celebrated poem "Waterloo" describes 
the ball given in Brussels by the 
Duchess of Richmond on the eve of 
the battle. From the music and mer- 
rymaking of the ball, the Duke of 
Wellington and his allies marched 
out to crush Napoleon.

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GUADALUPE ISLAND. VICTIM O* 
GREED AND GOATS 

On lonely Guadalupe Island, 14© 
miles off the coast of Lower Califor- 
nia, Mexican soldiers guard the one* 
plentiful elephant seal from extino- 
tion at the hands of hunters and col- 
lectors. About l.>0 six-months-oU 
baby seals have found refuge on thia 
desert island, which has been a gov- 
eminent reservation since 1922. 

Once lords of the precipitous, vol- 
canic shores of Guadalupe were the 
fur seals, whose myriad herds wore 
smooth the rough rocks of their rook- 
eries, says a bulletin from the Wash- 
ington, D. C.i headquarters of the 
National Geographic Society. Hun- 
ters came, saw, and conquered. Score: 
200,000 pelts, value about $0,900,000. 
Result: extinction of the Guadalupe 
fur seal, one of the world's most val- 
uable fur bearers. 

What Might Have Been 
Scientists have estimated that if* 
only the annual increase of the orig- 
inal herd had been killed, the Guada- 
lupe rookery would today yield an irvt 
come of |790,000 a year. 

In an attempt to restore some ec- 
onomic value to the island, goat rais- 
ing was begun many decades agov 
The herds multiplied rapidly, an esti- 
mate of 1922 placing the goat popu- 
lation at around 50,000. But the ven- 
ture was a financial failure. Nov* 
these omnivorous aliens are gradu- 
ally eating themselves into oblivioru 
Barren, boulder-strewn Guadalupe 
has a desert climate. After times 
of drought, thousands of goat skele- 
tons whiten on the narrow beaches 
and in the infernolike canyons. Al- 
though Guadalupe's goats have learn- 
ed to quench their thirst with sea 
water, they cannot yet convert stones 
into fodder. 
Cats and Mice Live Side by Side- 
Either soldiers stationed on Guada- 
lupe, or goat herders, brought cats 
which, after failure of the goat pro- 
ject, became part of the local wild 
life. The cats preyed on petrels, 
wrens, flickers, and other birds. Aa 
a result, some varieties of birds are 
already extinct.

HOT FIRE THREATENS RIDGE

The residence of Mr. Paul D. Bowl- 
er at 21 Ridgefield road was threat- 
ened by a fire which started Tues- 
day evening from what may have 
been a flooded oil burner in the base- 
ment.

It was necessary to tear into 
the walls of the living room and hall 
to check the upward progress of the 
flames, two booster lines of hose be- 
ing laid with three large lines enter- 
ing the basement. 

Heavy smoke filled the house and 
made the work of the firemen diffi- 
cult, but the progress of the flames 
was quickly checked and a major 
portion of 'the damage done, aside 
from smoke, was confised to the 
basement. Floor timbers were charred 
and the boiler room badly gutted.

It was 10:30 before the men final- 
ly left the house and a couple hours 
more service was necessary to thaw 
out couplings, pumps and hose so 
that they would be fit for further 
duty.

CHARLES JOSEPH HARROLD 

Charles Joseph Harrold, retired 
postal clerk and widely known resi- 
dent of Winchester, died Wednesday 
evening at his home, 74 Nelson street, 
after four years of failing health. 

Mr. Harrold was in his 65th year. 
He was born in Winchester, the son 
of Charles J., and Catherine (Daly) 
Harrold, received his education in the 
Winchester schools and as a young 
man was prominent in athletics, play- 
ing both baseball and basketball, and 
in the season of 1901-1902 captaining 
the old Y. M. C. A. basketball team 
that was among the best in the state. 

For seven years he served as official 
referee for the Y. M. C. A. in Boston, 
Somerville and Lynn. He officiated 
in games from Rhode Island to Maine, 
also handling many schoolboy con- 
tests in the old Winchester" High 
School gymnasium. 

He was first appointed to the local 
postal service by Postmaster Patrick 
W. Reardon in 1897 when the post 
office was on Main street at the loca- 
tion now occupied by the A. & P. 
Market. Oct. 1, 1901. he was ap- 
pointed a regular carrier by Post- 
master J. Winslow Richardson, con- 
tinuing in this capacity until June of 
1919, when he was transferred to the 
clerical staff by Postmaster John F. 
O'Connor. On Jan. 1, 1934, he com- 
pleted 37 years of continuous service 
at the office and during August of 
that year retired because of poor 
health. 

Few postal employees have enjoyed 
a wider acquaintance than Mr. Har- 
rold, universally known as "Charlie," 
and few have attained a wider popu- 
larity. 

Aside from his business, Mr. Har- 
rold's chief interest was the stage, 
and he was widely known in dramatic 
circles, both amateur and professional. 
He first engaged in dramatics in 18K6 
and participated in his first big show- 
in 1892 with Oliver Emerson Bennett 
under the direction of James Gilbert 
and Joseph Todd. 

For 25 years from 1906 he coached 
the productions of the Brookline Dra- 
matic Club and for 22 years, directed 
the activities of St. Anne's Parish 
Players of Somerville. The Young 
Men's Social Club of Winchester, Win- 
chester and Woburn Councils, Knights 
of Columbus; Winchester Post, A. L.; 
and the dramatic societies of St. Ma- 
ry's Parish were among the many 
organizations he served as dramatic 
coach. His last show in Winchester 
was "Stop Thief," put on by St. Ma- 
ry's Players March 19, 1935, at which 
time he was tendered an impressive 
testimonial. 

In the professional field Mr. Harrold 
also served at various times as make- 
up man at the Schubert, Hollis and 
Colonial Theatres, and also in a simi- 
lar capacity was associated with Pi 
Eta and Hasty Pudding Club shows 
at Harvard and with shows at M. I. T. 
He was a member of Winchester 
Lodge, 1445, B. P. O. E. ; and served 
the town as a member of the Finance 
Committee from 1924 to 1927. 

Mr. Harrold was unmarried. Sur- 
viving are two brothers. James Har- 
rold of Boston and Lieut. John A. 
Harrold, retired, of the Winchester 
Police Department. 

The funeral will take place Satur- 
day morning from the late residence 
with solemn requiem high mass in St. 
Mary's Church at 10 o'clock.

COMMITTEE DOES NOT FAVOR 
OPENING RESERVOIR LAND

The Committee on Reservoirs, 
created at the last town meeting to 
consider whether the town should in- 
struct the Water & Sewer Board to 
open to the public the land adjacent 
to the reservoirs held by the town 
for water supply purposes and ap- 
propriate money for extra policing 
of the same, has filed its report, in 
which it states that its members do 
not feel that they should recommend 
to the people of the town that they 
should urge the Water & Sewer 
Board to re-open any part of the 
watershed of the Winchester Reser- 
voir, now closed to the public, even 
if additional funds are provided for 
more adequate policing;. 

The committee, of which James W. 
Russell is chairman, Arthur Thad 
Smith, Jr., secretary; and Rep. Wil- 
liam E. Ramsdell, Augostu* J. Roy- 
den and Lewis L. Wadsworth the re- 
maining members, arrived at its de- 
cision only after a careful study of 
the entire situation, during which 
conferences were held and correspon- 
dence exchanged with the State De- 
partment of Health, in accordance 
with whose advice the Water & Sew- 
er Board had originally closed the 
reservoir land. The committee found 
that under Chapter 40, Section 41, of 
the General Laws, the power to con- 
trol these lands is vested in the 
Water & Sewer Board, and as a con- 
sequence it would be entirely im- 
proper for the town to instruct the 
Board to open the land. 

Communications received by the 
Water & Sewer Board from the State 
Department of Health were made 
available to the committee, in which 
findings of pollution of the town's 
sources of water supply were reported 
by State Engineers, and in which the 
State Department advised as early 
as July 20. 1034, that unless the 
reservoir lands can be properly po- 
liced to guard against pollution, they 
should be clrtsed to the public. 

The suggestion that the lands be 
open to Winchester residents only 
was found to be unlawful, and the 
committee in its report calls particu- 
lar attention to the advice of the 
State Department of Health, stated 
as follows: "In the opinion of the 
Department of Public Health, it is 
inadvisable to permit recreation or 
other forms of trespassing on land 
acquired for the purpose of protect- 
ing a public water sunnly " The De- 
partment believes that Winchester's 
most effective and best means of as- 
suring the purity of its water sup- 
ply is to prohibit all access to the 
watershed of the reservoirs supply- 
ing the water. The Committee on 
Reservoirs feels, that while this view 
mav be somewhat extreme, it is not 
held without factual basis.

The choice of program was a hap- 
py one, ranging from the early or- 
gan masters Bach and Couperin to 
the more modern ones Karg-Elert, 
Widor, Dallier. Gigout and lesser 
known composers Milford, Edmund- 
son and Lynn wood Farnam, former 
organist of lmmanuel Church, Bos- 
ton. The numbers which showed the 
organ to its most powerful advan- 
tage were the "Toccata" in D of Bach 
and the one in F by Widor, which al- 
though slightly hackneyed because of 
its immense popularity, requires a 
tremendous organ technique. "Soeur 
Monique*' hy Couperin was a deli- 
cate and gracious contrast to these 
numbers "By the Waters of Baby- 
on" and the impressionistic "Winter 
Sunset" were most interesting be- 
cause of their unusual and beauti- 
ful harmony. Humour was not lack- 
ing too, in the "Christmas Dance" 
of Milford's and in the "Scherzo in 
E" by Gigout. 

Dr. Snow showed himself not on- 
ly a fin? programmist but a master 
of the organ idiom both as to tech- 
nique and manipulation of registra- 
tions. It is easily understood why 
he is considered an outstanding or- 
ganist not only locally but also na- 
tionally. 

Especial praise is due Mr. Ray- 
mond Graham, tenor soloist, for his 
beautiful and sympathetic rendering 
of "In My Father's House Are Many 
Mansions." It was a very lovely in- 
terlude between the organ numbers. 

The Church of the Epiphany is to 
be congratulated for bringing such 
tine music to Winchester and the 
good wishes of the townspeople are 
extended to her in the enjoyment of 
this greatly improved instrument.

There has been some confusion 
and many questions asked regarding 
our connection with the campaign 
for community needs in Boston. May

CONTINUATION OF THE NEW 
MYSTIC VALLEY SEWER 



Residents of Winchester will find 
the following excerpt from the re- 
port of Commissioner Hultman of 
the Metropolitan District Committee 
of much interest. 



The Legislature of 1935, by chap- 
ter 478 of the Acts of 1935, author- 
ized the construction of the new Mys- 
tic Valley sewer in the North Metro- 
politan District. It was brought to 
the attention of the Legislature, 
through its metropolitan affairs com- 
mittee and ways and means commit- 
tee, that the construction called for 
in the act referred to was merely a 
part of a comprehensive scheme call- 
ing for the eventual building of a 
new relief sewer throughout the en- 
tire length of the North Metropoli- 
tan District. 

The work authorized by said act, 
upon completion in the near future, 
will entirely relieve the Aberjona 
River, the Mystic Lakes, and, in 
great part, the Mystic River above 
Cradock Dam from pollution by 
sewage. 

The new construction work author- 
ized necessitates an overflow in the 
tidal waters of the Mystic River be- 
low Cradock Dam. This overflow, 
when the work is completed in the 
coming summer months, will be in 
operation and will add additional pol- 
lution to the Mystic River, which is 
already receiving a great amount of 
sewage overflow, thus aggravating 
existing conditions. The Commission 
therefore recommends as part of the 
comprehensive plan already referred 
to that the 1937 Legislature author- 
ize construction for the continuation 
of the work now under way from a 
point described in chapter 352 of the 
Acts of 1936 in a general easterly 
direction to the approximate loca- 
tion of the present East Boston 
Pumping Station. 

This construction would involve 
approximately 21,000 feet, more or 
less, of relief sewer varying from 
8 feet 6 inches in diameter to 13 
feet in diameter, and would include 
additional pumping facilities at or 
near the site of the present East 
Boston Station.

While undoubtedly amusing and 
abounding in witty lines and absurd 
situations, Miss Crother's well writ- 
ten play has plenty of depth and a 
very human reality to add to some j 
finely drawn characterization. The j 
emotional scenes are skillfuly light- t 
ened with a deft comedy touch and j 
the final curtain finds the audience 
smiling, yet with a suspicious catch 
in the throat. 

The plot deals with the affection 
which a young English playwright, 
Ronald "Darbyshire," conceives for 
Lucille Lingard, attractive American 
matron, whom he has met in Paris; 
an affection which proves untenable 
when, after following her to America, 
he catches a glimpse of the real love 
with which her devoted, but unro- 
mantic, husband has surrounded her. 
Supporting love action is supplied by 
Emmie and "Hippy" and by Peggy 
and Jake. 

A splendid setting was provided 
for the play by the production com- 
( mittee and the property detail was 
i carefully worked out. Special men- 
I tion should be made of the set for the 
scene in the recreation room, though 
i that for the living room was equal- 
ly well done and very inviting. 

Seldom have the Players given a 
more convincing performance, and 
helpful as Miss Crothers' play un- 
doubtedly was, there still remains 
much credit for the cast and director 
to share. 

The cast, almost without exception, 
seemed well chosen and it was very 
pleasing to see some of the capable 
members of the Players in parts for 
which they were eminently suited. 
Mrs. Graves has done nothing bet- 
! ter than ber portrayal of Lucille 
! Lingard, the American wife, torn be- 
tween her real love for her husband 
and the craving for excitement em- 
bodied in her imagined affection for 
the glamorous figure of the writer. 
She proved emotionally equal to the 
difficult scene at the piano and was 
wholly charming in the subsequent 
scene with the boy, Wilbur, and at 
the finale. 

Entrusted with the principal com- 
edy role of the play, Mrs. Whitman 
proved an excellent Emmie Sykes, 
pointing her lines skillfully and com- 
bining facial expression with clever 
gesticulation to further enhance her 
performance. She was especially 
goou in her scenes with Miss Law- 
son and contributed a fine bit of 
comedy-drama to her final appear- 
ance with Lucille. 

Miss Lawson, in her first Little 
Theatre appearance, was an effec- 
tive Peggy, playing this young 
modern with the necessary frank 
casualness, yet able to display both 
good sportsmanship and real affec- 
tion without losing her pose of soph- 
istication. 

Mr. Graves played an excellent 
Charles to his wife's Lucille, hand- 
ling the role of the small town bank- 
er in admirable fashion. Seldom has 
he been more convincing and better 
ca*t. His simulated nonchalance 
masking his real emotion at the finale 
was finely done. 

Mr. Bernard's "Hippy" was an- 
other triumph in his long string of 
successes on the local stage. Called 
upon to assume the play's most dif- 
ficult character, he portrayed the 
many blooded, impecunious foreign 
gentleman with a suave deftness and 
human touch that permitted the audi- 
ence to share Charles' view of the 
charm beneath the foppery. Not 
once did he over-play. 

Dr. Poliaru seemed not too hap- 
j pily cast as the enamored writer, and 
I was not especially convincing until 
j the fireplace scene with Charles. 
! when he became the d r y master of 
| lepartee Winchester audiences have 
j come to laugh at and with. He made 
in this instance a very real contribu- 
tion to the pleasure of the audience 
who seemed particularly to enjoy his 
definition of a "man's man" and his 
sandwich eating. 

Mr. Maynard's Jake was priceless 
and one of the best bits of charac- 
ter acting yet seen on the Little 
Theatre stage. His owlish dignity, 
monosyllabic remarks, mastery of 
pantomime and especially his finger 
wagging convulsed the audience who 
took him to their hearts at his first 
sky-scraping entrance and saw his 
final exit with regret. The one smile 
he vouchsafed the show and his re- 
moval of the boy. Wilbur, from an 
embarrassing contre-temps were 
gems, and if one said that he came 
very near to stealing the show, there 
would be many to concur. 

David Abbott played young Wilbur 
with a boyish frankness that was 
wholly charming and free from con- 
straint. He was able to make his 
audience feel something of his own 
uncertainty, and unwillingness to ac- 
cept a love that wasn't real, and his 
entire performance was unspoiled by 
any trace of the precocity so often 
apparent in very young actors. 

Mr. Clarke, Mrs. Wills and Miss 
Ashenden played their respective 
minor parts competently. The entire 
cast supplemented each other's work 
beautifully and was evidently very 
effectively directed by Russell D. 
Curry, who made his first Little Thea- 
tre appearance as the juvenile in the 
first production of the present sea- 
son. 

It is an open secret that the cast 
because of illness had seldom if at all 
been able to rehearse in its entirety 
previous to Wednesday of last week. 
This fact should excuse some slight 
trouble with lines, which really did- 



n't matter too much, and may have 
been to blame for the dragging and 
lack of sparkle in the prologue. The 
tempo for the remainder of the show 
was excellent and in general the play 
needed no apology, as the half dozen 
or so curtain calls at the finale would 
indicate. 

Oscar W. Crowers was production 
chairman and the scenery was done 
by Mr. and Mrs. Ashenden, Jr., Bet- 
ty Tucker, Sherman Russell and Mr.

Most- | 
ly of the horse and buggy era, he 
discovers constantly and continuously I 
how complex life has been made. Be- 
ing the big fish in our puddle, we are 
looked up to by the sprats, both for 
advice and assistance, but when one 
sprat— the little one— asked our as- 
sistance in a knotty geography prob- 
lem this week, we were brought face 
to face with our limitations. This 
sprat is 12. She was asked to com- 
pound the following geographical 
problem: "Part 4. Farming and Veg- 
tables. p. 96-98 and 117-125 Exercise 
II: Explain how and where a man in 
this country might with HIS OWN 
labor operate two truck farms in far 
separated places < 800-2000 miles)." 
At first sight of this weighty conun- 
drum we were not sure as to our 
standing in the matter. As we re- 
collected, our geography trained us 
to locate the Columbia River, give 
the drainage basin of the Amazon, 
bound our states and possess a brain- 
ful of other useful information. We 
imagined for a time that we were 
still messing with our tax returns 
or figuring the one-tenth of one per 
cent for the security worker who is 
still struggling to obtain his num- 
ber. As this did not seem exactly 
right we wondered if our furnace 
man had staged a sit-down strike 
to compel us to tie a pink bow on 
his coal shovel. But a hopeful plea 
to the sprat assured us that none of 
these trifles were concerned in the 
problem, and we were finally forced 
to conclude that it is just one 
more preparation our twelve-year- 
olds are encountering for the liberal 
youth movement and the more equal 
distribution of — apparently truck 
farming. Our geography of the gay 
nineties must have been inadequate. 
Everything else we learned is so 
there' is no question about it. Suf- 
fice it to sav that our eagle brain and 
massive eye failed utterly to solve 
this weighty problem, and now. hav- 
ing failed the littlest sprat, our per- 
centage is justly placed whereat be- 
longs at the bottom of the last 
column. The only bright spot in the 
encounter is the knowledge that said 
sprat is now a dominating factor- 
as she pointed out after council with 
competent observers closely allied 
■with the high command. We take a 
back seat in the buggy and yield the 
steering wheel and throttle to her. 
Anyone, especially a twelve-year-old. 
who can lightly and confidently 
transport (or perhaps that is not the 
answer) a truck farmer from 800 to 
2000 miles, with his hoe and his 
hose, without placing him on the al- j 
phabet pay roll or endowing him with 
autocratic powers, deserves to be a 
leading scholar in geography, science 
and political economy— or so we, in 
our humble and ignorant opinion, 
concede. At any rate, geography is a 
great study as it is served nowadays, 
and we do' wonder how it is we have 
survived as long as we have in our 
state of ignorance. But cheer up. 
The happy" valley is in sight.

The Greater Boston Community 
Fund Committee for Winchester met 
briefly Wednesday last to consider 
plans for the remaining days of the 
campaign which ends Tuesday, Feb. 9. 

At this meeting Lafayette R. Cham- 
berlin, chairman, informed his fellow 
committeemen that the results of the 
local campaign had been most encour- 
aging. "'As of tonight" said Mr. 
Chamberlin. "we may well be proud 
of the way in which Winchester lias 
supported our efforts. We were origi- 
nally accorded a quota of 16000. Be- 
cause certain loyal citizens wished to 
transfer their contributions from 
down-to vn Boston to the local com- 
mittee our quota was subsequently 
raised to $6000. We have firmly in 
hand at the time of this meeting 
38705.05 or 174 per cent of our origi- 
nal quota ami 145 per cent of even 
the new quota. When you compare 
these results with the $4500 raised 
last year in Winchester The town may- 
well be proud. There seems little rea- 
son to doubt that we will double last 
year's total before we are through. 

"In the Boston papers it has some- 
times appeared that several (though 
not many) communities had raised 
higher percentages than we have in 
Winchester. In comparing the show- 
ing of various communities you must 
remember that our local campaign, 
unlike most of the others, does not 
inclftde a reserve for the current Red 
Cross effort. This effort in Winches- 
ter has been conducted separately and 
its showing too has been remarkable. 
Were the two sums raised in Winches- 
ter in one fortnight to be added I am 
pretty certain that no citizen would 
be ashamed of the position Winches- 
ter occupies among: the generous com- 
munities of Greater Boston. I should 
not be at all surprised if the addition 
would put us first. 

"There is, however, one phase of the 
campaign which I am a little disturbed 
about. Efforts like these should have 
two objectives — the first is to obtain 
enough funds; in this we have been re- 
markably successful. The second is 
to make the participation almost uni- 
versal throughout the community. It 
is not enough for the long-time suc- 
cess of community efforts that a few 
public-spirited citizens give largely of 
their means — we also need the small 
gifts of many people. We need more 
contributions' of small size in Win- 
chester. 

"Last year our community fund was 
supported by 168 contributors. This 
year to date we have 869 contributors. 
This is of course a marked increase 
and by comparison the results are 
gratifying. However, as a percent- 
age of the potential givers in the 
town, perhaps as many as 3000, the 
showing is not so invigorating. 

"We should therefore direct our ef- 
forts during the closing days to bring- 
ing up the number of enlistments. We 
want to make it perfectly clear to 
every citizen that the community fund 
wants his support and does not ques- 
tion the amount of his donation. Fifty 
cents as a symbol of interest is of val- 
ue to the community fund far in ex- 
cess of its purchasing power. 

"Consequently we urge all those 
citizens of the town who have not yet 
made their contributions, or who have 
refrained because they have felt their 
contribution must be small, to visit 
headquarters and join in this move- 
ment. We would like 1000 contribu- 
tors. If anyone is unable to come to 
headquarters a telephone call to Win. 
1936 will bring a solicitor to his door. 
Or he may make his contribution to 
any of the following who have assist- 
ed so notably in this campaign:

OCR REPRESENTATIVE 
OPPOSED 



On Thursday of last week, in the 
National House of Representatives, 
the Ramspeck Postmaster Bill was j 
passed. This measure places 14,000 
Democratic postmasters in office for | 
life. 

Representative Edith Nourse Rog- ! 
ers, of this Congressional district, ' 
was in charge of the Republican op- 
position to the bill, because of her 
position as ranking minority mem- 
ber of the House Civil Service Com- 
mittee. 

Mis. Rogers' chief objection to the i 
bill was its provision that incumbents 
Would obtain civil service status i 
through non-competitive examina- | 
tions. She proposed the substitu- j 
tion of a measure that would permit i 
open competitive tests, in order that | 
everyone have an equal opportunity. | 

Speaking upon the bill. Represen- 
tative Rogers said, "I am extremely 
sorry for any partisan politics in the 
discussion of this bill. I do not 
speak as a Republican, but as one 
who from the bottom of their heart, 
feels that the merit system should 
really exist in this country today. 
Personally, I have had nothing but 
co-operation from the Democratic 
postmasters in my own district. 

"Under trie provisions of this bill, 
a postmaster now serving may be ; 
examined noncompetitively by the ■ 
Civil Service Commission, at the ex- | 
piration of his term. If he is found | 
qualified he is "frozen" into civil j 
service for life. This particularly j 
debars the promotion of men in the I 
Postal Service at the present time. ! 
men who have served practically all 1 
the years of their maturity in that 
service, men who know it infinitely 
better than men who have acted as 
postmasters, presumably, for just a 
few years. 

"I personally would be very pleased 
to feel that it would not be necessary 
to recommend anyone for appoint- 
nient as postmaster, but that the 
Civil Service Commission would pro- 
mote a man of worth and a man who 
had served in the Postal Service to 
the position, if he was found quali- 
fied. If there are not men who are 
qualified, then the postmast-rs should I 
be appointed as the result of open ; 
competitive examinations in order 
that everyone have an equal chance. 1 
With these provisions, then and then 
alone, our postmasters would be ap- ; 
pointed under a genuine merit sys- j 
tern." 

The huge Democratic majority 1 
pa.-sed the bill through the House, 
and it will be taken up next in the i 
United States Senate.

Congress will likely be asked in 
the near future to increase the Ma- 
rine Corps up to 10,5(10 additional 
men, according to an article appear- 
in"; in the Washington Sunday Star 
of Jan. 24.

"Spirit" is the subject of th? Lesson-Ser- 
mon which will be read in Churehea of Christ 
Scentist. throughout the world, on Sun. lav. 
Fob. 7. 

The Golden Text is: "We all, with open 
face, beholding as in a glass the glory of the 
Lord, are changed into the sam» image from 
u-lorv to glory, even as by the Spirit of the 
Lord" ill Corinthians 3:181. 

Among the citations which comprise the 
Lesson-Sermon is the following from the Bi- 
ble: ' This 1 s-iy then. Walk in the Spirit, and 
ye shall not fulfil the lust of the flesh. For 
the flesh lusteth against the Spirit, and the 
Spirit against the flesh : and these are con- 
trary the one to the other: so that ye can- 
not do the things that ye would.

But the program will stretch our 
minds to a larger sense of the word 
"neighbor," to that challenging defi- 
nition of the word that lies in the 
oarable of the three who were equally 
near in space and time to the man 
who had fallen among thieves, but 
who varied sadly in the circle of un- 
derstanding sympathy which their 
imaginations and hearts could com- 
pass. No worshiper who holds in 
ner hand the program prepared for 
the service will be able to take the 
word neighbor in a narrow, stay-at- 
home sense. 

On the cover of the program is a 
picture of a service at "the Easter 
Morning Cross." on top of Punch- 
bowl, the extinct crater in the heart 
of Honolulu. In this city, where Ori- 
tnt and Occident live side by side,! 
where travelers from all countries 
continually pass and linger, "hundreds 
of nationalities gather for worship 
early Easter morning." 

The program was made in a far 
land. It was written by Miss Mabel 
Shaw, founder of the Livingstone Me- 
morial Girls' Boarding School at Ka- 
wamba. Northern Rhodesia. Miss 
Shaw has been for almost a quarter 
of a century in Central Africa. 

Her neighbors there will lie keep- 
ing the World Day of Prayer. They 
will walk to their meeting-places 
along old and silent forest trails; our 
motor cars will be standing outside 
the Church of the Epiphany. Our 
day's work will be done in bright, 
warm houses, where the pressing of 
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a button brings to our aid the invisi- 
ble, inaudible, unfailing servants, ap- 
plied mechanics and science. Their 
day's tasks will be primitive outdoor 
tasks that weary the muscles and 
bend the back. But the needs at the 
heart of women's lives will be the 
same for us and for them; to be at 
one and at peace with oneself; to be 
wise and happy and helpful in rela- 
tionships with others; to be sure that 
life rests on Reality that is always 
near at hand in unchanging love and 
helpfulness; and to pass down to our 
children what we have come to !:now 
of life's ways and Cod's ways. 

Those neighbors in Africa will call 
upon that divine Reality they have 
come to know; they will address him 
in syllables that would be strange to 
our ears. They will say "Mwe Mf 
umo," "() Chief." where we shall say 
"Lord and Master." But we could 
join in the answers they make, which 
Miss Shaw has quoted: 

"What is the law of the Chief's 
Kingdom?" 

"It is the law of love." 

"What are the bounds of his King- 
dom?" 

"His Kingdom has no bounds; it is 
everywhere and forever." 

The fields of special need stressed 
in this year's program are the work 
for young peonle among the Indians 
of the United States and in the Worn- ( 
en's Union Christian Colleges of the 
Orient, and the work among the chil- j 
dren of migrant families in this coun- | 
try. The need of work among these 
neighbors of ours is poignantly told | 
in the words of one migrant mother: i 
"Our children get born in the crops, j 
Only three out of my 10 are left. Ma- 
ry's the only one that died decent — j 
in a hospital and had a real preacher. 
That nurse the church women sent to 
cotton did that! In sugar beets the i 
children stayed at a center. Jimmie j 
got fat there — and they learned them j 
about God and they had fun like real 
folks."

I From The Fellowship of Prayer by

Ash Wednesday, Feb. 10. "I 
the way." Read John 14:1-16. 

Lent is a period set apart for self- 
examination. We may well begin it 
by asking what right we have "to 
profess and call ourselves Chris- 
tians." 

We usually derive this right from 
our belief in certain doctrines or 
from our membership in churches 
But such fixed definitions tend to 
make of our religion a halfway house 
by the side of the road.

CASSIDY 



Man Taken from Train Wanted for 
Larceny of Car 



Sergt. Thomas F. Cassidy of the 
Police Department took from a Bos- 
ton & Maine inbound train at Win- 
chester Station shortly after 5 o'clock 
Monday afternoon a man whom the 
police say was wanted by the Lowell 
authorities on the charge of larceny 
of an automobile and assault with a 
revolver. 

Police Headquarters was notified 
at 4:52 o'clock by the Lowell Police 
that two men had stolen an automo- 
bile in that city and after a chase, 
had abandoned the machine near the 
city limits and tried to escape in the 
woods. One of the men had been 
captured by State and Lowell Police, 
after several shots had been fired, 
but the other had escaped and was 
said to have left Lowell on the 4:30 
train for Boston. 

A good description of the fugitive 
was furnished the local authorities 
and Sergeant Cassidy with Patrol- 
men Clarence Dunbury and Winthrop 
Palmer met the inbound train at Win- 
chester station. 

Sergeant Cassidy spotted his man 
at once, and after questioning him, 
removed him from the car, placing 
him under arrest. Patrolman Dun- 
bury accompanied the Sergeant and 
his man to Headquarters! but Patrol- 
man Palmer made a trip to West 
Medford before satisfying himself 
that there was no one in the car for 
which he was responsible answering 
the description of the wanted man. 

Police say the man taken by Ser- 
geant Cassidy is Albert J. Kelly, 30, 
of South Boston. His companion, 
who was arrested by the Lowell Po- 
lice, gave his name as Joseph Nelson, 
29, of Dorchester. Both were held 
in $5000 bail on the charge of lar- 
ceny of an automobile, Kelly being 
also charged with assault with a re- 
volver. 

According to the Lowell Police the 
two men stole a car belonging to 
Mark E. Bogdonoff, Lowell market 
man, who gave chase in a taxi-cab. 
Near the city limits the taxi forced 
the stolen car from the road and the 
two occupants fled into the woods. 
Nelson was captured after a hunt 
and surrendered, but Kelly, the police 
say, forced a young boy whom he 
met in the woods to guide him to the 
railroad where he boarded a train for 
Boston. The boy, whose name is 
withheld by the authorities, informed 
the searchers of Kelly's escape and 
word was sent ahead to Winchester 
to pick up the fugitive here. After 
being booked at Headquarters. Kelly 
was turned over to the Lowell Police.

Dr. Philip Hammond, widely known 
Boston ear, brain, nose and throat 
specialist who formerly for 39 years 
made his home in Winchester on 
Hancock street, died late Monday 
afternoon.

Dr. Hammond left Winchester to 
take up residence in Boston last fall.

Vet on the campus were boys and 
young men who knew how to build 
if there were only money enough to 
provide materials. The school was 
giving instruction in bricklaying, 
plastering, and carpentry. Bishop 
Slattery was one of the men who 
saw the need. On the rloor of a gen- 
eral convention of the Episcopal 
Church, he gave his word that the 
people of his Diocese of Massachu- 
setts would raise $50,000 to furnish 
building materials with which these 
willing and trained hands might 
work. His untimely death did not 
deteat his hope. Massachusetts, de- 
spite the depression, raised the prom- 
ised sum, and classes of Voorhees 
School are now housed in Massachu- 
setts Hall. 

Voorhees School is only 40 years 
old. It is a monument to one per- 
son, a Negro, and a woman. Elizabeth 
Evelyn Wright entered Tuskegee be- 
cause she found a piece of paper on 
which she saw an advertisement, 
which said Negro students could 
work their way through Tuskegee In- 
stitute. She succeeded in finishing a 
course at Tuskegee and came to Den- 
mark, South Carolina, in 1897 and 
labored for ten years. As a result, 
Voorhees Normal and Industrial 
School stands today as an everlasting 
monument to her memory.

ings and a few of our views of con- 
ditions as we found them. 

The wanderlust is to the Mrs. and 
myself as the liquor habit is to some 
folks. It is unquenchable, uncon- 
querable, and seemingly never satis- 
ned until we have observed every- 
thing in sight for seven or eight weeKS 
and then we are equally anxious to 
return to our home in Winchester, 
the boats being all too slow on the 
return voyage. 
So, one day in July, we found our- 
! selves on the He de r ranee, luxurious 
I trench Line steamer, which took us 
j safely and happily to Le Havre. Hav- 
ing seen in the past few years all we 
| wanted to of F ranee, we jumped in 
our little flivver and scooted as rap- 
idly as possible for Belgium. Arriving 
there the next morning, we spent two 
or tnree days in Bruges, Antwerp, 
and Ghent, dodging rainstorms, but 
getting glimpses oi the sun and the 
blue sky once in a while. 

Living was very cheap in Belgium, 
as their money is lower in value than 
the dollar, hence we were not very 
anxious to leave and go into Holland, 
where the conditions were the reverse, 
but we did finally break away from 
cheap "eats" and inexpensive hotels 
and cross the border, being refused 
admittance in one place because we 
carried a motion picture camera, 
which was discovered in the baggage, 
the man saying that the station was 
a small one and the rules were against 
his admitting us at that point! We 
motored about sixteen miles farther 
i north and crossed on a main road, 
I and the camera was never mentioned, 
I so there you are! That is the only 
I trouble we had anywhere as regards 
our possessions. 

In Holland there are about eight 
million people, and as there are 
2,500,000 bicycles there, we had to 
dodge "bikes" all over the country. 
Of course, this obtains more in Eur- 
ope, anyway, than it does in America. 
The roads in Holland are largely of 
cobble stones, and not too smooth. 
There had been so much rain pre- 
vious to our coming that the spaces 
! between the paving blocks were in 
> many cases filled with moss and green 
. grass, even in the middle of the roads. 
: Perhaps business is poor there, too, 
j for all I know. Of course, there isn't 
I the traffic that we have in America. 
Our activities in Holland consisted 
mostly of a morning spent during a 
terrific downpour of rain at the great 
Ryks Museum, the most treasured 
possession of which is Rembrandt's 
famous "Night Watch", and we stood, 
with 70 or 80 other people, for a 
goodly time just drinking in that 
magnificent masterpiece. 

A thoughtful hotel keeper had 
placed over his beds a canopy of fine 
gauze, to keep the mosquitos from 
eating us up during the night. Upon 
examination, we found that wise mos- 
quitos get inside and hide, and then 
everything is just as free as if there 
had been no gauze; but, having had 
previous experience, we exterminated 
the pests before retiring. 

Amsterdam, like Venice is a city of 
canals, only, of course, not neai 
as interesting, and we went on a small 
steamboat down through one of these 
canals, and finally came out into the 
country. Passing, through Edam where 
they make the cheese, we continued 
on our way to Vollendam and Marken, 
both of which places are filled with 
costumed folks — very colorful and 
most cordial. They like to be photo- 
graphed and when the operation is 
over, expect to be paid for the prive- 
lege. 

At Marken, just as we were leaving 
l we found the same woman whom we 
j had seen eight years ago, and who 
i uses the latest slang. For instance, 



The only time we left our flivver 
was in Lubeck, an old city on the Bal- 
tic. There we took a tiny steamer 
with the smallest staterooms I have 
ever seen and arrived next morning 
»,£9P5**tW», where we spent two 
delightful days, half of one of which 
was spent in motoring around to in- 
spect the four or five royal palaces. 
It isn't any wonder that people in Eur- 
ope are sore at the crowned heads, 
for it seems so useless to have so 
many palaces that they can live in 
each of them only about a week or 
two in each year. Of course, they 
were built at various times during the 
last three or four hundred years, but 
just the same they cost a lot of monev 
to maintain, and we saw plenty of 
big ones in Denmark. Our princi- 
pal joy, however, was visiting the 
Tivoh Gardens; which is a sort of a 
gl ° J r lf led Conev Island right in the 
middle of the city. Such restaurants, 
fountains, concerts, and illuminations 
couldn't be found anywhere in Ameri- 
ca that I know of! 

I wish I could tell of some of the 
details of this trip. We tried to buv 
some peaches in Copenhagen, but "l 
will admit they were good to look at, 
and big, but the price staggered us, 
for in our money they were 60 cents 
apiece! We bought some cheap pears 
instead, and they weren't so cheap 
at that! 

When we came back we had the 
"stateroom de luxe" on another small 
boat, and had we a large family we 
could have put up about eight more 
people on the shelf beyond where I 
slept right over the propell or with 
a nice quiet banging all night long 
right under my right ear, and no mat- 
tress beneath, as far as I could dis- 
cover! However, that's all in a night's 
travel We were glad to get back to 
our little "iron steed!" at Lubeck. 

Berlin was decorated with all the 
flags of all nations, but of course pre- 
dominating was the red flag with the 
white spot, with Swastika in the cen- 
ter — a blaze of red down every street, 
and statues in plaster of athletes at 
many of the intersections. They must 
have spent millions of marks in deco- 
rations in Berlin and the other big 
cities of Germany — all in honor of the 
Olympics. However, we didn't come 
to Germany to see Berlin, but used it 
as an overnight stop, then went on to 
Wittenberg where Luther created his- 
tory by nailing his 95 accusations 
*" gainst the predominating church, on 
his own church door. Wittenburg 
from that time on has been a famous 
spot. It's a quaint place, and the old 
church spires are illuminated by night 
with a greenish light, making them 
appear as if deluged with moonlight. 

At Weimar the Hitler Boys (Boy 
Scouts) were having a jamboree as- 
sisted by hundreds of Girl Scouts, 
and cheering "Heil Hitler!" from 
morning till night while in banks, 
fruit stores, and other places where 
I heard people enter, their first words 
as they came through the door were 
"Heil Hitler!" (it sounded to me like 
"'Eil 'Itler!") and usually everybody 
: in the place dittoed; then when they 
j left it was "'Eil Ttler!" again. On 
\ the streets, everywhere you go, it's 
'"Eil 'Itler!" After the Boy Scout 
jamboree there was a general cele- 
bration, with hot dogs and all sorts 
of booths, merry-go-rounds and car- 
nival features, more or less as we 
have them here at home. 

In Kassel we were very fortunate in 
arriving on a day when the foun- 
tains in the court grounds of the old 
palace were set going. They use a 
tremendous amount of water, and you 
have to walk from way up on top of 
the thousand foot hill to the bottom 
to follow the operations of the water 
as it descends. Fountains, water falls 
and cascades are so arranged that by 
walking down you will arrive at just 
about the time the next one operates. 

Thousands of young looking sol- 
diers are quartered in almost every 
town in Germany, and fine new bar- 
racks are being built as rapidly as 
possible. Military roads are being 
constructed and all of the army auto- 
mobiles, trucks, wagons, caissons, etc., 
are painted in camouflage. War man- 
euvers are being practiced, sometimes 
along the main roads in plain view of

Hanover and Bremen were also very 
interesting, and all these towns were 
decorated to the nth degree in honor 
of the Olympics, which were in prog- 
ress while we were there, but which 
we stayed away from, not desiring 
to get into the crowd. In Bremen 
there is a statue of Roland (whoever 
he was!) which has been standing 
in that square, just as it is today, for 
over 700 years — a quaint looking piece 
of sculpture. 

At Hamburg we experienced almost 
continual fog and rain, but we vis- 
ited Hagenbeck's famous zoo, and 
greatly enjoyed the quaint penguins 
and the monkeys. In this zoo practi- 
cally all the animals are kept in open 
enclosures under conditions almost 
exactly similar to those of their na- 
tural habitat. A most beautiful spot 
provided the weather is decent.

, A'FfMkfort, we visited Wiesba- 
den, Bad Nauheim, and several oth°r 
places where people go for the curr3, 
but we confined ourselves more to 
the older things, such as Frankfort 
abounds in. However, we were for- 
tunate enough to attend an outdoor 
play by Schiller, which was produced 
on the steps of the Town Hall at 
night, the big square being filled with 
seats and the "stage" floodlighted; 
and it was even more interesting be- 
cause the actors came in and out of 
the five or six hundred year old Town 
Hall, and once in a while they used 
the upper story, apparently as a 
dance hall, for the reflections of peo- 
ple dancing could be seen against the 
window panes. Then there were two 
or three mob scenes, and the crowd 
surged out of the side streets in a 
most realistic manner. Horsemen and 
companies of armed soldiers also ap- 
peared out of the darkness now and 
then, the horsemen clattering across 
the pavings of the square just as they 
used to in the old days. It was most I 
thrilling, and we enjoyed it greatly. : 
Heidelburg was our next halting j 
place, and there we again enjoyed ' 
the old castle, and the Nekkar River, 1 
with its ancient arched bridge. Then 
we came to Baden-Baden, a delight- 
ful watering place, filled with fine 
and expensive hotels, as well as a 
few cheaper ones. There we en- 
joyed a solid day visiting the great 
gardens, and the Kursal (music hall) 
and cafe, where they have tea and 
concerts in the afternoon (which you 
have to pay for ex officio on your 
hotel bill to cover the entrance fee, 
whether you go or not- 
Tearing ourselves away from the 
style of Baden-Baden, we descended 
into the Black Forest, where we ex- 
pected to see sunshine, forest homes, 
woods aplenty, and all sorts of in- 
teresting sights. We got everything 
except sunshine, for it rained or was 
cloudy nearly every day for over a 
week. However, we enjoyed the great 
woods, through which were fine roads, 
the flower boxes, the hand-carved and 
painted signs giving you the road and 
general directions, the forest homes, 
(which included the barn and hay- 
loft in the same building) and - the 
villages and towns, in all of which 
were evident preparations for a hard 
winter ahead. They seemed to be

At Cologne we enjoyed again the 
great cathedral, and then went along 
the Rhine for the Rhine castles, stop- 
ping at Bonn to visit the birthplace 
of Beethoven, and an old cloister that 
was most artistic then at Coblenz we 
stayed over night and watched the 
pontoon bridge open and close, per- 
mitting the steamers and river boats 
to pass up or down, and keeping the 
foot passengers and automobiles from 
crossing the river whenever they 
pleased. Some times the draw would 
be down for a half hour, and what 
a crowd there would be gathered to 
rush across the bridge before another 
steamer came along. 

Then, our trip up the Rhine was 
most delightful, stopping here and 
there to photograph the castles or 
catch glimpses of them through the 
trees, with the vineyard covered slopes 
and the river boats and the quaint 
towns to make the day a joy. We 
stooped to lunch in a delightful town 
with a name a mile long, and, it be- 
ing Saturday, found the little inns 
filled with merrymakers singing, eat- 
ing and drinking preparatory to a 



Freiburg, which is a gateway to the 
Black Forest, is some very beautiful 
country, and had it been fair weather 
my film would have been exhausted. 
As it was, I saved two or three reels 
of film in that section. 

Then we crossed the Rhine, with- 
out incident, into Switzerland, and 
without a single mark in our pockets, 
much to the pleasure of the Grman 
guards at the frontier for in Germany 
one mustn't leave with any German 
money in his pockets. We used the 
last in the purchase of gasoline. 

Zurich was as beautiful as ever, and 
so was Lucerne, Interlaken, Thun, 
Bern (the Capital) and Neuchatel; 
but unless you had been there before 
you wouldn't have kr.own there were 
any snow-clad mountains, for clouds 
covered them practically all of the 
time. No pictures this year of snow- 
clad mountains! We passed the spot 
one day, just out of Lucerne, where 
Queen Astrid of Belgium was killed, 
a year ago. Here a small chapel had 
been erected in memorium, which was 
filled with fresh flowers all the time. 
All tourists stop at this spot. 

From there we went through the 
William Tell country, filled with leg- 
ends of that famous Swiss hero, and 
in Interlaken we attended a delight- 
ful play — an afternoon performance 
out of doors in a woodland glade 
where the scenery was real, little chal- 
ets being built among the trees for a 
background. It was the one fair af- 
ternoon while we were in Interlaken 
(three days), and the show, with over 
three hundred participants, was beau- 
tifully done. The effect of the natural 
surroundings added greatly to its 
charm. The theatre itself is like the 
one at Oberammergau, built with a 
great roof, but the stage was open to 
the weather. Schiller wrote a play 
entitled: "William Tell", and that is 
the one we saw, with this legendary 
figure as its hero. In one place, of 
course, Tell shoots an arrow that 
cleaves the apple on his son's head, 
and many other dramatic episodes 
appeared throughout the afternoon. 

In Bern, the Swiss capital, the most 
interesting feature, other than the 
great capital buildings, which occupy 
the edge of a cliff, descending into a 
ravine, are eight or ten fountains in 
the center of some of the streets, 
where people of ancient times used 
to come and get their water. These 
fountains consist of a carved column 
with a carved wooden figure at the 
top, brilliantly painted and gilded. I 
have attempted to sketch one of these 
to show you what I mean. 

Quitting fog-bound Switzerland, we 
received nineteen francs (about $6.) 
rebate on gasoline, which had cost us 
about 65 cents a gallon. This rebate 
was given as an incentive to secure 
the tourist trade in Switzerland, and 
was quite a surprise to yours truly. 

France we crossed as rapidly as 
possible, but took four days because 
we visited the great cathedral in 
Bourges to see the medieval glass, 
but the town itself was pretty bad- 
smelly, and all that sort of thing. 
Again we visited Chartres, there to 
enjoy the great cathedral and its su- 
perb stained glass windows, the like 
of which do not exist anywhere else. 
The town itself, too, is quaint and 
filled with interesting features. 

At Le Havre we boarded the Nor- 
mandie, and I am glad to say the vi- 
bration has disappeared. The food 
isn't to be found on any other ship 
anywhere, and certainly it is a more 
beautiful boat than any that we have 
ever crossed on before. We more 
than enjoyed the pleasant voyage 
home, meeting several folks whom 
we had seen on previous trips. The 
world is small, and such acquaintances 
bobbing up here and there make trav- 
el interesting. But with all the won- 
derful things we had seen in our 
travels, nothing comnared with our 
own Mystic Lake in Winchester, and 
we were delighted to be home again 
among our friends. 



Sooner or later, as men think, so 
will they act. Little by little men's 
thoughts and dreams and private 
ideals rise to the surface, begin to 
show themselves, take their form, un- 
til the whole tenor of a man's life 
is shaded and shaped by them — until 
the bent of his mind actually becomes 
the bent of his day by day life. There 
never was a more absurd, tawdry and 
dangerous idea than the common one 
so prevalent today that it does not 
matter greatly what a man thinks 
or believes — what is his creed about 
life, what are his dreams about hu- 
manity, and his ideals about the Al- 
mighty. 

Deep below what we show to our 
fellows there runs strongly the racing 
tide of what we think and believe, 
which is the ultimate measure of us. 
Will it make no difference whether 
we think life chaos or purpose, God 
just or unjust, love and marriage di- 
vine or animal? Will it make no dif- 
ference whether a man continually 
thinks hate and malice and beastly 
ugliness, or love and beautv and al- 
luring divinity? Nothing else mat- 
ters or means so much. "Ag a man 
thinketh in his heart so in he," and 
so are his works in the final analysis. 

As Archibald Black said in a ser- 
mon at the Old South Church in Bos- 
ton: 

"This exaltation of the practical 
in all realms and this popular cry for 
a practical Christianity with its lower 
ideal and easier life will not do. It 
will not work, and is deadly danger- 
ous. It will never get us out of our 
'slough of despond,' or our horrid 
materialism; it will never bring us 
and our world near where Jesus 
stands. It will misdirect, mislead, and 
betray us. It is only by clinging 
closely and painfully to our dreams 
and to the highest he gave, by hav- 
ing them constantly in mind and heart 
and by carrying them, even in tears 
and blood, into all we do and think 
that we can ever conquer and arrive 
with him. It is only by having our 
eyes fixed fast on the mountain top 
that we will ever, in life or in death, 
see and reach it at the last. After 
nineteen hundred and twenty-six 
years, none of us has reached the top, 
many have turned from it, and most 
of us still loitered aimlessly at the foot 
because our eyes have not seen the 
light, and our souls have not caught 
the vision that will strengthen and 
uphold and guide us in safety to the 
summit. Our ideals have never been 
too high; they have always been too 
low." 

The Christian ideal has suffered in 
a world of compromises and easy 
journeys, because of a lack of blood 
and grit, and no real love of superb 
Christian adventure to help make the 
world better.

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MISS AVERY'S LECTURE 



Although the lecture for Jan. 3, 
was about Russia, Miss Avery dis- 
cussed the sit down strike for the 
first half hour. To her listeners the 
two subjects seemed strangely akin. 
Of both, she said that the key note 
is that the mass age is here and must 
be dealth with. 

In America the strike is a sign of 
the times. The speaker pointed out 
that generally speaking, over a long 
period of years, the acts of labor 
have gradually become legalized. 
First was the right to organize, then 
the right to strike, then the right to 
picket and finally the right to bargain 
collectively. 

The present strike really narrows 
down to a struggle to settle just what 
collective bargaining is. Industry has 
one definition of it and John Lewi* 
has another. The sit down feature of 
the strike is caused by differing 
ideas of property rights. On this 
point the lecturer advised that Amer- 
icans would better give up trying to 
save what they had yesterday and 
decide what to do in order to possess 
anything tomorrow. 

Russia seems to he going through 
a process just the reverse of ours and 
is improving her condition by. her 
new course. 

Having thrown out every conserv- 
ing influence in 1918, she now has a 
new constitution guaranteeing right 
to private property, free conscience 
in religion and free speech about 
everything except Communism. 

The press and art still being cen- 
sored and managed, she is doing 
nothing creative in art but her pro- 
gress in science, particularly in de- 
veloping the Arctic, is amazing. Al- 
together, Russia might be described 
as a nation of 180 million people 
"getting along." 

The promised lecture on "Wash- 
ington Developments and the 75th 
Congress" will be given at Wyman 
School hall next Wednesday after- 
noon.

A "Radioneer " is a radio service 
man who, by passing a rigid exam- 
ination conducted by the National 
Board of Radio Service Standards, 
has demonstrated his superior abili- 
ty in servicing all types of radio re- 
ceivers. A "Radioneer" also agrees 
to conduct his business according to 
the hi<li standard of ethics set forth 
by Radio Service Registry. 

Several months ago, when the Ra- 
dio Service Registry was incorpor- 
ated, not for pecuniary profit, under 
the laws of the State of Illinois, Mr. 
Bernard L. Cook of the Boodry & 
Cook Radio Laboratory, 6 Common 
street, Winchester, was given an ex- 
amination to qualify him as a "Ra- 
dioneer." Upon sucessfully passing 
this examination. Mr. Cook was 
elected to serve as a member on the 
Board of Trustees of the Radio Serv- 
ice Registry. 

Later, in December 1936, at the 
meeting of the Board of Trustees of 
the Radio "Service Registry, Radio- 
neer Bernard L. Cook was elected 
vice-president of this organization. 

On Jan. 19, 1937, an examination 
was held in Boston, for a group of 
radio service men, comprising mem- 
bers of the Institute of Radio Serv- 
ice men from Massachusetts, New 
Hampshire and Rhode Island, to 
qualify as Radioneeis.

Dartmouth undergraduates are now 
offered a non-credit course on the 
cause, cost and consequences of war, 
led by prominent members of the 
faculty. The nature of modern war- 
fare will be carefully examined, and 
the obstacles which must be removed 
before international peace may rest 
00 a solid foundation will be studied. 

The class is the result of a petition 
by the Dartmouth student governing 
society to the administration last 
spring, and a general vote of the 
student body requesting such a course 
at the peace rally last April. 

Meanwhile the armament race 
dominates everything else in world 
affairs. People are being starved, 
schools are being curtailed, national 
budgets are dislocated — all to pile up 
armaments which become obsolete at 
an incredible rate. 



Bicycle tours are widely advertised 
in Sweden with such conveniences as 
exclusive paths and the obliging mid- 
night sun to light a long journey 
without headlights. 

The passion for man-power trans- 
portation is not limited to Europe. 
In Tripoli, for example, northern Af- 
ricans ride to mosque on bicycles and 
stack them outside on the ground. 

The Far Eastern concentration 
point for bicycles is Japan, where 
there are almost six million for 60 
million people, 20 times the propor- 
tion in the United States. Although 
the jinrikisha is popularly considered 
the epitome of oriental transportation 
it is far outnumbered in Tokyo by 
bicycles. 

Such widespread use of bicycles 
comparitively recent, for their 
earlier popularity was spasmodic. The 
first craze for the walk-bicycle, or 
pedestrian curricle, developed in 
France and popularized in England 
about 1820 by the British coachmaker 
Denis Johnson. It was simply an 
invention for walking on wheels, a 
wooden rail mounted on two grooved 
wooden wheels, propelled "scooter" 
fashion. Even Johnson's riding school 
could not induce current sportsmen 
to suffer for long the general ridi- 
cule toward riders of these Dandy- 
Horses. 

• Translating bicycles into meta! was I 
another revolutionary step. Success- ! 
ively came wire wheels, then metal I 
wheels with solid rubber tires, then 
tubular steel bicycles. The front 
wheel was enlarged to a diameter of 
five feet, to cover more distance with 
less pedaling, while the rear wheel 
tagged along like a postscript, a foot 
high. 

By 1870 this "highwheeler," or "spi- 
der wheel," was having its day. Six 
day bicycle races were started. Mount- 
ing stools were supplied at the race 
track for ascending the giant cycle, 
until builders began to construct 
small steps on the rear of the frame. 

Frequent falls from this speedy 
model hastened its discard and cleared 
the way for the "safety" bicycle, 
with wheels of the same size. Pneu- 
matic tires, invented by an Irish 
veterinarian for the comfort of his 
little son, and ball bearings contribu- 
ted to the comfort of the cyclist. 
The craze was on again, ushering in 
the nineties, whose cycling days are 
celebrated in song. By 1896 it was 
estimated that the United States had 
four million "bike" riders.

place the obsolete system then in use. 
This considerable task was completed 
during his term in office. 

For the past several years, he has 
not been definitely connected with any- 
business activity— but has served the 
town of Winchester in many ways. 
He was quite active for a time in the 
Finance Committee of the Winches- 
ter Hospital. He served for six years 
as a Representative Town Meeting 
Member, and was appointed Chairman 
of two very important special com- 
mittees in Town Meeting work. 

In addition to the above he served 
as Town Treasurer for six months 
last vear during the illness of the 
elected Town Treasurer. He, there- 
fore has had intimate knowledge of 
and experience with the Town's af- 
fairs, and if elected I know he will 
do his best as a Selectman to serve 
fairly and squarely every citizen and 
every intetrest in the Town.

If you can dig perennials now you 
can bring them indoors for early 
flowering.

WINCHESTER IN SECOND PLACE 
TIE 



Winchester High School finished in 
a second place tie with Lexington in 
the final standing of the Middlesex 
County Basketball League released 
this week. Reading won the league 
championship with a fine 10 game un- 
defeated record, outclassing the re- 
maining teams of the circuit. Win- 
Chester and Lexington each finished j 
the year with a six won, four lost 
rating.

FATAL ACCIDENT ON CAM- 
BRIDGE STREET 



George E. Silvers of 203 West 74th 
street, New York City, was fatally 
injured shortly before 12:30 last Sat- 
urday morning when the Chevrolet 
coach he was driving south on Cam- 
bridge street struck two cement 
guard posts on the right side of the 
road south of Pond street, subse- 
quently tipping over after crashing 
into a telephone pole more than 170 
feet beyond the guard posts, smash- 
ing the pole off at the base. 

Silvers was pinned under his de- 
molished car. He was extricated by 
passing motorists and was still alive 
when Sergt. Joseph Derro and Pa- 
trolman John Hanlon of the Police 
Department arrived at the scene of 
the accident. 

The injured man was taken in the 
Police ambulance, driven by Patrol- 
man Joseph Quigley, to the Win- 
chester Hospital where he was pro- 
nounced dead at 12:39 o'clock by Dr. 
A. L. Maietta. Medical Examiner 
William H. Kelliher of Woburn 
viewed the body and pronounced 
death due to a fractured skull, four 
broken ribs and internal hemorr- 
hages. 

The wrecked car was towed to the 
Central Garage and Lieut. Edward 
W. O'Connell communicated by tele- 
type with the New York Police, the 
body having been identified by cards 
and license papers. The dead man's 
wife called Headquarters at 4:15, no- 
tifying the Police that Mr. Silvers' 
brother, A. W. Silvers of Portland, 
Me., would come to Winchester on 
Sunday to claim the body.

One of the most spectacular of the 
world's natural disasters of 1986 was 
a fall of rock into cliff-rimmec! Loen 
Lake, Norway, which threw up a 
,'100-foot flood wave that wiped out 
two villages, says a bulletin from the 
Washington, D. C, headquarters of 
the National Geographic Society. 

Most devastating disaster of the 
spring famine in the Szechwan and 
Honan Provinces of China, in which 
30 million people faced starvation. 

This was an added blow to a coun- 
try which, since 1920, has been pros- 
trated by floods and famines. 

The United States had its share 
of misfortunes with drought, fires, 
floods and tornadoes. In summer the 
most serious drought in the country's 
history for scores of years parched 
the northwest and central States, 
burning up whea and corn ciops and 
killing cattle. The accompanying 
prolonged heat wave of approximate- 
ly 100 degrees, which also assailed 
the eastern states, took the lives of 
more than 4000 people. 

In August and September forest 
fires devoured thousands of dry acres 
in Minnesota. Wisconsin, California, 
and southwest Oregon. 

Although the West suffered for 
lack of water in summer, the East 
was deluged with it in spring. March 
floods ravaged 13 eastern states, de- 
stroying millions of dollars worth 
of property, and 169 lives. Johns- 
town, Penn., paralyzed by an eight- 
foot flood recalled its famous disas- 
ter of 1889. In western Pennsylva- 
nia and northern West Virginia, a 
blizzard increased suffering of the 
homeless. 

Floods inundated southern Flngland 
and Fiance in January, and Luzon 
Island in the Philippines in Decem- 
ber. 

On November 20, the dam of a cop- 
per mine reservoir in Japan collapsed 
and at least 300 people were killed 
by the released poisonous flood con- 
taining copper sulphide solution. 
Ill Winds Blew Hard 

Wind and weather reached their 
climax in February. Gales, snow- 
storms, and extreme cold swept across 
12 countries of Europe and the Near 
East, killing hundreds, wrecking ship- 
ping and causing tremendous prop- 
erty damage. A terrific blizzard, the 
worst there in decades, swept through 
central Japan. 

The United State 
severe cold wave, 
dust storms haras 
homa, Kansas, Ne 
rado, and caused 
fall in New England. 

During the same month in north- 
ern Transvaal, South Africa, hail fell 
three feet deep, killing crops, cattle, 
and 19 natives, some of whom had 
to be dug from their blanket of ice. 

Tornadoes harried Florida, Georgia, 
and Alabama in January, southern 
California in February, and, in April, 
killing 421 persons and causing dam- 
age amounting to millions of dollars. 
In September a hurricane raged up 
the Atlantic seaboard. 
Earth Quaked. Slid, and Swallowed 
Up Villages 

Typhoons did their share of dam- 
age in the Pacific. In August they 
destroyed crops in the Philippines 
and in October took 310 lives there. 
In August. 1516 persons perished in 
Chosen (Korea) in its worst typhoon 
of recent years.

(From The Kellowship of Prayer by 
Willard L. Sperry) 

Friday, Feb. 19. "He knew what 
was in man." Read John 2:13-25. 

We think of religion far too ex- 
clusively as a matter of our knowl- 
edge of God. It is also, and in much 
greater part, his knowledge of us. In 
Christianity we become aware of this 
knowledge as the sympathy and com- 
passion of Jesus. The former of 
these words comes from the Greek, 
the latter fr om the Latin. Both mean 
the same thing — sharing the experi- 
ence of another. 

An English novelist of the last 
century tells us that the greatest 
help we get in time of trouble comes 
to us from one who says quite sim- 
ply, "I have experienced all that." 
Here, perhaps, is a clue to the source 
of the power which the figure of 
Jesus has over us. As we read the 
gospels we know that we do not 
wholly understand him, but we feel 
that here is one who understands us. 
A great deal of life is a tedious and 
unsuccessful attempt to explain our- 
selves to others. We resign ourselves 
to beintr only half understood, if not 
misunderstood. When we open the 
gospels the situation is changed. To 
the deepest self we can identify a 
voice saying. "I have experienced all 
that." 

Prayer: O God our Father, give us, 
in the hours when we do not under- 
stand ourselves and are misunder- 
stood by others, the fellowship of 
Christ; that being known and appre- 
hended by him we may be saved from 
our loneliness and rest in his sym- 
pathy: through Jesus Christ our 
Lord. Amen.

There are less people who die of snake ' 
bite annually in India, than who die 
from automobile accidents in our 
country. 

Mr. Krishna feels that the only 
salvation for India is independence. 
How or when this will be realized is 
impossible to predict, but he was op- 
timistic in thinking it would come 
to pass. 

The volley of questions which fol- 
lowed Mr. Krishna's talk, showed the 
interest and attention of his audi- 
ence.

Winchester High School completed 
a pretty good basketball season last 
Saturday evening by defeating its 
ancient rival, Woburn High, 29 — 28j 
in a thrilling battle before a big 
crowd in the local gymnasium.

MRS. ROGERS FIGHTS SUPREME 
COURT PROPOSAL 

Representative Edith Nourse Kog- 
ers of this Congressional District is 
receiving hundreds of letters from all 
over the country approving of the 
work she is doing to defeat the Pres- 
ident a proposal to "pack" the United 
t States Supreme Court. Mrs. Ropers 
is replying to her constituents that 
! she intends to fight against the 
"scheme" with every power at her 
command. She believes that accept- 
ance of the proposal would mean a 
complete breakdown of our Constitu- 
tional form of government, in that it 
would place in the President's hands 
the power to govern not only the 
Executive Branch, but the Judiciary 
and Legislative Branches as well. 
She points out that although the peo- 
ple gave the present President a tre- 
mendous vote of confidence at the last 
election, they must realise that the 
powers under the proposal in ques- 
tion would be inherited by future 
Presidents. It is not difficult to 
imagine that after this power has 
been given, the next proposal may in- 
volve the regulation of educational, 
religious, and other liberties. In oth- 
er words, she foresees a dictatorship 
in this country comparable to that 
now existing in some countries in 
Europe, a condition she feels no true 
American wants.

New Deal. Bewildering and alarm- 
ing to all employers of labor, it ap- 
parently is affording a pleasurable 
source of amusement and delight to 
(if we may use another common for- 
eign phrase) the workers. The ul- 
timate outcome seems to settle it as 
an established factor in business. 
Heat and comfort in the other fel- 
low's property furnishes a delightful 
picture of the happy valley of the 
more abundant life. The business man, 
cracked down and exhorted to "take 
the burden from the government" has 
a still new source of worry and ap- 
prehension, although reports that 
upholsterers are veiwing conditions 
with a certain degree of satisfaction 
may be well founded.

The lives 
of its members should be such that 
all may see that such members 
are striving to be His followers; and 
within the church there should be 
sweet communion with God and with 
one another." 

The successful church is the loving 
church. Even as Christ loved the 
world and gave Himself for it, so 
must the church love; but before this 
the individuals comprising the church 
must learn to love Him, also each oth- 
er; then their individual love must 
expand and they must grow to love 
their neighbors as themselves. 

One of the chief criticisms against 
the church today is that it has ceased 
to be a soul-winning church. This 
is too true. When the individual 
members of our churches begin to 
love, then will the church as a body 
love, and through this love will soul'; 
be won to Christ. The church will 
begin to use all its efforts to bring 
others to Christ, to see that to fol- 
low His teachings is life and light. If 
souls are born for God and Christ, 
some one must bear the burden of 
suffering and pain that lives may be 
won from the prevailing wickedness 
of the times. 

Who can say where the work will 
stop or how far it may go if the 
churches of Winchester, of Massa- 
chusetts, of America, of the world, are 
united in prayer, united in spirit, 
united in burden-bearing, and united 
in endeavor for making humanity 
better. A believin"- living, loving 
church must be a soul-winning 
church.

PUBLIC LI3RAKY, 
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SPEAKER FROM THE PACIFIC 
AT CHURCH LUNCHEON 
MARCH 9 



On Tuesday, March 9. the Church 
Service League of the Parish of the 
Epiphany will haw as guest and 
speaker at their weekly luncheon at 
12:15 p. m., Deaconess Kate Sibley 
Shaw, of Bontoc, Philippine Islands. 
She sailed from Manila in October 
and arrived in New York in Decem- 
ber for a furlough, after a number 
of years of service in All Saints 
School, Bontoc. 

Whether she tells of how she and 
those who began the work in this 
part of the mountain province used 
to make the journey, and how many 
of those original thrills have now 
been lessened or eliminated, or pic- 
tures the increased comfort and 
safety which the School has just been 
given by the new building erected 
last year, her hearers will have the 
experience of having the far-off and 
strange become real to them. In ack- 
nowledging the appropriation from 
the Women's United Thank Offering 
ior the new building, the Bishop of 
the Philippines said the contractor 
had agreed to push the work forward 
with all possible despatch, as the old 
building, a frame structure more 
than 20 years old, had been for a 
decade insidiously attacked by the 
white ants and might go down in any 
typhoon. 

Those occasional Americans who 
consider that whatever religious be- 
liefs and practices any people is hold- 
ing is best for that people, and who 
think all missionary activitity an un- 
warranted intrusion will find their 
theory confronted by some awkward 
facts in the region where Deaconess 
Shaw is at work. A religion of fear 
and false causation makes children 
die whom medical science and the 
hospital might well have saved. Trib- 
al hatreds easily flame into violence. 
A man disappeared. An old woman 
dreamed that an enemy village had 
slain him. On this sound proof his 
village mustered for reprisal. Stopped 
from their expedition of vengeance 
bv the constabulary, they petitioned 
the Governor of the Province that 
they might "take just one head." Re- 
fused this, they had recourse to 
stealthy murder. A student who be- 
longed to the dream-accused village 
was slain, and children from that vil- 
lage had to have armed guard to keep 
them safe. 

Yet quietly in this remote region 
the work goes on of bringing new- 
life into the thoughts and the ways 
of men, and against this background 
of primitive hatreds and fears one 
hears of a "Child Health Day," and 
of seven girls from Deaconess Shaw s 
School who were found to have A-l 
rating.

Outstanding Negro Missionary to 
Speak in Ripley Chapel 

Rev. Henry C. McDowell, a Negro 
missionary from the United States 
to Africa, will .speak at the regular 
meeting of the Mission Union of the 
First Congregational Church, to be 
held next Tuesday, March 9 at 1:45 
p. m. in Ripley Chape!. Because the 
speaker of the occasion is outstand- 
ing the Mission Union extends a 
cordial invitation to members of 
women's organizations in the church- 
es of Winchester, and also to any 
others interested, to attend this 
meeting. 

Mr. and Mrs. McDowell are both 
graduates of Talladega College, a 
Congregational College for Negroes 
in Alabama. In 1922 they were sent 
to Africa, the colored Congregation- 
al-Christian churches assuming their 
support. They started to build a 
mission near Galangue, West Africa, 
in untouched territory, and among 
natives who were backward in agri- 
culture, medicine, and education. 
This task was a long, up-hill struggle 
begun by two people with an annual 
bu Iget of $1100. 

By 1930, however, the picture had 
completely changed. A large and at- 
tractive compound had been laid out, 
comprising over 30 artistic buildings 
with rtd tiled roofs; there was a 
oarding school with over 300 boys 
and girls; medical work had been 
inaugurated; there was a power mill, 
ii garage, a blacksmith shop, a brick 
yard and a tile yard; plans were ma- 
turing for a dam and hydro-electric 
power. Subsidiary schools have been 
started from the central plant. The 
? aim of these schools is to be- 
come self-supportintr through their 
farms. Through scientific farming 
the African natives have reclaimed 
an 1 completely revitalized the coun- 
try around (ialangue. 

Mr. McDowell is thus making it 
possible for the natives of- West Af- 
rica to realize their claim to the 
more abundant life by opening to 
them modern methods of agriculture, 
indutry, medicine and education. And 
most important of all, he and his 
wife and other helpers are carrying 
the message of Christian living be- 
cause they are living in a community 
as Christians. 

Come and hear Mr. McDowell tell 
his story and get a picture of a 
modern Christian missionary.

(From The Fellowship of Prayer by 
Willard L. Siierry) 

Friday, March 6. "We are un- 
profitable servants: we have done 
that which was our duty to do." Read 
Luke 17:7-10. 

The Book of Ecclesiastes — which 
has been described as "religion at a 
rather low temperature" — advises us 
to "be not righteous overmuch. It 
is hard to see how calculated good- 
ness can be regarded as having much 
to do with the Christian life. Chris- 
tianity is something more than bare 
decency, the square deal, and keep- 
ing within the law. Christianity is 
over-doing your duty. 

When Thomas Mott Osborne de- 
cided to attempt the reformation of 
the prisons of New York State he 
chose as the foundation stone for his 
Mutual Welfare League a stubborn 
and surly "lifer," known as Canada 
Blackie. His choice was bold, but in 
the end was justified. Years later, 
as he lay dying in the Warden's 
house, Canada Blackie said that there 
had been some men in his life who 
had helped him. They were not the 
preaching and praying kind. But 
now and then some one had treated 
him better than he deserved, with 
the result that this made him better 
than he naturally wanted to be or 
would otherwise have been. Here is 
a simple description of the Christian 
religion about its characteristic busi- 
ness. Christianity is a religion which 
shames men into goodness by treat- 
ing them better than they deserve. 

Prayer: Almighty God. who hast 
given to each his duty, give us 
strength to do that duty well and 
faithfully, but vouchsafe to us be- 
yond the measure of our duty a vis- 
ion of uncalculating love which 
knows no measure. Amen.

THERE IS A SANTA CLAIS 



Geography has its answer for "Is 
there a Santa Claus?" There is. 

S*anta Claus, Indiana, is a hamlet 
of a few frame buildings and less 
than a hundred people, but it is na- 
tional headquarters for one type of 
holiday observance. Each Yule sea- 
son brings to it stacks of mail, par- 
cels, and cards, of which 99 per cent 
is promptly re-mailed with the in- 
triguing postmark "Santa Claus." 

Beyond a doubt the biggest man 
in this hamlet is Santa Claus himself, 
says a bulletin from the Washington, 
D. C, headquarters of the Nation 
Geographic Society. A 25-foot stat- 
ue of him, complete with whiskers 
and bulging sack, is dedicated to the 
charitable old saint, in recognition 
that his Christmas gifts to the town 
have been name, fame, and seasonal 
prosperity.

LANGUAGE BARRIERS BECOM- 
ING LESS IN EUROPE FOR 
AMERICAN TRAVELERS 



Not so many years ago, Ameri- 
cans making the "grand tour" of 
Europe, were completely dependent 
on interpreters. Today, in most of 
the large cities of western Europe, 
the American traveler can get along 
even if he speaks no language but his 
own. 

It comes as a pleasant surprise to 
Americans making their first trip 
to Europe that many more Europeans 
speak English than they had supposed, 
says a bulletin from the Washington, 
D. C. headquarters of the National 
Geographic Society. 

In Paris and Amsterdam this is 
especially true. Let an American 
ask a bus or tram conductor in stum- 
bling French or Dutch to notify him 
which is his stop, and a helpful pass- 
enger may inquire in good colloquial 
English, "Just where do you want to 
get off?*' Let an American girl 
stroll through the noisy, colorful mar- 
ket of Les Halles in Paris and she

he expressed his appreciation of Mr. 
Chapman's skillful moulding of the 
History. Mr. Murray also showed 
that in every way there was "value 
received" in printing and materials 
used when he delivered the books to 
Winchester. 

Dr. J. Harper Blaisdell. also a 
member of the Winchester History 
Committee, the next speaker, gave all 
a happy glow when he paid that long 
delayed tribute to the man who more 
than any other was responsible for 
the inception and completion of the 
book, — Mr. Edgar J. Rich. 

Mr. George T. Davidson, second on- 
ly to Mr. Rich in paving the way for 
the completion of the book, showed 
how it was originated, and in spite 
of discouragement, was finally com- 
pleted, thanks in part to Town Coun- 
sel Addison R. Pike's suggestion that 
the "William Parsons Winchester 
Fund" be used when funds were low. 
Mr. Davidson made us realize that 
to purchase the book is not only a 
help to the Town, but a privilege that 
will become increasingly valuable.

"The Winchester Historical Society 
records with deep sorrow the death 
on Nov. 22, 1936 of Mr. Henry S. 
Chapman. Mr. Chapman's person- 
ality, his sunny nature and his love 
for his fellow men endeared him to 
all who knew him. He completed 
only shortly before his death the 
"History of the Town of Winches- 
ter," the writing of which had been 
authorized by the Town. The book 
is the result of long, exhaustive re- 
search and is written with rare lit- 
erary skill. His going has left a 
place impossible for the Society to 
fill."

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In recognition of the growing need 
and in response to a general demand 
throughout the Order of Elks, the 
Grand Lodge, in 1902, established the 
first Elks National Home, for aged 
and indigent Elks, at Bedford, Va.; 
having acquired a site upon which 
an acceptable building was alreadv 
erected. 

In the course of time this building 
became inadequate to meet the in- 
creasing demands upon it; but the 
geographical location had proved 
ideal. And the Grand Lodge, in 
1911, authorized the construction up- 
on the same site of a more spacious, 
a more modern and a more suitable 
Home, designed to admit of exten- 
sion and enlargement as future needs 
might require. 

On July 8, 1916, the new Elks Na- 
tional Home was formally dedicated. 
From time to time substantial addi- 
tions have been made, increasing its 
capacity to care for more than 500 
residents. The initial cost of the 
Home was provided by assessments 
upon every member of the Order. 

The general maintenance cost is a 
Grand Lodge expense covered by the 
annual dues paid by every Elk. The 
subsistence expense of each resident 
of the Home is paid in part by the 
Grand Lodge and in part by his own 
lodge, only upon whose application he 
may be admitted. 

The Elks National Home is a beau- 
tiful structure, most effectively com- 
bining classic and mission features 
of architecture. In its appropriate 
setting, the first view of it compels 
an admiration which grows as the de- 
tails of its arrangement and its fur- 
nishings, and the completeness of its 
equipment to fulfill its purposes, are 
more carefully noted. 

The Order has maintained a dis- 
tinctive policy in the admimnistra- 
tion of this haven for its aged and 
indigent members. It has never been 
regarded as an ordinary charitable 
institution, to be peopled by inmates 
who might there receive merely shel- 
ter and food and whose conduct and 
movements would be rigidly pre- 
scribe and hampered by irksome in- 
stitutional rules and regulations. On 
the contrary, it has been consistent- 
ly conducted as a real Home, in 
which each resident brother has the 
fullest possible freedom of action, 
with every consideration for his 
right of personal privacy, and where- 
in every effort is made to insure his 
comfort, well being and happiness, as 
a worthy and esteemed Brother Elk. 

The Elks National Home is re- 
garded with pride by every member 
of the Order who has visited it. or 
who knows of the splendid fraternal 
service which is there being per- 
formed, alnd in which service he 
shares. 

Since the buildings were built, sev- 
eral beautiful modern additions have 
been erected, the money for which 
was provided in large part from the 
net earnings of The Elks Magazine, 
a publication in which the Order of 
Elks takes great pride. 

From its inception The Elks Mag- 
azine has been maintained as a mag- 
azine of the highest standards, both 
in physical make up and in literary 
content. It has achieved its purpose 
to become a welcome visitor in any 
home, a valuable addition to any 
reading table. It has conclusively 
proved its effectiveness as a medium 
for conveying to the entire member- 
ship the fraternal information the 
Order desires them to have, the of- 
ficial communications which it is de- 
signed they should receive, the news 
of subordinate lodge activities in 
which they are naturally interested, 
and other matters of distinctly fra- 
ternal import. 

The foremost writers of the coun- 
try contribute of their best work to 
its pages. Its illustrations are from 
the hands of the most noted artists. 
Its cover designs are of uniform ex- 
cellence and distinction, comparing 
favorably with those of the best peri- 
odicals of the country.

Spain's Philip II did not reckon 
on modern warfare when he chose 
the site of Escorial, 30 miles north- 
west of Madrid, as the quiet burial 
ground of Spanish royalty, for re- 
cently it has rung with the bombard- 
ment of the country's warring fac- 
tions. 

Escorial got its name from El 
Escorial, the massive granite struc- 
ture, enclosing palace, church, mona- 
stery, college, library, and tomb, which 
the monarch built for the burial place 
of his father, himself, and their dy- 
nasty to follow, says a bulletin from 
the Washington, D. C, headquarters 
of the National Geographic Society. 
It has served as tomb for nine kings, 
queens more numerous, and many 
princes and princesses. 
; Double Town for Work and Vacation 
The town surrounds El Escorial. It 
I is divided into two parts by its lo- 
I cation on the rugged Guadarramas. 
which here and there begin to roll 
upward toward the bleak grandeur of 
their bare summits. Lower Escorial 
is a workaday settlement just high 
enough to look out over the treeless 
plain which stretches to Madrid. Up- 
per Escorial's social level aspired to 
climb with its greater altitude, and it 
became a summer resort for wealthy 
Madrilenos. Several villas, a pair 
of acacia-shaded streets, a school or 
forestry, and three small notels give 
it a jaunty air. 

With the exception of the Guadar- 
ramas, however, everything is dwarfed 
by El Escorial, grim and grand. It 
spreads a rectangle of battleship 
gray across the mountain's sparsely 
wooded flank, large enough for the 
palace of kings, severe enough for 
the castle of death. 

Granite towers at the four corners 
towers and a dome from the church 
in the middle, thousands of feet of 
unrelieved granite walls stand as 
solidly on the mountainside as if they

Clad in black, wearing black velvet 
shoes and a cap with black plumes, 
he went out into the miles of corridor 
mazes and inspected new decorations 
criticising fiercely some of the finest 
painters of all Europe. Finally, with 
his eyes on the church's altar, visible 
from his apartment through movable 
shutters, he died in a dimly lighted 
alcove. 

Philip's death occurred 14 years to

Asama-yama, the Japanese volca- \ 
no which recently showered ashes for 
60 miles over the Nippon countryside, j 
is the largest of Nature's boiling pots 
on Japan's main island and has the 
reputation of being the most treach- 
erous, says a bulletin from the Wash- | 
ington, D. C, headquarters of the 
National Geographic Society. 

The natives living near the volca- 
no think little of its restlessness un- 
less hot rocks, instead of the usual 
ashes, pour like rain over the neigh- 
borhood. A rain of ashes simply 
brings out umbrellas. Last July, 
when the volcano loosed a barrage of 
ash, the American Ambassador, while 
visiting a nearby town, became one 
of the legion of umbrella carriers. 

Asama-yama is situated about 100 j 
miles northwest of Tokyo and rises j 
8260 feet above sea level. It is near- j 
ly a mile higher than Italy's volatile 
Vesuvius. It is one of the most ac- 
cessible of Nippon's active earthly- 
vents. The rim of its symmetrical 
cone is visited by thousands of curi- ' 
ous sightseers annually. But the le- 
gend has grown that the volcano dis- 
likes peering eyes. For hours, say 
believers of the tale, the seething 
crater will remain quiet when there 
is no one on the rim; then when a 
guide arrives with a group of visitors, 
the boiling pit sputters and explodes, 
showering out hot rocks and ashes 
that not infrequently cause fatalities 
among the onlookers. Tons of earth 
are often blown heavenward with 
every explosion.

4. It is good economy for a com- 
munity to take advantage of all fa- 
cilities existing which means an ap- 
preciation of the double use to which 
school buildings may be put as well

MISS AVERY'S LECTURE 



Dr. Charles H. Tozier of this town 
lhas just returned from a fishing trip, 
aad hunting with a camera, wild life 
v. the Florida Everglades and the 
Gulf of Mexico. Accompanied by Mr. 
AJton B. Atwood of Chelsea with 
whom he has traveled many thousands 
of miles, they were guests on the 
yacht of Mr. Gilbert H. Gleason also 
of Winchester. Sailing from Key 
West accompanied by two guides and 
a cook they cruised among the Keys 
of Southern Florida and out into the 
•Gulf Stream towards the famous is- 
land of Dry Tortugas, made so by the 
story of the heroism of Dr. Mudd, 
shortly after the close of the Civil 
War. 

These waters teem with fish dear 
to the heart of every angler and in- 
clude tarpon, sail fish, shark, amber- 
jack, kingfish, dolphin, saw fish, 
.sword fish, jew fish, barracuda and 
many other varieties of game fish. 
Armed with heavy rods and tackle, 
ahe fishermen were soon at work. 
Troling with a large spoon and about 
15fl feet of line, all of a sudden you 
iwould get a strike, the line would 
irun out, the reel would whirr and the 
Aght was on, and some fight it was 
m a great number of cases. Hun- 
dreds of feet of line would spin out, 
Che mighty fish, jumping into the air, 
itwisting, whirling, pulling and run- 
jn'mg, and trying in every way to get 
iilear of those Northern Yankees who 
had fastened something they had nev- 
,«t seen before into their jaw. Hu- 
mao ingenuity finally won and per- 
ihaps after two hours of strenuous 
•work the tigers of the deep were 
finally hauled on to the rear deck. 
Tbt- fish was captured, and the fisher- 
man was nearly paralyzed from the 
•oxusual experience. A short rest and 
the sport was on again. All records 
went carefully kept with the constant 
•hum of two moving picture cameras. 

After a strenuous day we would 
•ran in on the lee of some island and 

• cast anchor for the night. By moon- 
light dinner was served on the rear 
•deck. Not, however, without a line 
nung'mg out attached to a large reel 
and strav rod. Suddenly a whirr of 
-he Teel and the line running out rap- 
idly, the nearest man jumps into ac- 
tios. Stop him, never, the line is bit 

• rleam off and the fish escapes. An- 

• ,)ther wire leader, and a strong hook 
is- fastened to a 7b" pound test line 
and thrown overboard. In a short 
•while the same thing happens again. 



Those who heard the lecture on the 
Pacific given March S, came away 
greatly cheered. 

Here apparently is one part of the 
world whose problems will solve them- 
selves by the processes of civilization. 
Japan's excess population — ten mil- 
lions — according to Miss Avery, has 
reached its peak, and the drop in the 
birth rate which always follows a 
higher scale of living has begun. 

More than that, Japan's hope of 
controlling the Pacific for which she 
worked from 1914 until now, is defi- 
nitely lost. When she over reached 
herself by going into Manchuria in 
1031, we immediately planned our de- 
fense of the Pacific, England fortified 
Singapore, the Dutch increased both 
their navy and their tariffs against her 
and Australia and New Zealand both 
increased their navies and began mak- 
ing huge cash contributions to the 
British navy — Russia also has in- 
creased her navy 1700 per cent and is 
pushing her raidroads at the fastest 
J possible rate. 

More peaceful means of taking care 
of her surplus ten millions are now de- 
veloping in the Japanese mind. One 
of them is to double the population of 
her own northern islands which have 
not been popular because the climate 
is too cold. 

It is, however, an excellent climate 
for wheat which they need. The other 
plan, fostered by the navy, is a peace- 
ful commercial penetration of other 
Pacific islands. 

As for the encroachment on China, 
which was an army scheme, China 
herself will take care of that. After 
five thousand years the Chinese are 
at last developing a flair for govern- 
ment and a national loyalty which 
they have never had. 

Japan is bringing industrialism and 
sanitation with her army. 

When China's death rate is low- 
would ered by modern conditions, and before 
her birth rate also declines, she will 
either absorb or overwhelm her con- 
querors by sheer difference in num- 
bers. 

Meanwhile Russia watches and 
arms and it is not yet clear whether 
China will finally beat Japan with her 
help or by some element within her 
own nation. 

Miss Avery believes that our own 
attitude towards both nations should 
tend to commerce instead of arma- 
ments. 

The lecture on American Transpor- 
tation will be given next Wednesday 
evening at 8 o'clock in the High School 
Auditorium.

The warrant for the current Town 
Meeting was concluded Monday even- 
ing in the Town Hall when 173 pre- 
cinct members disposed of 19 arti- 
cles in a tame and methodical ses- 
sion lasting slightly more than three 
hours. Most of the articles were 
passed without debate, and it was 
not Until the article for re-naming 
streets that anything like a real di- 
vergence of opinion arose. 

The sum of $25,000 was appropri-

WINCHESTER ATTORNEY COL- 
LECTED CIVIL W AR BILL 



The United States Senate approved 
on Monday a bill lodged against the 
Federal Government by the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts of $233,- 
885.82 for building harbor fortifica- 
tions during the Civil War. This 
settlement of a 70 year old claim, 
interesting to all residents of the 
Bay State, is doubly interesting to 
citizens of Winchester because a fel- 
low townsman. Attorney Francis R. 
Mullin of Main street, successfully! 
prosecuted the case for the Common- ] 
wealth. 

Mr. Mullin's fee will amount to 
$23,388 or ten per cent of the claim. 
He will not actually profit by this 
amount, for from it he must take the j 
expense of several trips to Washing- 
ton and the cost of retaining an at- ' 
torney at the Capitol. If. however, 
he succeeds in collecting $43,000,000 
in other claims of the State against 
the Federal Government for Civil 
War expenditures and taxes uncon- | 
stitutionauy levied by the Govern- ; 
ment on Massachusetts and its citi- 
zens, he will receive 2 l /2 per cent of 
the sums collected, as well as ex- j 
penses of $600 per year. 

Mr. Mullin was retained by Gover- 
nor Curley to prosecute State claims 
against the Government. He is the 
senior member of the law firm of 
Mullin. Sullivan & Spain, in which 
former Corporation Counsel and pres- 
ent member of the Finance Commit- 
tee of the City of Boston, E. Mark 
Sullivan is a partner. He was one 
of Governor Cuiley's legal advisors 
and during the latter's term of office 
his daughter. Miss Dorothy Mullin. , 
was secretary to the First Lady of 
the Commonwealth. Mrs. Mary Cur- 
ley Donnoliy. the Governor's daugh- 
ter, i 



OLD DRINKING FOUNTAIN 
KNOCKED DOWN 



The granite drinking fountain at 
Symmes Corner was knocked over 
Saturday morning by a G. M. C. 
truck owned by Menchen Brothers of 
Woburn and driven by Otis F. Men- 
chen of 246 Ridge street, Winches- 
ter. 

This fountain was erected by the 
late Alice Symmes who owned the 
house now occupied by Dr. A. M. 
Jackson in memory of her father. 
She paid for ice which was put in an 
icebox below the sidewalk so that the 
water was always cold until wagon 
drivers continually stole the ice, de- 
spite a padlock put on the cover of 
the ice box, even prying off the lid 
with iron bars. 

The boys of 30 years ago squirted 
the ice water from the fountain at 
each other and wagon drivers as well 
as farm hands, numerous in that sec- 
tion 30 or 40 years ago, took partial 
baths in it on hot days. 

On the top of the fountain there 
was a bronze sun dial which some- 
one stole for junk and later when 
someone took the brass faucet for 
the same purpose, Miss Symmes gave 
up the idea of maintaining it and 
had the water for which she paid 
herself shut off. 

This fountain is a sad monument 
to human nature. Erected to help 
both mankind and beasts, it was 
abused and wrecked by the people for 
whom it was erected. This fact wor- 
ried Miss Symmes and she said she 
would leave nothing to charity. She 
did, however, remember the Win- 
chester Hospital and the Unitarian 
Church in her will.

Gertrude has been high 
scorer in many of the games this 
season and with another year of com- 
petition should develop into a real 
star. She has plenty of speed and a 
fine eye for the basket. Captain Lo- 
retta Gaffney, a good jumping center 
and fine competitor, is back for an- 
other season next year and, like Ger- 
trude, should go far.

Neutrality Definitions 



Bv MARTHA E D WHITE of the Massachu- 
setts League of Women Voters 

Our press is filled with comments 
on the neutrality proposals now he- 
fore Congress. Some classification of 
terms may be timely and so the writ- 
er borrows the following definitions 
from a study issued by the National 
League of Women Voters. 

Traditional Neutrality recognizes 
the right of a neutral state to trade 
with belligerants, subject to search on 
the high seas, and seizure of muni- 
tions and other contraband. 

New American Neutrality would re- 
strict commercial and financial rela- 
tions with belligerants and would for- 
bid American citizens to travel on 
belligerant ships, in order to elimi- 
nate war-provoking incidents. 

Discretionary Legislation would 
leave to the Chief Executive the right 
to determine when and what degree 
embargoes on munitions, loans and 
credits, "essential war materials" and 
restrictions on the travel of Ameri- 
can Citizens should be put into ef- 
fect. Such legislation may provide 
either for equal application against 
all belligerants, or may make possi- 
ble application only against an ag- 
gressor, designated by consultation 
among nations. 

Mandatory Legislation would re- 
quire the Chief Executive automatic- 
ally to embargo munitions, loans and 
credits. essential war materials 
against all belligerants and to re- 
strict travel of American Citizem 
whenever war breaks out. 

Essential War Materials might in- 
clude everything, but under the pro- 
posed Congressional act they would 
in the event of war be specifically 
designated by the President. 

Complete Embargoes would pro- 
hibit the exportation of essential 
war materials to any belligerant or tt 
a neutral for trans-shipment to s 
belligerant. 

"Peace Time Quotas" would limit 
the exportation of essential war ma- 
terials to belligerants to the ordinary- 
peace time trade with each country, 
the peace time quota to be the average 
trade over a given period of years. 

"Cash and Carry" policy would limit 
trade with belligerants to goods paid 
for in this country before shipment 
and exported in non-American ships.

Most of the matters decided by the 
precinct representatives at the limited 
town meeting are not being ques- 
tioned, at least to any great extent, 
by citizens as a whole. There are. 
however, two votes which might be 
reversed on referendum and one 
which the Star is convinced would be 
set aside if all the voters had a 
chance to express their preference, 
It is a reasonably safe wager that the 
town as a whole would vote to have 
the school budget administered as 
tre those of the other town depart- 
ment-. The argument that because 
it is by far the largest its spending 
Should be left entirely to the School 
Committee would not, we believe, 
meet with popular approval. The 
theory has been somewhat generally 
advanced that the allocation of funds 
is more needed in the larger budgets 
than in the smaller. This may be 
an extreme view, but there is little 
doubt that an earlier and more de- 
tailed statement of the Finance Com- 
mittee's opposition to a special dis- 
pensation for the School Department 
in its administration of the town's 
largest budget would have resulted in 
the precinct representatives voting to 
Subject the appropriation for schools 
to the same restrictions as the others. 
The tie vote, upon the motion to de- 
feat the entire appropriation for 
schools did not of course indicate that 
Winchester does not wish to give its 
schools any money. W inchester has 
been and will continue to be generous 
in the matter of educating its young 
people. Those who voted against the 
entire appropriation undoubtedly did 
so because they felt that the School 
Department should be treated the 
same as the other departments of the 
town and to vote against the appro- 
priation was the only way in which 
they could bring this equalization 
about. There were some, too, who 
voted for the appropriation who fav- 
ored restricting the budget, but also 
sensed the futility of voting away all 
money for schools. Allocation of 
school funds did not at all mean that 
legitimate school functions would 
have been curtailed. Funds to meet 
any emergency could have been se- 
cured from the Finance Committee 
just as they can now be secured if ne- 
cessary. Allocation of funds, how- 
ever, would mean that money appro- j 
printed to patch a roof could not be j 
used for Bchooibooks or salaries, and 
this does not seem either unreason- 
able or likely to interfere with the el'- ! 
ficient operation of the school sys- 
tem. School costs have mounted, per- i 
haps not unreasonably; but they have j 
reached proportions where many like 
to think at least some effort is being ; 
made to conform to a fixed schedule of i 
expenditures. The Finance Commit- j 
tee so believes and most unprejudiced i 
opinion is likely to support this view 
rather than the School Committee's | 
contention that it alone of all town 
departments should have carte j 
blanche in the matter of spending 
public funds.

Please un- 
derstand me; I am not denying the i 
great benefits of colleges, for I in- i 
tend -f. go to one also, but 1 do say I 
that the schools of Massac husetts j 
ar.d of the entire nation, although I I 
am best acquainted with those schools 
in Greater Boston, need more practi- 
cal teaching. 

To c ue who plans to enter the field 
of biology, it may be beneficial to 
know hundreds of names. To one 
who expects to do history work, it 
might be beneficial to know dates, 
but to the ordinary, every-day, com- 
mon man what difference does it 
make whether President Munroe 
came into office in 1913, 1812 or 1917? 

What difference, again to this 
every-day, average man, does it make 
what the four parts of the jaws of 
the grasshopper are? It makes no 
difference? 

I know that when one enters high 
school, he does not always know 
what course he will follow in later 
years, and, therefore, it is necessary 
to study different subjects to gain 
a knowledge of them, but before go- 
ing any further with my protest, let 
me suggest some changes. My idea 
of a modern school in which we can 
gain practical knowledge of useful 
value 18 as follows: 

1 — The schools should have quali- 
fied, fair, humane teachers. 

2 — The BChools should have mod- 
ern teaching methods whereby the 
student becomes acquainted with the 
subject in an interesting manner 
through the avoiding of boring de- 
tails (names, dates, etc.) 

3 — Schools should have subjects 
which will be of practical value in 
later life and not necessarily subjects 
which will get one into college. (1 
must say, however, that geometry 
trains the brain, but enough is 
enough.) 

4 — Schools should assign home- 
work. (If one cannot learn at home 
by himself without the guiding hand 
of a teacher, he will never amount to 
much anyway.) 

Don't think for a minute that I 
think I know it all, for I don't. I 
have been wrong many times, and 
mavbe I am wrong this time. Any- 
way, I feel as though I have accom- 
plished more good in writing this 
letter than in learning the eight in- 
sect classifications.

For the price of one shilling rail- 
roads in Great Britain sell a "Save 
to Travel" card. The amount paid 
at the time of purchase is stamped 
on the card. The holder may at any 
time make additional payments which 
are recorded on the cards by sticking 
on stamps. 

The card is used extensively by va- 
cationists who, in this way, have 
their ticket already paid for. If the 
ticket costs less than the value of the 
stamps on the card, a cash refund is 
made.

Do not uncover evergreen until next 
month. Wind and sun are harder on 
them than cold. 

Seeds are stored best in a cool, dry 
place.

How the Girl Scouts grew up with- 
out growing old is the theme of the 
25th anniversary report just issued 
by the national headquarters of the 
organization, which reaches the quar- 
ter century mark on March 12. 

Specifically the report deals with 
progress in 1936, when the Girl 
Scouts grew in number by 11,395 to 
a total of 394,366. During 1936, 
105,514 girls spent all or part of their 
summer vacations in 953 camps run 
by the organization. 

"Neither in 1936 nor in 1912. when 
some 40 girls used the one troop camp 
on Typee Island, near Savannah, Ga., 
was there a major accident or seri- 
ous illness among the campers," said 
the report. 

The picture of progress in 1936 is 
silhouetted in the anniversary report 
against a background, on which ap- 
pear some women who have helped 
make the movement, particularly the 
Founder, Juliette Gordon Low, 

Mrs. Low, hostess at the now fa- 
mous tea-party for 12 girls on that 
March afternoon in 1912, is described 
as a "colorful person who descended 
on Savannah every year or two with 
trunks smelling of French soap and 
English leather." 

"Mrs. Low's grandmother had been 
captured by Indians; her father had 
fought in the Confederate Army 
and she had eaten her first sugar 
sitting on General Sherman's knee. 
She had married an Englishman; she 
lived in a castle; she rode to hounds, 
and she knew the Queen," the report 
continues. 

At the March tea-party, Mrs. Low 
told her guests about the game 
which had been introduced in Eng- 
land for girls under the name of 
Guiding, and, when they left her 
home, they were the first Girl Scout 
troop. There are now troops in 4366 
communities in the U. S. A. and its 
territorial dependencies. 

The ^most important single event 
for the organization as such during 
1936 was the completion of an 18- 
month program study conducted by 
a group of specialists in socialogy 
and education. The study was made 
not only of the fundamental princi- 
ples and general theory of Girl 
Scouting but also of the actual prac- 
tice among selected troops in f>ur 
sections of the United States. The 
conclusions arrived at by the spe- 
cialists are summed up in the an- 
niversary report: 

"The specialists said the princi- 
ples were unimpeachable; that the 
program could be likewise, if kept 
elastic; that, while most organiza- 
tions aged faster than individuals 
and naturally grew rigid in the pro- 
cess, the fact that the Girl Scouts 
could stop to take stock of themselves 
showed they were one exception that 
proved the rule." 

The report goes on to contrast the 
definition of the aim of Girl Scout- 
ing as given once by Lord Baden- 
Powell with that given by the spe- 
cialists. The Englishman's phrase 
was to "encourage energy and self- 
discipline from within," while that 
of the American specialists was the 
"development of self-motivated in- 
terests" — a difference of phraseolo- 
gy, not idea. 

How the Girl Scout leaders and 
sponsors are and have been trained 
to translate this fundamental aim 
into the troop work, is described in' 
the last section of the anniversary 
report: 

"All through the country and all 
round the calendar the education of 
the Girl Scout leader goes on. It 
cannot end, for it is concerned with 
something that is ever changing — 
the American girl as she is and as 
she aspires to be." 

Two million girls have been Scouts 
since March 12. 1912. The leadership 
of the organization is now as always 
about 99 per cent volunteer. The 
number of women heading the troops 
and serving on the local and national 
councils and committees was 70,542 
in the year 1936. 



(For many yearn the executives of these 
institutions have been pleading for sufficient 
funds with which to carry on but owing to 
legislative lack of interest in the problem 
of mental disease hospitalization conditions 
xrnvr worse because at shameful overcrowding 
and other abuses easy to correct w ith money. I 

When those charged with the ad- 
ministration of the insane hospital 
system in Massachusetts ask the Leg- 
islature to give the mental hospitals 
ufficient funds with which to expand 
and carry on the work of rehabilita- 
tion of the mentally deteriorated, as 
these officials have been doing for 
many years, we do not set how any 
intelligent citizen of Winchester or 
elsewhere can come forward with a 
single valid objection to the proposal. 

Whether we like to do so or don't 
it is a fact that no more costly pub- 
lic health problem exists than that of 
menfaJ diseases. Some people ac- ' 
quainted with conditions and serious- 
ly concerned by them have occasion- 
ally and somewhat reluctantly con- 
fessed to the prevalence of too much | 
"lip service" rather than the more 
necessary action needful if we are 
to properly conserve the mental 
health of our people. Nothing can be 
clearer than that mental disease in 
some form affects all the people of 
Winchester, either through taxation 
to support the mental hospitals or 
because folk have loved ones or 
friends hospitalized. It is very ob- 
vious and startling to have to con- 
fess that too many even intelligent 
folk have a wrong impression of a 
State Hospital, look upon such an 
institution as a place where whoever 
enters therein might as well give up 
the idea of ever returning to society 
again. In the old days those who had 
loved ones within the walls of an 
"asylum" considered him irrevocably 
lost and they hid the fact from neigh- 
bors and friends, for it then carried 
with it the stigma of disgrace. But 
all this has been changed. Today at 
least 40 per cent of State hospital 
patients are returned to their homes 
or friends as cured or at least as 
sufficiently recovered to enjoy free- 
dom in the community. 

Dr. Clarence A. Ronner while 
I chief executive of the Boston Psycho- 
I pathic Hospital, now superintendent 
| of the Danvers State Hospital, in a 
paper read at the 83rd annual meet- 
ing of the American Psychiatric As- 
sociation, said: 

"Adequate care of the mentally ill 
has always been difficult to achieve. 
This has been due to the misconcep- 
tion and lack of understanding of 
mental disease. Throughout many 
years there has been a constant 
struggle to raise the standards of 
care of the mental patient in order 
that he might have the fullest 
chance of recovery." 

From the recovery point of view 
the present overcrowding of our 
State Hospitals is unquestionably one 
of the most serious phases of the 
whole problem of efficiently treat- 
ing the mentally ill. We are faced 



by a condition and not a theory. 
Overcrowded State Hospital wards 
are a blunder first and last and in 
view of the present overcrowding 
it is a miracle that recoveries are 
as many as is the case. As long ago 
as the 1880's when Dr. Goldsmith 
was superintendent at Danvers, find- 
ing his work embarrassed and hin- 
dered by his overcrowded wards, he 
caused notices to be placed in the 
medical journals an daily press ap- 
pealing to the medical profession in 
this State to send no more mental 
cases to Danvers where they could no 
longer receive treatment calculated to 
restore their sanity by reason of over- 
crowding. Today, 50 years after Dr. 
Goldsmith's lament, the Danvers in- 
stitution as well as most of the oth- 
ers are overcrowded, with conditions 
grow.ng more serious all the time, 
chiefly because of Legislative indif- 
ference to the year by year recom- 
mendations of the gentlemen entrust- 
ed with the care and cure of our 
mentally ill fellow citizens. 

The late Dr. George M. Kline, in 
his presidential address delivered at 
the 83rd meeting of the American 
Psychiatric Association, reemphasi- 
zed how many States are confronted 
with the need of a program which 
calls either for new hospitals or ad- 
ditions to existing hospitals to meet 
the overcrowded conditions. "Most 
hospitals for the mentally sick in 
this country now care for numbers 



far in excess of that originally 
planned for and as a result new buil- 
dings or additions have been added 
to existing plants, more often with- 
out the provision of service facili- 
ties to keep pace with this increased 
load," Dr. Kline declared. "As a re- 
sult many of these hospitals are over- 
crowded and necessarily inefficient 
in their administration." 

The people of Winchester, the peo- 
ple of .viassachusetts, should more 
carefully scrutinze this whole prob- 
lem of State Hospital administration 
and see to it that those in charge of 
these necessary institutions have suf- 
ficient money with which to assure 
the maximum of humane care and 
speed up recovery where it is possi- 
ble to return mental cases to society 
where they will be useful members 
thereof.

This appropriation was passed 
without debate, and the subject mat- 
ter of a motion asking $800 for 
erection of a suitable memorial for 
the Winchester soldiers in the Spa- 
nish-American War was, upon the 
motion of Mr. Davidson, referred to 
a committee to report at the next 
town meeting. Mr. Willey spoke in 
favor of this appropriation, and Mr. 
Laraway was the only speaker to 
voice real opposition, several, how- 
ever, believing that the details of 
the motion should be better worked 
out. Mr. Laraway felt it decidedly 
to build any more memorials 
until "the town had paid for the last 
one erected. 

It was voted without debate to in- 
demnify Lieut. J. Edward Noonan of 
the Fire Department for injuries re- 
ceived by him in the performance of 
his duty and $300 was appropriated 
to this end. . 

Under the article dealing with 
committees the reports of the West 
Side School Site, Reservoirs, Dutch 
Elm and Rubbish Collection Commit- 
tees were received and the commit- 
tees discharged. The Town History 
Committee was continued with pow- 
er to sell the history and pay suit- 
able fees to agents for its distribu- 
tion. 

Three new committees were pro- 
vided for, one to consider the ex- 
pediency of securing the property 
between the high school lot and the 
Johnson plot for school purposes, a 
second to consider the town's action 
in the matter of pensions and re- 
tirement of employees and a third 
to consider what may be done toward 
the more economical operation of the 
town departments with reference to 
possible reorganization and the 
adoption of labor saving machines. 

Mr. Russell read a lengthy and 
very complete report prepared by the 
Committee on Reservoirs, in which 
were listed the objections of the 
State Department of Health to the 
opening of the reservoir land for 
recreational purposes. He also voiced 
the unanimous opinion of his com- 
mittee that the town should not, in 
the interest of public health, direct 
the Water & Sewer Board to open 
the land on the water shed, with or 
without additional police. 

Mr. Elwell, at this point intro- 
duced a motion, asking that a com- 
mittee of three be created to look in- 
to the possibility of transferring 
part of the reservoir land from the 
jurisdiction of the Water & Sewer 
Board to the Park Department, so 
that it might be available for recre- 
ational purposes. Mr. Terry felt that 



something should be done to 
the Fells to the citizens of the town 
even though he had become convinced ! 
that the Water & Sewer Board was 
justified in the action they had thus 
far taken to exclude the public. Mr. 
Pike explained that some of the land 
in question is in the Town of Stone- 
ham and the City of Medford and 
thus cannot be administered by the 
Park Department, and Mr. Laraway 
in a fiery denunciation of the mo- 
tion, ridiculed the idea of opening 
land the town had spent both time 
and money to acquire and landscape 
for the protection of its water sup- 
ply. Mr. Elwell's motion was lost. 

Article 17 was considered togeth- 
er with the report of the Committee 
on Recreational Facilities, made by 
Mr. Badger, who ably outlined the 
need for and opportunity in an in- 
door recreational program which he 
asked the town to try out for a year 
as an experiment at a cost of $4000. 
Mr. Nowell felt it more important 
to provide recreational facilities in 
the winter than the summer and be- 
lieved the proposed project worth- 
while. Mr. Farnham was recorded 
in favor and so too was Mr. Fay. 
The appropriation was made without 
opposition and the committee was 
maintained to continue its investiga- 
tion of the need for recreational fa- 
cilities. 

Articles 18 and 19 were considered 
together, Selectman McCormick. re- 
porting for the town meeting com- 
mittee, recommending that the 
terms of Selectmen be advanced from 
one to three years. Mr. Laraway 
stated that he was not in oppostion 
to the proposition but felt strongly 
that the matter was one for the en- 
tire town to decide and asked if it 
could not be placed upon the ballot 
at the next town election. Mr. Pike 
ruled that it could not. but Mrs. Mc- 
Donald felt that the Legislature 
could grant permission to place it 
on the ballot, if not next year, the 
year after. She believed there is no 
hurry. Mr. Parsons felt the town 
meeting members should decide the 
matter as a matter of duty and Mr. 
Wilkins also favored the three-year 
term, stating that no Selectman, 
however versed in town affairs, is 
able to get much of a grasp on his 
duties the first year on the Board. 
The motion was put and carried 
without a voice being recorded 
against it. Under the new plan, 
next March one Selectman will be

"Consult before you sign" was the 
warning and advice given by Com- 
missioner of Education, James G. 
Reardon. 

"Before you put your name to a 
contract for a long program of cor- 
respondence school work, consult with 
your superintendent of schools or high 
school principal," continued Commis- 
sioner Reardon. 

This advice was given as a result 
of numerous complaints received 
every day by the State Department 
of Education from persons who have 
signed lonj? term contracts which, 
for one reason or another, they are 
unable or unwilling to fulfill. 

Commissioner Reardon pointed out 
that long term commitments involv- 
ing large sums of money should not 
be made without the advice of some 
person qualified to judge whether 
or not the contemplated program is

Your superintendent or 
high school principal is a professional 
educator and can give you the advice 
which will make your educational 
activities a benefit instead of a pos- 
sible loss.

For these 
reasons it is well for everyone con- 
templating home study to begin with 
short courses, and even with these 
only upon the advice of some person 
acquainted with his background in 
, education.

for three year terms, only two being 
elected in any year and one each 
third year. 

The measurers of wood and bark 
were fixed at not more than eight 
and Lilla J. Ryan was unanimously 
elected director of the town's work 
in connection with County Aid to 
Agriculture, a post previously held 
for some years by Mr. Guild.

1st Week in March

Be sure ano see the Flower Show 
starting March 12th at Mechanics 
Building, Boston. A real education. 

Seeds pre-treated against "damping 
off" are now available thus making it 
much safer to sow in moist soil. 

Pruning of grapes should be done 
at once. 

Many lilies can be set out early 
in the spring— but the bulbs must be 
ordered now. 

Keep early flowering tulips cov- 
ered lightly with peat moss, straw, 
boughs or leaves so the sun won't 
shine on them when frozen. 

Sweet pea seeds should be started 
in the cold frame as soon as the 
frost is out. They can be started 
in pots or in rows — preferably the 
former. 

House plants should be repotted in 
preparation for spring growth. 

Tuberous rooted begonias should be 
started by the middle of the month. 

If you're re-seeding your lawn this 
spring make preparations for seed 
and fertilizer now. The earlier the 
better. 

Hot bed operations should start 
soon.

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the mountain woman was a skillful 
spinner and weaver. When cows and 
oxen became useless, shoes were made 
of their hides. Bears, deer, and birds, 
brought down with five-foot rifles or 
caught in traps, supplied the family 
meat platter. "Sweetnin" was pro- 
duced from sorghum. A corn patch, 
clinging to the steep mountain slopes, 
yielded meal for cornbread. 

While the mountain family is no 
longer isolated, the atmosphere of dec- 
ades ago still pervades the typical 
mountain home. Nearly everything 
one observes in and around the clay- 
chinked log cabins is homemade, ex- 
cept some articles of clothing, some 
tools, bits of frayed newspaper on 
fly-chasing apparatuses swinging over 
the dining tables, and a few enamel 
cooking utensils. Trundle beds, high- 
backed chairs, spinning wheels, and 
looms are often heirlooms made on the 

spot and of native wood more than 
a half century ago.

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GREAT SMOKIES OPEN FOR 
WINTER TRAVEL 



The Great Smoky Mountains Na- 
tional Park, eastern America's larg- 
est national playground, where the 
Appalachian system thrust a score 
of peaks a mile above sea level, will 
be open throughout the winter ac- 
cording to an announcement by John 
Ross Eakin, superintendent. At no 
time during the season, in his opinion, 
will Park officials be unable to keep 
the roads free of snow. 

The Great Smokies is closing the 
biggest year of its several years' ex- 
istence says a bulletin from the Wash- 
ington, D. C, headquarters of the Na- 
tional Geographic Society. Although 
it has not yet been dedicated, by the 
end of this year approximately a half 
million people from every State and 
many foreign countries will have 

passed into this mountain stronghold 
that straddles the Tennessee-North 
Carolina border. 

Fall Coloring a Lure 

Recently, officials of the National 
Park Service reported that more peo- 
ple observed the brilliant fall color- 
ing of the Great Smokies than ever 
before; the number of visitors in Oc- 
tober this year being H9 per cent 
greater than in October 1935. In 
that month the gaudy reds of the 
maples, sourwoods, black gums; the 
rich golds of the birches, beeches, 
tulip poplars, hickories, basswoods, 
and the few remaining chestnuts; the 
russets of the oaks; and the varying 
shades of green contributed by the 
evergreens, suggest that Mother Na- 
ture, unable to decide upon a color 
pattern for the annual autumn spec- 
tacle, empties her paint pots play- 
fully over the mountainsides. 

Winter visitors will view sweeping, 
snow-blanketed slopes studded here 
and there with clumps of green coni- 
fers. Before the lofty peaks have 
shed their snowy mantle, blossoming 
plants make a bold debut in the val- 
leys, and from then on, until June 1, 
1500 species of plants, shrubs, and 
flowering trees weave colorful pat- 
terns over the Park area. 

A Frontier of Botany 

So diversified are the wild flowers 
of the Great Smokies that visitors 
from many sections of the United 
States find species that grow abun- 
dantly in their own fields and wood- 
lands, among others that are unfa- 
miliar to them. Twenty-two orchids 
find a natural habitat in these moun- 
tains; there are 50 kinds of lilies; 
7 of trilliums; 22 of violets, and 5 
of magnolias. The native wild or- 
chids, though smaller than' the culti- 
vated species, have all the exquisite 
form and coloring of their better 
known cousins. 

That the Great Smokies is a front- 
tier of botany is shown by the re- 
cent discovery, in a remote wild part 
of the Park, of a shrub with a stem 
82 inches in diameter. There are 142 
known species of trees in the area, 
with additions constantly being made 
to the list. Half of the Park is a 
forest primeval. Tulip trees <rrow 
mx and seven feet in diameter. Moun- 
tain laurels 18 inches thick, and as 
high as two-story bu ldinis are not 
uncommon. The main stem of one 
grapevine in the Park is more than 
five feet in circumference. 

The legion is a veritable paradise 
of the angler, with its tiOO miles of 
trout streams to whip for the wary- 
rainbow and brook trout; the natu- 
ralist may revel in the great vari- 
tty of birds and animal life in the 
region; for the hiker, several hund- 
red miles of trails have been thrust 
into the wilderness; and the motor- 
ist, from modern highways, may scan 
eye-filling panoramas of wilderness 
>olitudes. There is plenty of game 
but the hunter must pursue his sport 
outside the Park boundaries. 

For probably two decades, moun- 
tain families will add human interest 
to the Great Smokies, because some 
of them will be permited to remain 
in the Park area as long as they live. 
Descendents of pioneers who braved 
the arrows of cunning Cherokees when 
they migrated to the mountains from 
North Carolina and southwest Vir- 
ginia, these- mountain families were, 
until re:ently, self-sufficient. A few 
sheep supplied wool for clothing and

"SEVEN LAST WORDS" 



The vested choir of the Church of 
the Epiphany, under the direction of 
Enos Held, organist and choirmaster, 
presented "The Seven Last Words," 
a lenten cantata by Theodore Dubois, 
in the church on Palm Sunday after- 
noon. Miss Dorothy Eaton was the 
guest organist and the soloists were 
Mrs. Henry J. Bruno, soprano; J. 
Raymond Graham, tenor; Robert 
Jewell, bass; and Enos Held, bari- 
tone. Preceding the cantata there 
was a brief service conducted by the 
rector. Rev. Dwight W. Dudley. 

Dubois' composition depicts the 
Passion of the Cross, the "Seven Last 
Words" being in reality the seven last 
sentences of The Christ; "Father. 
Forgive Them for They Know Not 
What They Do"; "Verily. Today 
Thou Wilt Be with Me in Paradise"; 
"Woman, Behold Thy Son"; "My God 
Why Hast Thou Forsaken Me"; "I am 
Athirst"; "Father, Into Thy Hands 1 
Commend My Spirit"; and "It Is 
Finished." Interspersing the Sav- 
iour's words are heard the denuncia- 
tion and mockery of the mob and the 
final "Adoremus Te," sung by the 
choir. 

In the impressive atmosphere which 
the beautiful interior of the Epiph- 
any creates, the choir sang Dubois' 
beautiful music reverently, being es- 
pecially effective in the softer pass- 
ages such as those of the closing 
prayer, which was sung kneeling in 
a manner that had much appeal. 

All the soloists contributed to the 
performance of the cantata. Mrs. 
Bruno sang the narrator's introduc- 
tion with breadth of tone and evi- 
dent regard for the context. Her 
sympathetic rendering of the "Sta- 
bat Mater." with its beautiful lega- 
to, brought out effectively the pathos 
and despair w : th which these ap- 
pealing passages a"e filled. 

Mr. Graham sang the tenor role 
powerfully, yet with a commendable 
restraint in the duet of the Second 
Word and in the lovely Sixth Word, 
which demanded a softer lyric style. 
He displayed a ringing robusto that 
filled the spacious church in the dra- 
matic passages depicting the storm 
of the crucifixion, sinking the climax- 
ing high A flat with full voice and 
in a thrilling manner. 

Mr. Jewell divided the baritone so- 
los with Mr. Held, the latter leaving 
his conductor's de.sk to sing the can- 
tata's principal solo number, which 
is the entire Fourth Word, render- 
ing the appealing melody with feel- 
ing and beauty of tone. Mr. Jewell's 
diction in the recitative passages al- 
lotted him was commendable and his 
singing of the solo opening the First 
Word was also effective. 

Miss Eaton throughout seemed 
wholly in the mood and was very 
helpful in providing accompaniments 
which assisted both the individual 
singers and choir.

MEETING HELD LAST 
WEEK 



Frank D. Comerford, president of I 
the Edison Electric Illuminating] 
■£ompany of Boston, told the stock- 1 
.holders at the annual meeting held j 
last week that the $8 dividend rate of ] 
the company really represents a re- 
turn of only 4.8 per cent on the 
money actually paid in by investors. 

"There are now 617,161 shares out- 
standing," he said, "and the paid in 
capital and premium averages $166.60 
per .share. Therefore, the annual di- 
vidend of $8 represents only 4.8 per 
rent on what the stockholders have 
actually paid into the company." 

"We are all concerned over the 
continuing increases in all forms of 
taxation. The Company's $6,000,000 
rax bill in 1936 represents 19 cents 
out of every dollar of revenue. To 
show how enormously taxes have in- 
creased in the last 15 years, it is in- 
teresting to note that in 1921. the 
company's total taxes were $1,472,- 
000, or 9 cents out of every revenue 
dollar.
